Mutines:-3 Surrender, 
St. Petersburg. July G. — The minis- 
ter of marine has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Admiral Kruger: 

"The crew of the transport Prout, 
■when leaving Budrovo bay, mutinied, 
arresting the captain and other offi- 
cers. Second Lieut Nestertzeff and 
Boatswain Kozlitine were killed. 

"The Prout has arrived' at Sevasto- 
pol and the crew now is repentant 
The ohlcers have been released, the 
crew begging them to resume their 
posts. The' Prout has been ordered to 
anchor at Kameshevai. bay, and : an

It is stated that the transport 
Yecha, the crew of which joined -the 
mutineers in the harbor of Odessa, 
surrendered yesterday in Russian 
waters. 

Try to Revive Mutiny. 
Odessa, July C— An attempt to re- 
vive the mutiny on the battleship Po- 
Diedonosetz was discovered yesterday. 
It was frustrated by loyal sailors who 
delivered six of the leaders to the au- 
thorities. ■ The torpedo boats which 
remained here Irwo gone to sea. 
Mutiny ori Merchantman. 
' Paris. July G. ' — A dispatch to the 
jTemps from Constantinople says that 
ij>e Russian steamer Emperor Nichol- 
as II., which has been ordered to pro- 
ceed to Alexandria in place of Odessa, 
owing, to the troubles at the latter 
place, was unable to leave Constanti- 
nople on account of mutiny of the 
crew. The men insisted on going to 
Odessa to protect their families. 
Quieter at Odessa. 
Odessa, July 6.— The general sitpa- 
tion shows signs of gradual improve- 
ment. The removal of the debris 
from the burned area' has begun and 
the dock work and coasting service 
has been resumed. The strikers are 
returning to work. A large number 
of troops have been sent to the sum- 
mer quarters, within easy reach of the 
city. 
^ Works for Armistice. 

St. Petersburg, July 5. — With the 
completion of the arrangements for 
the Washington peace meeting, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt- has resumed his ef- 
forts to bring ahout an armistice. " No 
light is thrown on the exact status of 
the negotiations and the character of 
the communications passing between 
the Russian and Japanese govern- 
ments and Washington. The matter 
is an exceedingly delicate one, but the 
outlook for success, nevertheless, 
from all information obtainable, is not 
unpromising if Japan is ready to 
sheath the sword until the Washing- 
ton meeting develops whether a basis 
for peace is possible.

The case before the district court 
this morning was the case of Walsh 
& low vs. N. P. Johnson to recover 
the amount due on a promisory note 
in the 'sum of 5360.00. The note and 
the amount due on the same was ad- 
mitted by the defendant but N. P. 
Johnson claimed to have a counter- 
claim for services rendered the plain- 
tiffs as a timber cruiser, whereby he 
located the plaintiffs onsome'valuable, 
timber lands in Clearwater County, 
which the plaintiffs purchased from 
the United States Government '.on ad- 
vice of Johnson. Johnson claimed a 
third interest in the timber deal, but 
the evidence developed the fact that 
sine the plaintiffs made their purchase 
from the Government at a' private sale 
the Department of the Interior had 
issued an order holding the pine lands 
purchased for cancellation, together 
with a large amount of other pine 
land, so that Walsh & Low are threat- 
ened with having the pine and the 
land on which it is growing taken 
back by the government and conse- 
quently will in that event have to re- 
turn the money they received from the 
Grand Forks Lumber company in the 
sale of the pine.

Passengers who went down on the 
Duluth line Friday report a case ot 
negligence on somebody's part at Su- 
perior whicn resulted in James Allen 
in a dying condition remaining at the 
depot unattended for more than an 
hour. 

Just after the train left Carlton at 
5:11 Friday afternoon and about five 
miles this side of that place, Allen 
was found. He gave his name as Jas. 
Allen his residence as any where and 
state,d that <he had been struck by a 
passing train earlier in the day, at 
what time he could not tell. 

Allen appears to he a laborer of 
about 35 years of age, appeared to 
have been under the influence of liq- 
uor at the time he was taken to the 
hospital. His whole right side was 
crushed in and mashed. 

According to the statement of the 
injured man he was walking on the 
railroad track headed for Superior, 
when he stepped out of the way of a 
passing train that knocked him down, 
breaking a number of his ribs, injur- 
ing his spine and other wise inflict- 
ing severe bodily injuries. 

Allen, who was in a dying condition 
when the train reached Superior was 
on a truck at the "Union depot for 
more than an hour.

County physician O'Brien refused to 
have anything to do with the case un- 
less County Agent Ely authorized him 
to do so and the agent was out of town 
and could not be reached. City physi 
clan Rene was called and immediately 
summoned an ambulance and within 
10 minutes they were on the way to 
the hospital. Dr. Rene appeared be- 
fore the common council, and alter 
citing the case he was authorized to 
care for the injured man until the next 
meeting of the council. In the mean 
time the doctor will take the case up 
with the Great Northern.

John Paul Jones, 

Revolutionary Hero 



John Paul Jones, whose body has 
lately been rescued "from Its unmarked 
grave in Paris after 113 years of name- 
less obscurity, was particularly a 
Fourth of July hero, for he was all but 
bprn on that day. On July 0, 1747, in 
Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland, he began 
his notable career. In July, also, on the 
18th day, in 1702, he laid down with 
his life a sheaf of honors such as few 
men have won. He came to the colo- 
nies very young and by the time the 
Revolution had begun was as ardent 
an American as any. Throughout the 
war he was a veritable scourge of the 
sea, dispersing British fleets, capturing 
prizes by the score, raiding the coasts 
of the enemy with audacity unparal- 
leled. His unequal battle with the Se- 
rapis and the Countess of Scarborough! 
in which he took the Serapis at the cost 
of his own ship, the Bonhomme Rich- 
ard, is recorded in red letters In the an- 
nals of naval warfare. In 1788 Jones 
entered the service of Catherine the 
Great. Disgusted . with Russian In- 
trigues, he returned to Paris to die not 
In poverty and disgrace, as has been 
often stated, but attended by Marie 
Antoinette's physician and surrounded 
by influential friends. The French par- 
liament sent twelve members to his fu

A writer in the Contimpoiaiy Re- 
view of London attemps to destrioe 
the Aerlcan woman. She is extrava- 
gant and ostentatious. She aims at 
nothing higher than having a good 
time, frivolity being with her a "fixed 
condition bt mind." Bright; good 
natured, tactful, well dressed," she is 
superficial, being educated with a 
view only to achieving social success- 
She neglects her home. She has few 
or no children, and she sees little of 
them or her husband, being constantly 
occupied with social duties. She re- 
gards wealth as the only real badge 
or distinction in man or woman. She 
i is "self assertive, self conscious, inso- 
lent." ; <■ 

If the portrait had not been tagged 
Americans would riot have recognized 
it. The typical American woman is 
not educated merely V/ith a view to 
winning social position. She may be 
educated at Vassar. Her education 
may end with the high school. She 
' may get it behind the counter. In 
either case it will be Detter and more 
solid education than that of the typical 
woman of any other country. The 
end she aims at is what most good wo- 
men everywhere aim at — to become 
wife and mother. "BVight, good nat- 
ured, well dressed" though she be, she 
is not frivolous ,but at the. bottom has 
a serious purpose. She is not osten- 
tatious or vulgar. There" are ostenta- 
tious and vulgar American women — 
women whom wealth has spoiled — but 
the vast majority of American women 
of every class are simple,- modest and 
retired. 

The American woman does not neg- 
lect her home, as is asserted. Be it 
in town or city, be it house or ^at, 
large or* small, have she many serv- 
ants or one or none the typical Amer- 
ican woman is her own housekeeper, 
and a good one. ■ Most of the talk 
abut her neglecting her duties as a 
mother and gadding about while her 
husband, toils and sweats like a galley 
slave to: get her money to throw at 
the birds is equally false. There are 
American women who gad, but their 
number is comparitively small. The 
typical American wife is preceptor and 
playfellow of her children and faith- 
ful, inspiring helpmate to her husband 
She stays at home and minds her bus- 
iness while her. husband is at the of- 
fice tending to his. 

The- writer in the Contemporary re- 
marks, evidently with disapproval, 
that American wives and daughters, 
unlike those of England are not regard 
ed." as "possessions," which is true. 
The American husband and father 
treats his wife and daughters as intel- 
ligent human beings entitled to equal 
privileges and liberties with himself 
and his sons. It is largely to this that 
they owe their grace, and freedom of

In con- 
nection with the Brick and Tile Co., is 
the Pressed Brick and Cement Block 
Co. The output of this plant daily 
averages 250 blocks. For the manu- 
facture of this article a fine new shed 
has been erected and the latest ma- 
chinery installed which is also run by 
electricity. 

The business is thriving and the 
present outlook promises a still larger 
demand for that necessary article- 
brick — in the future.

The most serious wreck on theGreat - 
Northern in a long time occurred a% 
Spring urook 100 miles west of Minot 
at 3 o'clock yesterday'morning, was de 
railed and the eight coaches making 
up the overland train were burned up. 
The wreck was caused by spreading 
rails, and the accident was attended 
by the "usual Great Northern luck," 
there^being no fatalities although be- 
tween 50 and 75 people were more or 
less seriously injured. 

Four of the coaches left the track, 
and a fire which started almost im- 
mediately destroyed the entire train 
of eight. coaches, including the official 
car "Joliet" occupied by Dr. Frank 
Billings and party, bound from St. 
Paul to Seattle. 

Engineer Grant Conley barely es- 
caped with his life by jumping down 
the steep embankment where the 
wreck occurred. 

No lives were lost though there are 
a number of passengers who are in a 
critical-, condition. 

Conductor M. D. Tierney was in 
charge of the train and he was most 
seriously injured. His spine was in- 
jured and both arsis and legs were 
broken but it is believed that he will 
recover. 

Very few of me passengers on the . 
train escaped without more or less in- 
jury, and that there were no fatalities 
seems almost miraculous. 

The wrecked train left St. Paul 
Tuesday evening and passed through 
Larimore at 5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. It was due at Spring Brook 'At 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon and 
was running on time when the acci- 
dent occurred. Spring Brooks is be- 
tween Ray and Avoca and the nearest 
Important point is Lcwiston. 

This is the first serious wreck that 
has ever occurred on that part of the 
Great Northern system. 

The equipment loss will be large as 
the entire train was destroyed In a fire 
that started immediately after the 
wreck. 

All of the injured were brought '.o 
Williston and are resting well. The 
train was running at a high rate of 
speed but no more than the regular 
run calls for. Where the car first 
left track there is absolutely noth- 
ing wrong with the track and no one 
can account for the accident. All Ol 
the other cars passed over the pfllce 
and had it not been for the switch no 
serious results would have followed. 
The citizens of Williston rendered ev- 
ery aid possible. Carriages met the 
train and took^ the wounded to the 
hotels. It was a fortunate wreck. 
Every parcel of baggage and all the 
mall was saved. The wreck- will be 
cleared at dawn. 

No Crookston passengers were aboard 
this train, as no connections from this 
point are made with it at Larimore.

This brought up a number of 
p-ople from below who thought that 
somebody was anticipating the Fourth 
Ly this time me parties were out in 
the hall where Mrs. Snyder fired an- 
other shot which did not take effect., 
Mr. and Mrs. Snyder then rushed 
down stairs jumped into a hack and 
drove away. 

The. strange, woman from Bemidji 
made a hasty disappearance.

John F. Kile a farmer living about 
three miles east of Warren in the town 
of McCrea, was adjudged insane by 
Probate Judge Holm lajst week and 
sent to the asylum at Fergus Falls.

THE FIRE UNDERWRITERS SUG- 
GESTING IMPROVEMENTS IN 
FIRE SYSTEM 



Suggests Purchase of Chemical En- 
gine, New Hose and Nozzles — Lay- 
ing of New Water Pipes Under Prln 
clple streets. 



Last April the lire facilities of tlifi 

city were thoroughly inspected by the 
inspectors of the Minnesota and North 
Dakota Fire Underwriters Associa- 
tion. Mr. Walter J. Fisher of Minne- 
apolis the secretary of that associa- 
tion has since sent a communicatioa 
to our mayor criticising the condition 
of our water pipes hose and other 
apparatus in connection with Are 
protection and.- offering suggestions 
for improvement. 

In the first place he' says that our 
water power is not as strong as it 
should be that it does not even reach 
the standard pressure. At the nozzle 
the number of pounds /pressure is on- 
ly 30 when it should he 40 at the least 
Furthermore be says tQrat if two or 
more streams, are turned on at the 
same time which would be necessary 
in case of a larger fire the pressure 
would be reduced considerably below 
this. He attributes this to the fact 
there is only one feed from the pumps 
that if there were two or even three 
the difficulty would be obviated. 

Upon investigation his inspectors 
found that on Broadway between Ro- 
bert and Second streets the same six 
inch piping is being used now that was 
laid in 1883. This is also true of the 
piping on Robert street between Main 
and Broadway. He advises that 10 
inch iron piping be laid under the 
above mentioned streets. 

An inspection of the hose revealed 
the fact that most of it was too old 
to use and that the newer hose was ot 
an inferior quality. He also /learned 
thru inquiry t,hat several lengths of 
the latter had burst the first time It 
was used. 

Our outfit of nozzles are not what 
they should be about half of them are 
of an antiquated pattern and should 
be replaced by four nozzles size 1 1-3 
inches. 

. . No city of this size is without a 
chemical fire engine and the sooner 
the city invests in one the safer will 
it be against fire. In Minneapolis 75 
per cent of the fires are extinguished 
by this means. 

A good double tank chemical engine 
should be '•purchased with at least 
six extinguishers. Criticism was 

made regarding the careless manner 
in which some of our buildings have 
been wired and that it is surprising 
That more fires have not occurred from 
this source than have. This commun- 
ication was read before the council 
last. evening and was referred to the 
fire committee. Immediate steps will 
he taken to correct these dejects.-

Enroute to Devils Lake from the Red 
Lake Agency here this Morning— 
An 'Interesting Sight.; 
From Friday's Daily:: — 

Early risers this morning were treat 
e« to a sight of about thirty-five In- 
dians who came in on, the Duluth line 
this morning and made things rather 
interesting about the depot during 
the interval ot the time they waited 
for the west bound local. They were 
of all ages sizes and descriptions and 
were filled to overflowing wish fire- 
water which they secured before 
boarding the train at various points 
on the east line, and its effect was 
plainly visible. The party was in 
cnarge of George High Landing one 
of the Indian police and were enroute 
to Devils Lake where they will cele- 
brate the Fourth of July with their 
brethern at the Devils Lake reserve. 
This is an- annual custom and lasts 
fifteen days. They are each given a 
card by the Indian agent at Red Lake 
allowing them to leave the reservation 
for fifteen- days and must report to 
the agent at point when they arrive. 
These two tribes visit back and forth 
numbers of them driving oveiland.'

; Visited North Dakota broke over 
: Grand Forks at 11:30 Yesterday 

From Thursday's Daily, 

Probably one or the mosi, terrific 
and destructive storms that has' ever 
happened in these parts visited the 
city of Grand Forks yesterday! at 11:30 
o'clock.' f 

The' sky was darkly over :ast and 
presented ;such a dangerous aspect 
that the people expected almost any- 
thing. Tine' storm commended with 
hail. jHatl stones as large las hens- 
eggs fell with tremendous force des- 
t\oylng : anything perishable tiiat they 
fell upon. ; The stones were pe larg- 
est that have ever fallen In Grand 
Forks being very irregular In shape 
witlh sharp points causing double the 
amount of 'destruction. . ! 

It was most fortunate that- the cir- 
cus paTade had just got back to the 
tents before the storm approached or 
the destruction of life would have 
embraced thousands. The circus tent 
was torn to shreds by the hail In some 
places. The large tent suffered ex- 
tensive damage being completely rid- 
dled with holes. The people who to-, 
shelter in lit found no protection so 
were compelled to seek places of safe- 
ty. - ! ■ '. ' 

It is reported that one of the actress 
es was struck with a piece of hail oa 
the head and that a serious Injury was 
received, j - 

To all this confusion was added the 
trumpeting of the elephants, the' 
screaching; of the parrots and other 
ifowl together with the roaring of the 
lions and tigers. None of the animals 
were Injured and the circus" pbopie a 
complimenting themselves that so lit- 
tle damage, was done after all. 

In the down town district of Grand 
Forks the greatest amount of loss was 
thru the breaking of plate glass win- 
dows. All 'the windows having a south 
and west exposure were broken ex- 
cept those which were covered entire- 
ly with screens. [ 

Among the buildings damaged were 
the Hotel Dacotah, Glass block. Secur- 
ity building. Grand Forks Woolen Mill 
and many other buildings. 
That no one was injured is. miracu- 
lous for at the first approach of tne 
storm horses became frantic and run- 
aways were, seen in every direction. 

What, was not damaged with hail 
was ruined; with the rain that fell after 
the hail storm which paved the way 
for the distruction from water. ' A 
conservative estimate of the loss ; is 
I.ut at $25,000 but this is a very low 
estimate and in all probability the loss 
was far greater. i

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On the 9th dayof the present month 
the city council received a communi- 
cation from a Milwaukee Engineering 
Co., of good standing setting forth a 
plan for the heating arid lighting of 
Crookston on a very mucTi cheaper 
basis than the present municipal own- 
ership of this important! utility isurg- 
ed. : 

; It is ,of great importance to the 
pockets of the people and to the city 
that a reduction be made in the ex- 
pense oi lighting and heating. 

The Engineering Company in ques- 
tion says that if we install and man- 
age a plant of our own that electric- 
ity for both domestic and city pur- 
poses' will be brought to a moderate 
and sensible cost. 

They figure that for domestic uses 
electricity should cost about 8 cents 
per 1000 watts. That each arc light 
in the city should cost about $42.50 
per annum as against '$126.72 per an- 
num for each arc lamp in the city just 
about three times as much as we 
should pay. 

\Great economy can be exercised in 
the production of electricity the waste 
steam for instance could be used for 
heating purposes and sold to the citi- 
zens at the rate of $2 -per 1000 cu. feet, 
during the heating season.f The rev- 
enue received from this ' would pay 
the operating expenses of the entire 
plant. 

For a town having the population of 
ours the total income of the plant 
should amount to about $26,150.00. 

Allowing $15,294.00 for operating 
expenses there is a remainder of $10,- 
856.00 as a net gain to -the' city annu- 
ally. 

This matter should be looked into 
and If it is possible the city should 
get control of this municipal utility. 
It means a great deal. If our lighting 
heating and water power service is 
cheap encouragement is ' given to the 
establishment of industries at Crook- 
ston but if on the other hand our rates 
are high people are not ; so willing to 
Invest and as a res lit ibe In'ustrinl 
growth of the city is retarded.

The origin of the Are is not known 
but it is stated that a drunken woods- 
man was shooting at one of tne camps 
and that one of the shots entered the 
building and struck a gasoline" can, 
the contents of wSch run over the 
floor, Some of the gasoline it is stated 
became ignited""and the blaze rapidly 
spread over the interior of the camp. 
. The men were all asleep, when-the 
fire was discovered and a hasty exit 
was necessary' for them to escape tne 
flames,: As a result they" were forced 
to leave a large share of their person- 
al effects dn the ouTning buildings 
and these were consulted. 

•Many of the men had their earnings 
in the clothing and the money also 
went up in smoke.

Swedes- in America to come to the 
rescutj of the fatherland by raising- a 
naval: defense fund of $5,000,000. Hed- 
in asserts that the people of Sweden 
have lapsed into unbelievable, apathy" 
with regard to the union crisis, and 
require, urgently to have aggressive 
patriotism preached to them by 
Sweden's sons and daughters across 
the sea. 

Norway, according to Hediu, is real- 
izing iSweden's indifierence and un- 
preparedness, and is preparing for at- 
tack. ■ It has made, all its plans for 
falling upon Sweden when it deems 
" the psychological moment has arrived. 
I Hedin's Appeal. 

"Fellow countrymen in America,*' 
says Hedin's appeal, "incredible as it 
may sound, receive my solemn assur- 
ance that Norway at the present mo- 
ment is our country's single enemy. It 
Is armed to the teeth by land and sea 
with borrowed foreign capital secured 
In pretense that it was wanted for rail- 
way construction. An alliance with 
you, an alliance of sympathy and sub- 
stantial support, is the only alliance 
Sweden needs.

War Spirit Subsiding. 

Hedin's description of the apathy of 
tl:« people seems only slightly over- 
drawn. Whether It Is duo to disincli- 
nation to mar th*e tete in honor of the 
l.i-inecoming of the heir apparent's 
brh'e. or whether it is born of the re- 
nidation that Sweden has to reckon 
wiih unalterable facts In Christians, is 
difficult for a foreign observer to say. 
There is no douht. howmer. that the 
war tplrit is subsiding. The king and 
the crown prince are said to have 
succeeded in inspiring the aristocratic 
and military peonages who have 
hitherto made up the war party, with 
the conviction that there must be no 
war except in the event of a wanton 
attack by Norway. 

Surprisingly little popular interest is 
manifested in the forthcoming report 
of the riksdag commission, on which 
hinges the question of war or peace.

care Theodore Larsen, the man who 
killed Nels Nelson in November 1903. 
Friday night a dejected figure ap^ 
preached the 'inarshall of the modest 
village of Northome. "I am worth 
$500. Do you want me?" It was Lar- 
sen-. 

A little crowd gathered around ; him, 
as he told his strange story to them in 
tne evening dusk. He said he had 
killed Nels Nelson at Crookston. They 
had drank together in a Crookston sa- 
loon. He had wanted the wagon and 
team of Nelson so he concealed an ax 
in the wagon and when on their drive 
into the, country they had come to a 
iver bridge he struck Nelson over the 
head and burled him unconscious into 
the dark waters below. He had wan- 
dered till he could stand it no longer. 
Awed to unbelief they listened to the 
wild tale. ' 

But moved by his persistency they 
communicated with authorities here 
to find it true in fact. Theodore Lar- 
sen was placed in the village jail to 
await the arrival of Sheriff Gonyea. 
Had Been No Clue to Mystery 
The murderer of Nels Nelson in Nov 
ember 1903 is clearly remembered.. 
But the deed has ever before heen 
shrouded in mystery. No tangible clue 
"existed. The CIrookston jpolice had 
only suspected his participancy in the 
crime. After •committing the deed 
Larsen drove across the country; to 
Sanborn, N. D., west of Fargo where 
he disposed of the team for $75. From 
there he went to Grand Forks. Since 
then he has wandered an outcast at 
large, the phantom of his victim com- 
ing up before him as he brooded alone 
in the night. 

The officers here are very reticent 
in regard to the matter. Sheriit Gon- 
ya departed for the scene of confes- 
sion immediately it was made known 
to him. No information would be giv 
en out at the jail in anyway authenti- 
cating the reports. Tomorrow's sun 
•will no doubt find the prisoner behind 
Polk county bars. They have heen 
looking for' Larsen ever since the 
dead body was found but were not 
able to find him for he was never lo- 
cated at any place for any consider- 
able length of time except at Mizpali 
where he -worked for Editor Francis 
of the Mizpali Message for several 
months. ■ ■ \ ■

WHAT THE PRESENT LAW PRO- 
HIBITS 

Competent legal authorities have 
pointed out that the Constitution ex- 
plicitly provides that "no preference 
shall be given, by any regulation of 
commerce; or revenue, to the ports of 
one state over those of another." 
They show- that within the meaning 
of the law, which defines a port as a 
place where custom officers are sta- 
tioned, there are over two hundred 
ports in the Union, and one or more 
in every -state except Nevada. This 
means of! course that practically' no 
adjustment of rates could be made 
by governmental authority that would 
not come; within this constitutional 
restriction, since every important in- 
terstate railway touches one or more 
of these legal ports. 

The government rate making body 
in its decisions, therefore would be 
bound to | abolish all differentials in 
rates since these, although they may 
be grantee! for perfectly sound rea- 
sons, in the eyes of the law undoubt- 
edly give |a preference to one locality 
over an other. 

The railroad can establish different- 
ial rates -'at present, because they 
represent (merely the working' out of 
supply and demand and of the ad- 
justment of competitive conditions 
between localities; but so soon as 
ithe federal government undertakes 
this funcuion, it becomes bound ab-

North Dakota Bankers Association 
meets at Grand Forks — Goes thru 
this City to Duluth Saturday Night. 
The Third Convention of the North 
Dakota bankers "association held in 
Grand Forks last Friday and Saturday 
Many prominent bankers were .present 
from all over the country. Mayor 
Geo. .E. Duis welcomed the hankers 
in a well spoken address. Sidney 
Clarke, one of the pioneer hankers of 
North Dakota and Grand Forks spoke 
at pleasant length on the dangers that 
, assailed the banker.' L. B. Hanna of 
Fargo responded to the welcome ad- 
dresses and appealed for several chan- 
ges in the. financial world. President 
M. F. Murphy of Grand Forks - next 
addressed the convention reviewing 
the fortunate financial condition of the 
state, treating of the dangers and sett- 
ing forth in a general way what Is to 
be done.'

000,000 of deposits. An informal 'ban- 
quet and smoker was given, officers 
were elected, reception was had at 
the town and country club. Saturday 
night they went thru here on the /way 
to Duluth where they aTe the guests of 
the hankers and the hoard of trade 
men and will take a trip on the lake 
to Isle Royale. This is the first jun- 
ket in the history of the association. 



George P. Loomis of the Warren 
paving company of Chicago and Bos- 
ton spoke at length today to a repres- 
entative of the Journal and clearly 
and strongly explained the bitulithic 
pavement in all its details.

The puritan Brand of cement is 
used which is a special distillate of tar 
out of which all soluble salts impuri- 
ties and ingredients have ben removed 
so that the pavement is not affected 
by the elements and is thereby given 
tenacious adhering quality holdin; 
the stone together in a solid compact 
mass. 

rhe city that lays bitulithic is gett 
ling an entirely different pavement 
than one jthat lays macadam. Rival 
companies 'representing other ~pave 
ments refer to "Warren's pavement as 
tar macadam but it is not. Bitulithic 
is as different from tar macadam in 
wearing and lasting quality as granite 
is superior to soft lime stone macad- 
am.

Mr. Chamberlain, managing editor

Larson had a weak heart "and the 
strain of rather a rough sea voyage 
proved too much for it. ATler sixty- 
seven years of heating, the old Eeart 
stopped last night. The burial at sea 
followed a few lours later. Few of 
the passengers knew of the occurrence 
as the' Larsons traveled in the third 
cabin, but many awoke at midnight 
and listened with awe to tlhe solemn 
tolling of the bell that ushered Lar- 
son's soul into eternity.

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Washington, July 19.— The weather 
bureau lust nisut announced that 
there was no prospect for several days 
at least of a let-up of the extreme 
heat which has extended over the 
country for the past few days. The 
entire country, from the Mississippi 
valley eastward to Southern New 
England and the Florida coast, is in 
the midst of a well marked midsum- 
mer hot spell. 

The maximum temperatures yester- 
day were as follows: Philadelphia, 
90; Chicago, 04; Cincinnati, 94: New 
York, 94; Detroit, 94; Washington, 93; 
St. Louis, 92; Pittsburg. 92; Boston, 
90; St. Paul, 92. 

Cooler in Northwest. 
St. Paul, July 19. — Cooler weather 
and probable showers are predicted 
for to-day, and the forecast is wel- 
comed after two of the hottest days 
experienced in the Northwest In three 
years. 

The intense heat of Sunday extend- 
ed throughout the Mississippi valley, 
and at no point from the northern ex- 
tremity of that region to the gulf was 
the temperature below 90 degrees. 
The hottest reported throughout the 
country was at Phoenix, Ariz., where 
the mercury stood at 104 in the shade. 
The lowest maximum temperature in 
the United States was at San Fran- 
cisco, where the mercury reached- 5S 
degrees.

After greetings, which were"cordial, 
the conversation gravitated quickly to 
the high mission with which the Rus- 
sian statesman is charged and the dis- 
position of the foreign press to inter- 
pret his appointment as an indication 
that Russia had decided to make 
peace at any price. 

"No, no," said he, straightening up 
in his chair and speaking slowly and 
distinctly, as if weighing the value of 
each word. "In the first place, I have 
been designated by the emperor as his 
ambassador extraordinary for pour 
parleurs with the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries to ascertain whether if is pos- 
sible to conclude 

A Treaty of Peace. 
My personal views are of secondary 
importance, but my ideas are in entire 
accord with those/of my friend, Count 
Lamsdorff. 

"In serving my emperor, I have re- 
ceived precise instructions from his 
majesty and shall follow them. 

"The ultimate decision remains in 
the hands o£*the emperor, and it is for 
him to decide the destinies of Russia. 
The emperor is the friend of peace 
and desires peace, but I very niuoh 
fear that the Japanese terms will be 
such that we will be unable to reach 
an accord. 

"Secondly, the world should disa- 
buse its mind of the idea that Russia 
wants peace at any price. There are 
two parties in Russia. One favors the 
continuation of the war a outrance — 
this is a large and influential party. 
The other, to which I belong, favors 
peace. I

"Thirdly, Russia is not crushed, as 
the foreign press has !ed the world to 
believe. The interior situation is 
very serious, I do not deny, but In 
Europe and America the true signifi- 
cance of what is happening 
Is Not Understood. 
Correspondents come here and talk 
with a few/ hundred people in St. Pe- 
tersburg {n)l Moscow, misinterpret 
what is happening and All the world 
with false impressions as to Russia's 
future. 

"Russia is not- on-the-verge of dis- 
solution as a great power and is not 
obliged to accept any conditions of- 
fered In spite of the military reverses 
she has sustained. 

"We are passing through an inter- 
nal crisis which has been marked by 
many grave events, and which may 
have others still in store, but the 
crisis will pass, and in a few years 
Russia will again take her place as a 
preponderant power in the European 
concert." "" " •

The frame cottage 173 James street 
lay flat under the pile of debris.

The confusing ipxprns tpuhlishe* 
here yesterday from Nortiiome are 
much at fault aud the story of riot and 
disorder is an imaginary one. Before 
any of the officials from here arrived 
in Northome there had been some dis- 
turbance. It seems that Postmaster 
O'son who is one of those fake nation- 
al dectives swore out a warrant for 
the removal of Larson from jail on the 
supposition that if he succeeded in 
doing so he would receive a large re- 
ward which he thought had been of- 
fered. He proceeded to the jail where 
he demanded that the prisoner be 
taken out and put into his charge. 
Phis Marshall Cannon refused to do 
whereupon Olson forcibly persisted. 
The marshall immediately ejected him 
from the jail. This occurred before 
Skerifl Gonyea or Chief Eck arrived on 
the scenes. With their arrival it is 
said that Olson advised the officials 
to take the man at once to Crookston.

MYSTERY 



ALMOST CERTAIN THAT HOME- 
STEADER WAS KNOCKED ON 
HEAD AND DROWNED 

BODY ANSWERING DESCRIPTION 

RECOVERED FROM RED RIVER 

G. FORKS NOV. 15 

Arrangements Will be Made at Once 
to Dig up the Remains for Identifica- 
tion. 



According to very reliable Informa- 
tion, the'" body of a man answering in 
every detail the description of JUag- 
uus E. Wold, the Buzzle homesteader 
who disappeared last fall, was taken 
from the Red River at Grand Forks on 
or about Nov. 15 last. 

The information is to the effect that 
about the above date the body of .i 
man apparently 35 years of age, short 
stout and dark, was recovered from 
the river. On the man's head was a 
bruise where a heavy blow had been 
struck indicating that he had first been 
slugged and then thrown in the river 
to drown. 

It will be remembered that Wold 
was last. seen in Grand Forks on Nov. 
1). It- is stated that while staying in 
that city he became infatuated with a 
woman who prevailed upon him to re- 
main in the city for several days long- 
er than he had first intended. The 
story now given out is to the effect 
that the woman lured him to the 
bridge where he was set upon and rob- 
bed of about ?100 which he had earned 
In the harvest field's of North Dako- 
ta during the harvesting season,. and 
that afterwards he was dumped over 
the bridge Into the river.' 

He had not seen his relatives fcr 
over 15 years and they took no action 
to locate him until a contest was 
brought against his claim in Buzzle 
township. They employed Henry 

Fmikley of Bemidji as an attorney to 
prosecute a search for Cue man and 
the investigation has been kept up for 
several months with the result that 
nothing of a tangible nature has been 
foand until yesterday, when a person 
who claimed to have positive informa- 
tion of the finding of Wold's body in 
tiie river arrived in the city. 

Since Wold's absence from the 
homestead the Crookston Lumber Com 
pany's spur has been built and a town 
site Is now platted on land adjoining 
his claim, which it is estimated is 
worth fully $5,000. 

The grave of the man found <it 
Grand Forks will be dug up and the 
leii.ains will be Inspected." A woman 
who nursed Wold when he had his 
feet frozen two years ago claims that 
she can positively identify the man's 
feet, as his toe nails were badly mis- 
shapen as a result of the accident.

HARRY BpEWSTER MEETS DEATH 

IN RED LAKE RIVER AT POINT 

NEAR FISHER 

FALLS FROM LOG AND IS UNABLE 
TO REGAIN PLACE DESPITE 
FRANTIC EFFORTS • 

Searching Party is at Once Organized 
and Efforts Made to Locate the 
Body — Father of Youth is Absent 
When Tragedy Occurs — Death 
Causes Much Gloom at Fisher 



From Saturday's Dally. 

Harry Brewster was drowned yes- 
terday afternoon in the treacherous 
Red Lake river near Fisher! The youth 
was riding on some logs and slipped 
into the water A crowd of hoys were 
on the logs and shore and they made 
frantic efforts to save their companion 
but failed to reach him. 

The deceased was 18 years old and 
a son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Brew- 
ster, who have long been residents of 
Fisher and was quite well known in 
this city. He was one of two broth- 
ers who were both albinos and was a 
frequent visitor 'to this city. His par- 
ents and a brother and sister survive 
him. The boy's father was in Moor- 
hc-ad wiien his son lost his life and 
Frank a brother was in Edmore. They 
have been notified. 

A searching party was organized 
immediately after the accident and ef- 
forts to locate the body were contin- 
ued until a late hour last evening. 

The death of the youth has caused 
great sorrow in the vicinity of Usher, 
where he had resided all his life. His 
mother is prostrated.

Thru Senator Clapp some of the set- 
tlers on the Red Lake Indian reserva-

Some of the settlers who paid 
big prices for choice tracts complain 
that the lands were run so lilgh by 
speculators that it will he very hard 
for them to make the required annual 
payments. This is especially true this 
year when the wet season bodes ill to 
the growing crops. 

It is not probable that the request 
for an extension will be granted since 
the land oifice (takes that position that 
if the lands are so valuable the settlers 
ought to be able to make regular pay- 
ments. The petitions are not long 
and compared with the entire number 
of settlers on the Red Lake area, are 
rather insignificant. 

Senator Clapp submitted the peti- 
tions to the land office for considera- 
tion, and for such action as the de- 
partment mlghit see fit to take

eleven, and those in which millions of 
barrels of oil belonging to various 
companies are stored. These , tanks 
are 3,000 and 4,000 feet away from 
the fire, but the water which covers 
the ground as a result of the rain of 
Saturday has flooded the burning oil 
to' the first level, and a sudden boil- 
over mav send the burning fluid to the 
second embankment, which would 
place the other tanks in greater 
danger. The fire is not spreading to- 
ward the producing field and it is not 
expected that it will. Hundreds of 
men are engaged in strengthening the 
levees, building them higher, and in 
throwing up additional ridges.

It now 
rests on American soil, housed tem- 
porarily in an unpretentious vault in 
the center of the grpurfBs of the naval 
academy and near tho unfinished 
chapel in whose srypt later it is to 
find honored repose, a perpetual in- 
spiration to the young men of the na- 
tion here trained in tho arts of naval 
warfare.

NEW THEORY 

FOR DISEASE 



Prof. Sterling Discovers That Each 
Organ of the Body Has Its 
Own ''Hormone." •- 

Prof. Sterling, lecturing before the 
college of physicians, submitted a new 
view of the method by which the body 
does its work. He suggested, as a re- 
sult of discoveries of himself and oth- 
ers, that each organ of the body produces 
a chemical substance which excites the 
next organ Into action. 

Prof. Sterling calls such substances 
"hormones." Some, such as adrenalin, 
have been already isolated. He contend- 
ed that if the appropriate hormone is 
lacking, a link in the body'B functions is 
'snapped and the whole thrown out of 
gear. This Is seen when disease affeet- 
ing one organ causes general Incapacity. 

Hitherto only some half dozen hor- 
mones have been known. It will be the 
task of the future to discover the hormone 
of each organ, to learn how it produces 
and how it acta. Such knowledge would 
enable an important advance in the ra- 
tional treatment of disease.

Milwaukee, July 23. — Through the 
indictment of Fire Chief Thomas 
Claney, Secretary W. B. Hanrahan and 
Capt. William Coerper, the grand jury 
yesterday threw its threatened bomb 
into the Are department in an effort to 
uncover the alleged graft in connec- 
tion with a bill before the last legisla- 
ture relating to pensions of the mem- 
bers. The three men are accused of 
perjury in connection with their testi- 
mony concerning the collection and 
distribution of a fund of $500 or more 
which is said to have been raised. 

The grand jury returned a total of 
twenty-four indictments in this, its 
third' report. Fourteen individuals are 
in the list, of whom seven had not be- 
fore been 'indicted. The others were 
already under bond on account of true 
bills which were returned against 
them in previous reports. 

Uses Clancy's' Own Statement. 
The indictment of Chief Thomas 
Clancy on a perjury charge is due to 
the fact that he went before the grand 
jury at his own request, after having 
once testified, and asked that he be 
permitted to make some corrections in 
his former statements. He is reputed 
to have told Assistant District Attor- 
ney Goff that he had unintentionally 
made some misstatements and that 
after refreshing his memory he would 
be able to straighten out the story. 

With this understanding, according 
to the story, he was allowed to appear 
in the grand jury room a second time, 
and it is said that after hearing his 
corrections tbe members used these as 
a basis for his indictment. 

A true bill which was returned 
against Chief Clancy is based on the 
allegation that a fund of $500 or more 
was collected from firemen during the 
first three months of the present year 
and that he made his personal contri- 
bution of $15 to Capt. William Coer- 
per, who was the. custodian of the 
fund. 

The balance of the indictments 
charge bribery in connection with 
county contracts.

"Shorty" Wesley, accused by the 
grand jury of the Beltrami county 
district court last fall of the murder 
of ^. O. Dahl the Quiring homesteader 
and Dahl's daughter Aagot, was last 
night brought to Bemidji by Sheriff 
county jail, where he is now awaiting 
his trial which will commence just two 
months from today when the fall term 
of district court will begin. 

A rumor has been circulated about 
the city to the effect that Vesley has. 
confessed that he committed this, 
most horible murder. County At- 
torney E. E. McDonald when asked, 
about the matter this afternoon, stated 
that he had nothing to say. Deputy 
Sheriff John Bailey denies that any 
confession has been made. 

He is apparently about 30 years of 
age and is about five feet and six 
inches in height. He has. blue eyes 
and dark brown hair. He was arrest- 
ed at Green Bay Wis., on March 27. 
and was taken to St. Paul by Sheriff 
Bailey on April 2nd. Since the latter 
date he has been held at the Ramsey 
county jail until last night, when he 
was brought to Bemidji. 

Wesley said that yesterday morning 
before leaving the Ramsey county jail 
he had a talk with Gottschalk, mur- 
derer of Christian H. Schiudeldecker' 
and that Gottschalk was in a very ner- 
vous condition.

At the meeting of the committee the 
other night in the city hall it was ag- 
reed to hold the meeting in the Crook- 
ston Opera House due to the limited 
space in the city building, but the mat 
ter din not come to the notice of the 
papers and the general public. How- 

' ever utile inconvenience was suffered 
by the visitors by the unheralded 
jchange as it made well ritnown thru 

^conversation at the hotej and "ther 
centers where they gathoted. 

Convention Impresses Those Who At- 
tend 



A few minutes after twelve the del- 
egates and prominent representatives 
from the various sections gathered at 
the set meeting place In the opera 
house. The body of the convention 
was ^made up of representative men 
from every district of the state, north- 
ern and Southern. President Ber- 
nard of Cass Lake called the meeting 
to order and stated briefly' the im- 
portance and business before the 
meeting. 

At the introduction of the President 
Mayor Mix gave the address of wel- 
come to the convention. He said that 
no body of men were more welcome 
to the city than those who were befors 
him. He invited them to look over city 
which in the past has been, and will 
ever he one of most important thru- 
out the state. He called their atten- 
tion to the progress of the city in 
all directions, of population, wealth 
and beauty. The earnestness and at- 
tendant modesty of his speech won the 
admiration and respect of all who had 
heard him. President Bernard Te- 
plied in behalf of the state Drainage 
League and in concise language stated 
the plans and business before the meet 
ing now begun. Some plan must he 
formulated and practical ideas agitat- 
ed concerning the reclamation of the 
swamp lands. 

He said that the interest of the mem 
bers was evident in that they had 
entirely at their own expense, and at 
their own interest in the prominent 
question before them. He further 
stated that the city of Crookston was 
a revelation to those of the southern 
part of the state who had never been 
here before or even in late years, that 
the growth of the city was a source 
at once of wonder "from without and 
just pride from within. 

Resolutions were adopted limiting 
the convention between to the 

hour of 12:15. Mr. Pitkin was ap- 
pointed stenographer of the conven- 
tion after a motion to that effect. 

A Sectional Phase 

Governor Johmnson responded to 
the introduction of the chairman and 
after a pleasant story dilated on the 
supreme importance of this convention 
stated that this was the beginning of 
a new era in Northern Minnesota and 
at length expressed his satisfaction 
over the turn of events. The fault of 
conditions were due to two things: 
lack of concerted effort among the 



.people who compose the country 
whose condition is to be bettered, and 
the entrance. of the drainage in to a 
political or rather a sectional. phase. 
The southern portions of the state 
maintained a close censurship over the 
appropriations of money; that went to 
another part of the state and from 
whicn they could not see tliat they ob- 
tained any advantage.But there ought 
to be a kindred interest. The great 
trouble with state legislation is that 
when one section applies another op- 
poses thru a certain adopted policy. 
Governor Has Fought Appropriations 
Governor Johnson said that he had 
ppcs fought ithe appropriations OS 
money to northern Minnesota but that 
when he visited the territory which 
had app.ied for it he became immedi- 
ately reformed. For it was a straight 
forward business proposition ' that it 
would repay tenfold to reclaim the 
swamp lands. 

A measly appropriation of $60,000 
was but a drop in one of these great 
lakes. 

A method must be determined to 
convey water on the surface of the 
land to an outlet in rivers. Northern 
Minnesota must convince southern 
Minnesota that it is a strictly business 
proposition. Then Governor Johnson 
denoted his hearty co-operation and 
recommendation to the next legisla- 
ture to .make appropriations for drain- 
age of this district

The governor admitted that in a 
new country concerted effort is dif- 
ficult to accomplish due to the unset- 
tled conditions but that we were get- 
ting along famously. 

Attended First Convention 

Hon. Moses B. Clapp, chairman of 
the committee on Indian Affairs in. the 
U. S. Senate rose to speak. Mr. Clapp 
attendee the first convention of the 
drainage in this part of the state 
which was held in this city nineteen 
years ago last fall. The growth of the 
city since that time has been phenom- 
enal. 

Experiment shows that drainage can 
be successfully and practically follow- 
ed in this part of the state. And the 
state should take up the matter itself 
for the lands are subject to the state. 
Co-operation will accomplish all. He 
briefly presented the method to secure 
federal legislation on this subject. 

What can he secured? "We are ob- 
liged to face the exigencies of the oc- 
casion. As far as dollars and cents 
are concerned the federal government 
has no interest in drainage. The title 
of lands in this country is not in the 
government. But it acts only 
trustee in the sale of the Indian lands 

■Steenerson Prominent in Work 

■Mr. Clapp referred to the Red Lake 
Indian Reservation and stated that in 
the sale of tljose lands the money 
reverted to the Indians. He pointed 
out the prominence of Congressman 
Steenerson in the agitation in, this 
section.

It will be found profitable to under-

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three feet per mile, usually available,

fficient to prevent growth of grass in 
the bottom of the ditch, this must be 
removed. 

The past six years service of the sys 
tem has developed a number of cases 
of filling up which if not attended to, 
will bring the usefulness of the ditch 
to a speedy end.

The road 
ditches proposed as a part of this sys- 
tem may easily be deepened, so that 
they may be used as outlets for tile 
drains. It is safe to say that in -ten 
years' time this valley will contain 
many underdTained farms and be one 
of- the most productive sections of the 
state. 

On December 31st, 1901 a report was 
made to Governor of Minnesota for 
the year that had gone. This report 
was made by W. R. Hoag, chief engin- 
eer and contains much of the informa- 
tion to those of the present convention 
It contains the following remarks: 

Nowhere within the boundaries of 
the state of Minnesota do we find such 
marked pecularlties as obtain in he 
strip of land 15 and 20 miles wide and 
225 miles long bordering on the Red 
River of the North. 

This tract of land once the bottom 
of a large Inland sea, Is remarkable 
for its richness of soil and is capable 
of the highest and most profitable cul- 
tivation. Its extreme flatness, how- 
ever and consequent absence of the 
natural means of ridance of water 
threatens, through frequent Inunda- 
tions to discourage farming altogether 
or to render it extremely hazardous 
over considerable areas. Occasional 
sev^T-e anmms? rains drown crops al- 
Teadv w*M (farted* "flhese fltonms, 
however occur only at intervals of 
about five years and are not the moat 
serious obstacle to successful farming 




what to the east of the Great Northern 
track and extend to a sufficient outlet. 
Most of these ditches have now he- 
come filled up — some by natural pro- 
cesses, while others have been filled 
by the hand that made them.Thls was 
done to prevent further litigation on 
account of real or Imagined damage 
done to the land along the line of 
the ditch, especially at its lower end, 
from water brought to it by the ditch. 

People Take up the Work of Drainage 

The first practical move by the 
people interested to successfully solve 
this drainage problem was made In 
July 1886 when a convention was held 
at Crookston to formulate a plan of 
united action. At this convention 
Marshall, Polk, Norman, Clay and Wil 
kin counties united and raised one 
half of the ten thousand dollars need- 
ed to make a ■topographic survey of 
the territory. President Hill n r 
Great Northern donated 'the other 
five thousand for this purpose. Grant 
Kittson and Traverse counties later 
joined in the work. 

The survey showed the nefcd of 
about 275 miles of main ditches cost- 
ing about $750,000. 

After repeated failures with the 
legislatures of 1887, 1889 and 1891 to 
secure an appropriation for this work 
success finally was gained in 1893 at 
which time a bill was passed creating 
the Red River Valley Drainage Com- 
mission or Board of Audit and grant- 
ing $1001000. with which to begin the 
work. 

Of the conscientious work done by 
the friends of the cause during eight 
years necessary to get legislative fav- 
or very little has been written and lit- 
tle is known by the thousands of pros- 
perous farmers whose chances for 
good crops have increased tenfold thru 
the untiring and unselfish 



consulting engineer of the commis- 
sion.'' '-'■* 

If further proof were needed to show 
Mr. Valentines loyalty to this work 
and his interest In the material pros- 
perity of the people of the valley, it 
appears in tbe recent gift of a thous- 
and dollars made by him to the state 
to be expended in securing for .this sys- 
tem- so' largely the product of hls 
dlsinterested efforts and adequate sup- 
ervision so essential to Its continued 
usefulness. 

From the first Mr. James J. Hill, 
President of the Great Northern rail- 
road has given substantial proof of his 
interest in the work. He contributed 
?25,000 to the first fund for construc- 
tion and paid one half the expenses 
of the first survey which cost about

U. S. NORWEGIANS PETITION ROOSEVELT 



A petition addressed to President 
Roosevelt asking him to recognize the 
independence of Norway, signed by 
4,550 citizens of the state of Norweg- 
ian birth and blood, was forwarded to 
Congressman Gronna yesterday. Sig- 
natures were secured from various 
parts of the state and the petition was 
handsomely bound in Morocco. The 
caption: 
To Theodore Roosevelt, President of 

the United States: _ , 

We, the citizens of .he United Stats 
of Norwegian birth and blood heartily 
endorsing the action of the Norwegian 
fetorthing, as set forth in its unani- 
mously adopted resolution of June 7th 
1905, as follows: 

.'i'WIIiereas his majesty the king, 
has declared himself unable to form a 



new government for the country, and I sembled 



"Whereas, the constitutional power 
thus becomes Inoperative the storth- 
ing authorizes the members of the - 
council of state who retired today to 
exercise until further notice as the 
Norwegian government the power ap- 
pertaining to the king in accordance 
with Norway's constitution and exist- 
ing laws, with those changes which 
are necessitated by the fact that the 
union with Sweden under one king 
is dissolved in consequence of the king 
having ceased to act as king of Nor- 
way," do earnestly hope and do re- 
spectfully petition, that you will at the 
earliest opportunity signify your .re- 
cognition of the new government of

to conserving the fertility of soils, 
improving waste lands or draining 
swaiijp lands. With our increasing 
population the area of unoccupied 
arable land constantly diminishes, 
while the demand for agricultural 
products constantly increases. Three 
ways to satisfy this demand are 
open 1 : Better use of old farms; im 
provement of waste lands; and the 
reclamation of swamp lands. Drain- 
age plays an important part in each 
of these. 

Tlie area of land in the United 
. ates east of the one hundredth 
meridian which is too wet for agri- 
cultural use, which can be reclaimed 
by drainage, has been estimated by 
Profi X. S. Shaler at from 105.000 
to 131,000 square miles, or ' from 
07,200.000 to 83,840,000 acres. It is a 
notable fact that this is practically 
the isame as tie estimates of the 
area 1 which can be reclaimed by irri- 
gation; that is, the area east of the 
■ one I hundredth irterklian that runs 
through Bismark which can be re- 
claimed by drainage equals that 
west of the line which can be re- 
claimed by irrigation. 

Rich Alluval Deposits 
Our lands have received for centur- 
ies alluvial deposits from the streams 
which overflow them and the veget- 
able mold from the rank growth 
which covers them, so that when re- 
lieved of their surplus water they 
arej among our most productive lands 
They have not been reclaimed be- 
cause of the expense involved and 
the | availability of other lands which 
required less outlay to bring them 
under cultivation, but the exhaustion 
of the supply of other lands and the 
nearness of these wet lands to mar- 
ket' and lines oi transportation are 
making their drainage profitable. 
The census of lOOO gives the average 
value of farm lands -k/the United 
States as approximately ?20 per 
acre. At this valuation the reclama- 
tion of these swamp lands would add 
about ?1.500,000,000 to the value of 
our! farm lands, hut when reclaimed 
they will be our most valuable lands, 
so that this estimate is far too low. 

i Government is Silent 

' Strange tho it may seem in all the 
volumes of literature that the federal 
government has sent out to the peo- 
ple 1 of the United States there has 
never been a treatise on the drainage 
of | the Bread Basket of the world, 
Red River Valley. What is the cause 
of this? In a country so close to the 
markets of the nation and producing 
a commodity so essential to its wel- 
fare why are the sterile lands of Ne- 
vada and California made the sub- 
ject of such immense appropriations 
and such extensive investigation by 
experts and northern Minnesota of 
none at all? 

For the figures show with weighty 
emphasis that the monies expended 
of | late in the reclamation of those 
distant deserts of the west would 
with ease increase twenty fold the 
productive possibilities of the fertile 
valley in which we live. And Red 
RSver covers ■thousands and thous- 
ands of acres more than can be real- 
ized on in the state of Nevada. 

! Why Not A Wee Share? 
But even justifying the precedence 
of i California lands over those of 
Minnesota (which we cannot justly 
do) why have not the wheat districts 
received at least a wee share of the 
governmental appropriations for the 
developmeni of their lands? We 
question the advisability of attention 
to j the growth of one section of the 
country to the total neglect of any 
other. 

No experts have visited us and ex- 
amined the condition of our soil. 
It lis only in the past month that the 
press of the Valley have keenly agi- 
tated the matter of drainage among 
its' people. The extensive uses of our 
soil, its richness, yet soaked con- 
dition, unable to show itself at near 
its' best, in becoming the important 
question with the s*tate of Minnesota, 
even proposes itself a matter of 
deep consideration in North America', 
perhaps, even the world. 



ports, so near to tie 
distributing centers that with the 
richness of her soil she even now 
has created a name for herself. Only 
two hundred miles separate the Val- 
ley from Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Duluth. From these three points the 
most modern facilities of transpor- 
tation distribute her produce to the 
points of the compass. The Valley is 
but on the edge— herself even con- 
stltutees the edge — herself even' con 
veloped land on earth. Surely, then, 
in the matter of accessibility we are 
not at loss of importance. 



Drainage is Economy 

But there is a vastly plainer side 
to the superiority of the Minnesota 
lands over those of the farther west. 
Economy is the subject that appeals 
to the practical side of all uevelop- 
ment. This brings us to the pure in- 
vestigation of actual things that we 
can all understand. 

The lands of the Red River Valley 
have too much water in them for the 
production of all that is possible 
from her soil. The skies have watered 
too freely, the ground has proved 
too moist to allow the moisture 
maintain a low level in the ground 
beneath the roots of a crop. And as 
a result swaraps have formfed far 
above the level of the sea and neaiv 
by rivers. 

The lands about us abound in rich 
Sterility. It is merely unavailable 
under present conditions. Let us go 
about to change these conditions. This 
may be done by drainage. 

Drainage is Cheaper ; 

- That drainage can of itself be done 
more Cheaply than irrigation is at 
once clear for in addition to the irri- 
gation works, works lor drainage are 
also required to render irrigation ef- 
fective. Examples may be found oi 
this in Colorado where irrigation is 
followed without the proper draining, 
the result is a rapid increase jin the 
value of the land. ' 

The item of ; expense in irrigation 
is more than that in the case of drain 
age. And it becomes evident from 
thesS deductions that a land which, 
receiving its water from the clouds, 
can be reclaimed by drainage alone 
is over twice a better investment 
than where artificial irrigation has 
be utilized. 

Again the lands of the west wheije 
appropriations have up to this time 
been directed has not the essential 
advantages of subsoil that these val- 
ley lands about us have . The peculiar 
construction of the soil so necessary 
to the advantageous growth of crops 
is distinctly ours. Ours is a clay sub 
soil their's a bottomless sameness. 



Much: Waste Land Retrains 

Five millions acres of land remain 
to be reclaimed in the state. The gov 
erament has already made arable 3,- 
000,000 acres while the counties have 
,000,000 | acres to their credit. The 
case to the state has been J5300,000, 
while the counties have paid $1,600,-

Moosedung Chief of the Indians "at 
the Red Lake Reservation died last 
week 1, due to a cold which he caught 
while attending the celebration at 
Devils Lake on the Fourth. The old 
Chief was the eldest of six children. 
It was his father who received the 
large grant of land near Thief River 
Falls. On his father's death there 
was a law suit over the property left. 
Moosedung thought that 'according to 
Indian custom being the oldest son 
he was entitled to all the property. 
The case was taken o the U. S. sup- 
reme court which rendered a decision 
against him and as a result the pro- 
perty was divided among the children 
of the deceased. .Moosedung was fifty 
years of age and was highly honored 
and respected by the members of his 
tri ue.

Straightway shortly after two yes- 
terday afternoon the State Drainage 
League again convened in the Crooks- 
ton opera house and the call ot count- 
ies was taken up. Great instruction 
was gathered from the various coun- 
tydelegates who took the floor in the 
interest of their localities.

Counties Made Showing 
The discussion of the conditions of 
the several counties by men of high 
authority :in the local status of the 
drainage problem about them resulted 
In much benefit to the visitors of the 
convention. As a medium thru which 
the league reached the true problems 
that it would have to consider in the 
sssion that was to follow this call of 
the roll of the counties proved almost 
a necessity. It brought up the discus- 
sion of the flooded condition of the re- 
gion at the headwaters of the Mississ- 
ippi Hiver in Cass County of which-

is treated elsewhere. 

The spech of the Honorable John 
Abercrombie on the state topographic 
survey entered into the spirit of the 
occasion j of the paper and preached 
the appropriation of large sums to the 
reclamation of the swamped districts 
that exist In thousands of miles of the 
northern ! part of ihe state. ; 

He said that In tha present con'" 
of the lands that are needing drainage 
it would; be impossible to offer an ac- 
ceptable ground to actual settlers and 
that inertia in the matter of the drain 
the further growth of the state. The 
t e further growth of the state. The 
land is I not at the present time of 
{ sufficient productiveness to enable a 
' settler to gain a living from its soil 
It will not be able under the present 
conditions, again, to keep the popula- 
tion now peopling these lands in this 
country for they will, as they are even 
now, move further westward to other 
states as soon as they have proved 
up on their lands. 

State Build Main Canals 
Further in his paper Mr. Abercrom- 
bie advised the construction of a large 
canals by the state running thru the 
wet countries and the building of 
branch ditches under county supervi- 
sion and at county and private expense 
He urged the raising of the price '-f 
the lands and draining them with the 
increase of money obtained. Connect- 
ed with this he urged the state to en- 
ter upon a campaign of energetic ad- 
vertising for settlers of the land under 
the improved condition.

"Swamp Fever 1 ' Puzzles Live Stock 
Sanitary Board of the State — Not 
■Much in Evidence hereabouts. 

A disease known as "swamp fever" 
in Kittson, Red Lake, Polk, Stearns, 
Benton and Meeker counties is killing 
off farm horses at a rate that has cans 
ed the state live stock sanitary board ^ 
to devote close attention to the sub- 
ject. 

The epidemic originated in Manito- 
ba, several years ago, and spread LO 
the Red River Valley, since which time 
cases have occurred in most of the 
northern counties.The manifestations 
of this horse sickness are peculiar, 
and the disease is invariably fatal af- 
ter an attack of from four to eight 
weeks. The affected animal becomes 
highly feverish and develops^ a vora- 
cious appetite, maintaining this vor- 
acity thruout the period of sickness 
and at the same time constantly losing 
flesh until it becomes too weak to 
stand. ,' - 

The state authorities are making 
experiments to disovor the origin anil 
nature of the disease, which the fann- 
ers believe to be due to a poisonous 
weed. 
Dr. H. M. Bracken of the state board 
of health said the trouble was one that 
had been gone into very thoroly by 
that board until the control of live 
J3tock health, matters was removed 
from the board of health to the sani- 
tary board. 

"Since the change was made." says 
Dr. Bracken, "we have not dealt with 
this matter further but our investiga- 
tions showed that the trouble was 
probably due to some form of bacteria 
The bacteriological department of the 
state university sent two expeditions 
thru the Red River Valley and even 
into Manitoba, and we spent a consid- 
erable time in efforts to isolate the mi 
known microbe. We were still engag- 
ed in this effort when such matters 
were removed from our jurisdiction. 
"I am aware that the disease is still 
killing a good many valuable horses 
and so far as I have been able to d«s^ 
cover there is no remedy for it."

Mr. Witte was taken at once to a ho- 
tel in one of the state department's 
big red automobiles. He retired soon 
after he had arrived, saying he had 
spent the day sightseeing in Boston,, 
and desired to get a cool rest before 
the beginning of the conference to- 
day. 
In Boston Mr. Witte said: 
"I do not know the Japanese con- 
ditions of peace and therefore I could 
not dissuBg, i them 1 . i even i if I wished. 
Of course, I can form'^'plfflo--' 'as 'to" "' 
what they may be and make my own. 
conclusions, but I do not know them. 
I have not heard them, authoritative- 
ly, and they may be entirely different 
from my own Ideas." 

Opposes an Indemnity. 
It was learned here from men who 
have talked with Mr. Witte during the 
past few days that he is unalterably 
opposed to an indemnity. In this he Is 
supported by public sentiment in Rus- 
sia. He comes here to make peace, if 
peace can he made, and his position 
can be described as an envoy who 
wants peace, but who is not willing to 
purchase peace at any price. 

Japan, the Russians understand, 
also wants peace. It is the opinion of 
those who have talked with Mr. Witte 
that he will earnestly strive for peace, 
and the pessimism toward the out- 
come displayed by both Japanese and 
Russians is more fancied than real. It 
can be stated authoritatively that the 
Russians will 

Cede No Territory. 
They consider this a colonial war and 
say the Japanese have gained no ter- 
ritory and therefore must not ask for 
a cession. They are willing to give 
Port Arthur and the control of Korea, 
and they will not haggle very long 
about minor matters. They are firm 
on the indemnity proposition. 

So far as Sakhalin is concerned, the 
Russians are convinced that, in the 
last analysis,' the Japanese only want 
the fishing rights. There is the best 
of authority for the statement that 
Sakhalin island, if all other terms are 
satisfactory, will not stand in the way 
of peace? The Russians have been in- 
structed not to hold out on that point 
The question of money payment is the 
rock on which the conference will 
split, if it splits at all. There is no 
doubt of that. , ,,, 

Roosevelt Knows Terms. 
It is known here that President 
Roosevelt knows the Japanese terms, 
or at least has an outline of them. 
He was given this information last 



Saturday by Baron Komura. The 
president has given no hint of his 
knowledge to the Ruboians. 

The conference will begin on 
Wednesday. To-day will be given 
over to the delayed functions of wel- 
come. 

The ships bearing the remainder of 
the Russian staff and the Japanese 
were sighted yesterday afternoon off 
Cape Cod. The weather is clear and 
there now seems no reason for a fur- 
ther postponement of the ceremonies.

Dynamite Crps Found Among the Coal 
in Hold of a French Vessel. . 
San Francisco, Aug. 6. — An attempt 
lo blow up a shin in mid-ocean has 
been reported by Capt. C. Touze, of 
the French ship Asnieres, whioh has 
arrived here from Swansea, England, 
loaded with coal. He left that port In 
January last and six weeks later, 
when far out at sea, a dozen capped 
fuses, such as are used by miners to 
explode charges of dynamite, were 
discovered in the hold of the ship 
among the coal. Had one of the fuses 
become ignited by a shock in. a part 
of the hoid where coal gas had ac- 
cumulated, the ship would undoubted- 
ly have been blown to atoms. Two or 
three of them had exploded, but, for- 
tunately, at points where there was 
no gas, and consequently no damage, 
was done. The presence of the fuses 
among the coal was discovered only 
by accident, where, during some rough 
weather, men were sent down into; the 
hold to level the coal and found them.

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,THE VIRGINIA BONDS 

'Slate Treasurer- Jtilin-a H. Block 
yesterday recommended to the state 
investment board that the $2,OOO,0U'J 
worth oE Virginia funding bonds held 
by the state of Minnesota, be sold, In 
order that the funds might be loaned 
to counties townships school districts 
and municipalities, under the laws- 
which permit the loaning of perman- 
ent trust funds of She state in this 
manner. 

It will be remembered by those 
who attended the convention of the 
State Drainage League in this city 
August 1st and 2nd that the sale ol 
these Virginia bonds was one of tlie 
solutions offered by the delegates for 
the creation of a state drainage fund. 
These bonds were purchased at a low 
rate. With their sale at the present 
time a profit of about twenty per cent 
would accrue to the state. 

Moreover the money would then oe 
available for state improvement pur- 
poses and would represent home In- 
vestment. Now this money is be.ing 
used for the development of a state 
far from our borders, with whose peo- 
ple we have little or no exchange, 
and in the improvement of whose 
lands we have no direct interest. 

At the sale of the bonds the money 
would be taken from this foreign field 
and. applied to the benefit of those 
who paid the overtax that produced 
the surplus, invested now in these 
foreign bonds. Under the method ot 
state loan the treasury would lose no 
thing by domestic investment of this 
money. There would be gained how- 
eve enhanced advantage to the state 
in general strengthening of her condi- 
tion and improvement of state lands 
that they may give profit first from 
their improvement, second from '.he 
increased taxable value. 

It cannot be doubted but that the re 
commend of the distinguished treas- 
urer gathers some inspiration from 
the atmospheres of the recent conven- 
tion held in our city. For he says in 
o short article to the Tribune: 

There can be no doubt of the im- 
portance or reclaiming as rapidly as 
possible tbe great areas of wet lands 
which by proper drainage, can be 
H^ide valuable for agricultural pur-, 
posts. School houses are heeded lit' 
a. large number of sections; water and 
Jj^ht plants, suitable public buildinas 
and oilier needed public institutions 
are desired in many quarters; the con 
struction of a number of new roads 
wo:;ld be possible if the money was to 
be had and there are, in fact, ^o 
many places in which investments can 
be made to advantage that the advisa- 
bility of' the saie of these bonds ap- , 
peals to me strongly. * j

ARBITRATION 



It would be unjust to say that the 
railway systems involved in the late 
s:rike are entirely -wrong. There is. 
much to the question on both sides., 
It is a question in which many inter-' 
ests are tied up. Comment either way 
is very liable to be based on an uncer- ' 
tain or prejudiced view of the situa- 
tion. And .this should be taken into 
consideration. 

However" claims may be made by 
cither side, the activities of the mer- 
chants and farmers indicate that an 
unhealthy condition is in the process 
of being formed about produce cen- 
ters, he produce is net or will not ',a, 
moved o -i fast enough. 

So the strike will find its effect on 
the pea; !e.. and public 'who gave die 
franchise to the roaa since it was a 
public utility and providing it made 
every e!:crt to remain so. j 

The ] imminent question is are tne 
railway officials exerting themselves 
in the j. roper way to enable the utility 
of (he rails. The call for arbitration 
wlit-u coming from the operators alone 
they are justified in passing over tor 
the operators have no direct financial 
interest in the utility of the road. Be- 
tween the officials and ihe operators 
h is a matter ot official business. But 
owing to the penning movement or 
wheat and products of the field it be- 
comes evident (that the heavy iraiilt 
of the road will be slightly embarrass- 
ed in transportation and cause a loss 
to those who by franchise ■granted a 
right to the road providing, it would 
continue a reflex of its benefits back 
on them. ! 

The, delay in getting the wheat and 
other crops to the market will cause a 
loss to the farmer of the west and the 
myriads of cities that depend upon 
him. The officials may remain firm ;n 
their convictions and in a way the 
road may get along well as regards 
their interest in the matter. But there 
is another interest

on tihedr paxL And possibly It la so. 
But the submission is not to the strfK-

SIntter Indestructible, 

An essential property of- matter, but 
which does not commend Itself to su- 
perficial observation, like those of ex- 
tension and resistance, is indestructi- 
bility.

died from the treatment they received. 
More humane was the punishment for 
perjury in ,14GS, when the offenders 
were merely sentenced, to ride from 
Newgate to Cornhill with paper mltera 
on their heads. But they knew a thing 
or two in the middle ages, and no 
donbt there was a street boy even in 
140S.— London Chronicle.

Thirdly, she 
should be like the town clock, always, 
keep time regularly; but she should 
not be like tbe town clock, to speak so 
loud that all the town may hear her."—

CnrJons Bird Habits. 

It is a well known fact that If the 
young of almost any kind of bird are 
taken from the nest before they can 
fly the old ones will feed them atten- 
tively if the cage in which the little 
birds are Inclosed Is placed somewhere 
where the parents can reach it, and a 
popular but erroneous belief is current 
that they do this for a time, and end 
by poisoning the young ones. This, 
however, is a mistake, the fact being 
that at a certain stage of a young 
bird's existence, when It is naturally 
able to begin catering for Itself, the 
parent birds, also quite naturally, 
cease to attend It, and then, if the 
birdllngs are shut up in the cage and 
their custodian has not thought of 
placing some food at their disposal 
they necessarily die, not from poison 
administered by the parents, but from 
starvation.

As is usual there will be a public 
hearing by the board, in adition to a 
personal investigation, and meetings 
of the board! in private. It is presum- 
ed that those meetings will take place 
at Grand Rapids. It is said that there 
mav be more than one public meetln; 
and that one of them will be held at 
Cass Lake or Bemidji and possibly on- 
other at Walker or some other upper 
lake and river point. 

The reservoir system was built to 
he of service in improving the stage 
of water in the Mississippi below St.

The sale of the Hankow railroad ,by 
Americans to the Chinese does not 
indeed .herald the first advent o£ the

of American finance in the field alone 
and entirely .on its own responslbility 
wtoh great Interests. 

The negotiations for the sale of this 
railway were made at a time wtoen 
Europeans offered more for the pur- 
chase than the Chinese. The sale was 
not made in view of immediate proflt. 
If the attitude of the various Chin 
ese governments .had been different 
and more in (harmony with the spirit 
it might have been possible to sell the 
control to European bidders. At the 
present time, however, the negotiation 
for the sale of the .property have he- 
come closely interwined with dlplorc 
acy. While a laTge banking profit 
will likely be sacrificed by the sale 
of the concessions and railroad to the 
Chinese, it is asserted that the majori- 
ty interests is acting with a view to 
promoting better and more cordial re- 
lations .between this country and Chi- 
na than now exist and at the same 
time eliminate some of the friction. 

With this move American private 
monies become a factor in the diplo- 
matic relations of the east. In estab- 
lishing the indentity of their interests 
with the interests of this country Mr. 
Morgan and his associates enter upon 
a more considerable field. It may 
however be a source of meditation 
what will he the effect of this evident 
eater to China. Heretofore , we have 
been protecting her from dissolution 
and have been exerting our efforts for 
I hor welfare and as a return she hoy-

Made by Wisconsin Grain Commission 
in general Crop Determination. 



^ The Journal published sometime 
ago a short history of the Wisconsin 
Grain Commission and stated some 
of its determinations in regard- to 
wheat. We publish the following: : 

No. 1 barley shall be plump, bright 
clean and free from other grains, and 
shall test not less than 4S pounds per 
mearured bushel. • 

No. 2 barley shalK be sound ot 
healthy color, reasonaihh* clean, rea- 
sonably free from others grains, not 
plump enough for No. 1, and shall .est 
ii ■*■ less than 4G pounds per measured 
bushel. 

No. 3 barley shall include all slight- 
ly, shrunken and otherwise slightly 
damaged barley, not good enough for 
No. 2, and shall test not less than 44 
pounds per measured bushel. 

No. 4 barley shall include all barley 
fit for malting purposes not good en- 
ough for No. 3. 

No. 1 feed barley must test not less 
than 40 pounds per measured bushel, 
must be sweet and reasonably sound. 
No. 2 feed barley shall include all 
barley which is for any cause unfit lor 
malting purposes and "may include a 
liberal sprinkle of foreign grain and 
seeds. 

Chevalier Barley — The grades ol 
No s. 1, 2,and 3, Chevalier barley shall 
conform in all respects to the grades 
Nos. 1, 2- and 3, barley except that it 
shall be of the Chevalier variety 
grown in the extreme northwest and 
on the Pacific coast 

No. 1 northwestern Dakota flaxseed 
shall he mature, sound, dry and Bweet 
and shall be northen grown. The 
■maximum quantity of field, stack, stor- 
age or other damagedseeds intermix- 
ed shall not exceed 12% percent The 
minimum dest weight shall he 51 
pounds per measured bushel of com- 
mercially pure seed. 

No. 1 Dakota flaxseed shall be north 
era grown, sound, dry and free from 
mustiness, and shall contain not more 
than 25 per cent of immature, field, 
stack, storage or other damaged flax- 
seed, and shall test not less than 50 
pounds per measured hushel of com- 
mercially pure seed. 

No. 2 Dakota flaxseed' shall he north 
era grown, sound, dry and free from 
mustiness, and shall contain not more 
than 35 per cent of Immature, field 
stack, storage or other damaged fiax- 
eeed, and sfoall test not less than 49 
pounds per measured hushel of com- 
mercially "pure eeed.

St. Paul, Aug. 23.— Devastation, ter- 
rible and complete, was wrought in 
Southern Minnesota and Western Wis- 
cuiia.u by the storm of Sunday night, 
according to reports received here last 
night. Through all the region from 
Anoka to Fillmore counties in this 
staie reports tell of disaster and loss 
of lite and property. 

:..c..-jci-s of families are missing, 
and -it Is believed they are buried un- 
der the debris which was strewn 
broadcast by the wind. Many in- 
stances of maiming are reported, and 
the total loss of life will not be known 
for some days. 

Crops which had been cut and were 
readv for threshing suffered in.' many 
places, and standing corn was dam- 
aged by hail and wind. Hail stone-; 
several inches in circumference 
worked havoc with the crops in some 
sections. 

Tracks Swept Away. 
Large sections of railroad tracks 
were swept away south of here, and 
the mail trains on certain portions of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
road were run yesterday on impro- 
vised tracks, making slow time on ac- 
count of the insecurity of the roadbed. 
' Washouts were numerous, both along 
the railroads and in the highways, the 
rainfall being enormous. 

In some of the farming localities 
the grain was stripped from the stalks 
by the furious wind and rain, and hay- 
stacks were completely demolished. 
Huee trees which have successfully 
withstood the storms of years were up- 
rooted and hurled before the wind, and 
barns and other outbuildings were 
completely demolished. The damage 
done to buildings and crops in the 
southern counties will reach many 
thousands of dollars, but no accurate 
estimate can be formed until com- 
plete reports are received. 
Cyclonic in Nature. 
All sections report that the storm 
was cyclonic in its nature, and from 
some points reports tell of a funnel- 
shaped cloud that descended with the 
most intense fury, leaving destruction 
in its patt^ 

The storm was even more terrible in 
some of its effects than that which 
struck the Twin Cities just a year ago 
yesterday, but the territory in which 
its destruction was wrought was much 
more widespread. Cities on all sides 
' of St. Paul felt its effects, and in some 
it traveled in one direction, while at 
other points the direction was entirely 
different. It broke into a variety of 
forms in the different localities, ap- 
pearing in one place as a cloudburst 
and in another .as a severe electrical 
storm, but in all eases these effects 
were accompanied by a terrific wind 
velocity which added to the destruc- 
tion. 

St. Paulin the Senter. 
The general effect is as if the storm 
parted, going on either side of St. 
Paul, or else described a complete 
circuit about the city, giving this im- 
mediate-vicinity a comparatively mild 
touch of Its severity. 

No computation of the loss either of 
life or property can be made as yet, 
the total number of buildings de- 
stroyed being still incompletely listed, 
"' and there being still a possibility of 
finding some of the missing persons. 
Some of the more remote sections of 
coyntry'visited by the storm have not 
been heard from, ' as all telegraphic, 
and telephonic communication haa

The Great Northern Railway com- 
pany announces a sleeping reduction 
in its grain; rates thruout Its eastern 
territory extending to the boundary of 
Montana. The new rates will add mil 
lions to the potential resources of the 
farmers of jhe northwest. They are 
not made in pursuance o£ any pressure 
but as a voluntary act 

This reduction of rates ranges from 
five cents per hundred from most 
distant points to half a cent from 
points nearest the r-win Cities and the 
JieiJI ,41 navigation, on ;the Gfreat; 
Lake;. From Williston the reduction 
is nve cents. On ths Granville 
branch, Towner jrancn, line from Rug 
by to Antler, branch, from York to 
Thoren, the Lakota branch:, now ex- 
tended to Sarles, the rates are c 
three cents. This covers an immense 
stretch of country much of it recent- 
ly brought under cultivation in Nortl. 
Dakota. 

Reduction of Three Cents Here. 
From Minot to the head of the lakes 
from Grand Forks and Fargo and Hill 
boro, on the Hannah, line, running 
north from Larimore, on the Neche 
line and the St. Vincent nne, the reduc 
tion is two cents per hundred. On 
the St. John line, running from Church 
Ferry and the Walhalla line, it is two 
and one-half cents and from Larimore 
it is a cent and a half. 

Similarly in South Dakota there is 
a reduction of four cents per hundred 
from Huron two cents from Aber- 
deen and Yankton and corresponding 
reduction from other points to Min- 
neapolis in Minnesota. The new rates 
show a concession of two cents per 
(hundred from Crookston, Thief River 
Falls. Warren and Moorhead, and of 
hr.lf a cent from Fergus Fails, Morris, 
Ereckenridge, Litchfield, Alexandria 
and St. Cloud. 

The points are mentioned merely to 
snow the scope and graduations of'tne 
cut in transportation charges.

. Railroad Official's Statement 
"The meaning of this great boon to 
the farmers of the northwest is some* 
thing more tihan would be the winning 
of a battle or the signing of some ad- 
vantageous treaty, said a prominent 
railroad official "It affects the entire 
grain product of the northwest, for 
the same rates will be maa v by the 
Northern Pacific and must be met by 
every other line doin-^ business in the 
same territory. It will reach a sav- 
ing of at least one cent, perhaps a 
cent and a half, on ?h'nmi ,i*-; -jf mc-re 
than 200,000 bushels to the prima- 
ry markets. This foots up from 
$2,000,000 to ?3,000,000 that will re- 
main in the pockets of the farmers, 
( and of this total saving the Great 
Northern company .will contribute at 
least one half. 

"The grain rate is a barometer that 
iuCicjites prosperity or reverse for 
the farmer. It h.is the most direct 
and vital bearing upon his fortune. 
Employes Better Paid. 
"Not only is the movement volun- 
tary but the revenue thus remitted 
in behalf of the producer cannot be 
made good from any other source. 
There can be and is intended to be 
no increase of rates anywhere to 
correspond. The sacrifice, as far as 
the company is concerned, is : final. 
Moreover, it is made in the face of 
the fact that in the Uree years which 
have elapsed since the last reduc-

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WHERE TO GO 

In view of the consumption of pub- 
lic lands the young man may often 
think that ike had 'belter 'nurry up ana 
use his right to file unuer the law or 
very soon his right will be of no use. 
N'o doubt most men think that the 
Jay of the free and easy payment 
nomestead entry is just about gone 
thru -mere necesity. 'i>nat the land 
is all (or will be all) taken up. 

But the recent preliminary report o; 
the Public Lands Commission, api-oin 
ed by the president in 1903 brings out 
facts that will astonish people who 
imagine that the area of our publu 
lands has been reduced to compari 
tively insignificant proportions. 

In truth the public lands of the Lu; 
ed States still "embrace in area nearh 
one-third of the entire extent oi the 
Union and are widely scattered, ex- 
tending from the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Pacific and from Canada to Mexi- 
co, including every variety of topo- 
graphy and climate." "Excluding Al- 
aska, there are ew"entiy4hree states 
and three territories containing pub- 
lic lands, of which a total area d 
473,836,402 acres still remained on 
June ou, 1904. 

It is true that of these vacant lands 
the great bulk thruout the West are 
unsuitable for cultivation under pres- 
ent known conditions of agriculture; 
they are so situated that they cannot 
be reclaimed by irrigation. 

It is estimated that more than 300.- 
000,600 acres are public grazing lands 
an area approximately equal to one- 
fifth of the extent of the United states 
proper. The agricultural possibilities 
of great areas of the public lands are 
almost unknown, but "lands whioh a 
generation or even a decade ago were 
supposed to be valueless are produc- 
■ ing large crops, either with or without 
irrigation." The forest lands are 

among the most valuable of the lands 
remaining in public ownership. 

So the young man who is hindered 
by being under age or who does not 
see a good piece of land in the section 
to be opened will not be the loser 
by an enforced delay in the matter. 
There is lots of lands yet and no 
doubt always will be. for those that 
want to settle. There will- be a place 
to go for, aye, these many years yet.

be greatly influenced, in putting nis 
trade in a town where an effort is be- 
ing made to further his interests and 
make things ;of convenience to his 
own. interchange of property in trades 
But there is more than the imme- 
diate advantage to the farmer and 
to the merchants and to the country 
of which they are a part and in 
which their interests are deeply aud 
directly involved. 

The market day shall be more than 
a day of trade and commerce with the 
local people. It shall create a demon- 
stration in the interests of the entire 
country; it shall create trade in the 
centers below. It will become a' day 
of conventions among the farmers, 
of pleasant meetings among their 
friends who in cognizance of the com 
mon trade day shall also he here, it

WHO IS ■ INTERESTED 



According to the >a!est census as 
reported at the state capital the popu- 
lation of the county of Polk 1 reaches 
the sum ' of nearly thirty-eight, thous- 
and!; ' Following this there comes the 
revelation that the population is over 
half situated in the towns and cities. 
The returns on the tax book shows 
that over 'five sevenths of the "wealth 
Is centered in the corporations that 
have grown into cities and towns. 
The tax paying population of the north 
era Minnesota is collected in the 
towns cities and villages. 

In connection 'with the amount of 
the fund that is set aside for the pur- 
pose of drainage in this county the 
location of the taxable wealth in the 
cities becomes significant. 

The county board of Polk county 
during the last year turned over to a 
special ditch and bridge fund for the 
use . of the individual townships the 
sum of $7000. And from the general 
fund there is being made an expendit- 
ure yearly of nearly $15,000 for the 
purpose of perfecting the drainage sys- 
tem in this district. * 

Of this ponderous sum expended 
yearly in the development of the out- 
laying country the great part comes 
from the city taxpayers. In the north- 
west the town is uppermost and Is the 
first direction of settlement, the coun- 
try coming after. This strong identi- 
ty of the city with the country which 
surounds it shall not fail to react on 
the city in the course of time. The 
outer influences that are being brougb ; 
to bear on the extension of the drain- 
age system of this northern country 
cannot fail to have some good end 
in the near future. 



THE TREASURY 



The exposure of graft and crime in 
the manipulation of public offices for 
the purposes of gam has not ceased. 
The epidemic of investigation starting 
oome time ago at the activity of cer- 
tain : men and prevalence of certain 
conditions has grown into enormous 
proportions and promises to search 
every corner of public and private 
business. 

But far in excess of the crime of 
graft pure is the late charge against 
the' treasury, the most important de- 
partment in the national machine of 
administration and existence. 

Suspicion points to frauds in the 
importation of Cuban tobacco and if 
the suspicion proves to be well found- 
ed, the United States government has 
been swindled out of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Assistant Secretary Reynolds will re 
turn to Washington today and it is 
expected that he will make a state- 
ment relative to the situation. 

So increases the discovery of the 
dishonesty and traltorshlp of public 
officials. It may be wondered if as 
time passes the confidence of the peo- 
ple in the worthiness of the govern- 
ment 1 may not entirely cease and the 
national pride and character which 
has previously been the mark of this 
people undergo convulsive and radical 
changes.

In |her more recent propositions a 
series of concessions have been made 
that were previously unlooked for and 
whicn come as such a surprise arid 
gratification, to outside nations that 
they shall not forget. The progress 
of the conference has been much em- 
harassed by the keen care of Russia 
that her dignity and pride be not ne- 
gotiated. 

The intention of Japan to secure 
indemnity however by some route or 
otheri has not been at all set aside. 
And the sale of Sakhalin is merely 
the same old demand back of a differ- 
ent colored veil. No doubt thru the 
maneuvers of both nation's reluctancy 
to continue the -war the dove may be 
caged. 



CHILD. LABOR , 

, State Labor Commissioner Williams 
will not be "suppressed. He declares 
child labor. In Minnesota to be on the 
increase, and, in a special report to 
Gov. Johnson, says the law is being 
wholly Ignored, or else past reports 
have been falsified. 

As the result of considerable re- 
search he finds *nat the factory inspec 
tors in 1904 reported only 770 children 
at work, -while for the school year 
1904-5 there were issued 1,725 employ- 
ment permits for children. 

It Is very evident that more string- 
ent measures will be taken to prevent 
violation of th<* state child labor law 
of Minnesota Violations have come 
to notice in this city and now that 
the public school is about to begin 
and -winter with Its privations much 
may he looked for from efforts to sup- 
port this law,

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In the recent very effective bulletin 
Issued by Professor H. L. Russell of 
the Wisconsin university the question 
of tuberculosis In cattle Is strongly 
discussed, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
The question is a very important one 
to every dairy farmer, whether he 
knows it or not In this bulletin Pro- 
fessor Russell recounts the experience 
of the department in dealing with the 
Strong herd at Beloit, where fifty- 
seven cows out of seventy were found 
affected with this ' dreadful disease. 
The barns and stables were construct- 
ed on the most modern plan, with but 
one fatal exception. No provision for 
ventilation, in a true sense, was' made, 
. and hence one or two infected animals 
Boon Infected nearly all the rest 

A farmer attended the farmers' 
course at the Wisconsin College of 
Agriculture last winter. He had never 
taken much stock in the talk about 
tuberculosis or in the tuberculin test 
but while there he witnessed a -dem- 
onstration of the test and its very 
thorough accuracy in proving whether 
an animal Is affected or not. He went 
home determined to test his cattle. In 
his herd of twenty-five he found one 
that had the disease. Thus he was en- 
abled to get right at the trouble in its 
Inception and save his herd. 

Of the seventy herds examined by 
the state iive stock sanitary board In 
1903-01 forty-nine were found tainted 
with tuberculosis. From 1002 to May. 
1005, 033 animals were tested and 518 
were found to be tuberculous. Profess- 
or Russell well says that no man en- 
gaged in stock raising or dairying can 
afford not to test his cattle at once 
and And what their exact condition is. 

At a i Kansas meeting of stockmen 
one of the speakers said: 

"I will tell you why so many of your 
stockmen are opposed to the use of the 
tuberculin test. It is because you are 
afraid you will And tuberculosis in 
your cattle." 

There are lots of dairy farmers who 
are of the same mind, but it is not 
wise or safe to live- In that frame of 
mind.

THE COWS ON PASTURE. 

Shade and Abundant Water Are In- 
dispensable. 

A few urge shade trees and some 
underbrosli in some corner of the pas- 
ture add much | to the comfort of the 
cows and the ppekotbook of the own- 
er, says :L. W. Llgbty in National 
Stockmani Where no natural shelter 
from the hot sunshine is available it 
will pay to put an artificial shelter. 
The Blmplest arrangement is made by 
digging forked . posts eight feet high 
into the ground* laying poles over the 
top and ; covering the whole with 
stover, swale hay or other material at 
hand. This very satisfactory shelter 
costs very little besides u lev? hours' 
work. Stabling In daytime and pas- 
turing at night sound nice to talk 
about and work out in a few In- 
stances, but with the average stable 
the cows are In a dungeon of torment 
because of the heat and foul air, as 
there Is no means of ventilation. 

One of the indispensable features of 
a pasture Is an abundance of good 
water easy of access. A spring or a 
brook Is of course the Ideal, but where 
this Is lacking artificial provision must 
be made. Ofttlmes a spring on higher 
ground call be. conducted to the pas- 
ture; In others the hydraulic ram will 
elevate the water, and where these are 
not practicable :the windmill will do 
the work, i 

Many people after turning the cattle 
to pasture feed salt only occasionally, 
and sometimes the periods are far 
apart It seems to be a fact that cows 
become more salt hungry on pasture 
than on dry feed, and tbey should have 
salt dally. Either make provision so 
the cows have access to a supply and 
can take all they want dally or feed 
every animal a big tablespoouful dally. 
The latter method Is preferable where 
practicable. ,

Dairy Cow Points. 

A dairy cow should not have a tend- 
ency to fatten. ,A dish faced head Is 
not a good indication. She should be 
wide between the eyes. Notice the ver- 
tebrae, through which the spinal cord 
runs and from which the nerves are 
sent out to all parts of the system. 
It should slope to the tall, be strong 
and prominent, showing a well devel- 
oped nervous system and a good 
strong back. We want a strong back 
In a dairy cow. A cow that Is level 
on the back does not indicate a good 
milker, but It Indicates that she has a 
heavy load on her backbone, and that 
has a tendency to make her swaybaek. 
Aim to have the hack strong enough 
to support the' digestive organs. A tail 
well down shows a well developed 
nervous system; also the distance be- 
tween the feet.— Cor. American Culti- 
vator.

I. e., the platform. 

A Is of pure clay, tamped hard and 
sound. The cow's front feet stand on 
this part, and when she lies down the 
bulk of her body rests on this part of 
the platform. B Is. a hardwood board, 
Bixteen Inches wide and one and a half 
Inches thick, on which rest the cow's 
hind feet. The clay and the board 
make a platform four feet sis inches 
at one end and four feet two Inches at 
the other. The outer edge of the board 
is nailed to the inner edge of the gut- 
ter. 

The manure gutter (C) is sixteen 
Inches wide and five inches deep, with 
hardwood sides and concrete bottom. 

The manger shown in the sketch is 
wood, but should be of cement and so 
arranged as to be flushed with water 
to clean it thoroughly. 

For ordinary dairy cattle no fasten- 
ing is so economical of room and feed 
as the stanchion. D Is a patent water- 
ing device.

Remember It takes cream and not 
skim milk to make good butter. There- 
fore do not put as much milk as cream 
into the cream jar when you are skim- 
ming.

Silage Does Not Flavor Milk. 

Silage does not affect the flavor of 
milk Is the conclusion of the Illinois 
experiment station after making a 
thorough test A herd was divided 
Into two lots. One lot was fed forty 
pounds Of silage daily. The other lot 
received ,no silage. Milking and car- 
ing for the milk from both lots were 
done In the same way, and when 
cooled the milk was tested by ill 
ladies and gentlemen, none of whom 
knew which milk was from silage 
fed cows. Fifty-seven preferred milk 
from silage feeding, thirty-eight from 
nonsllage fed cows, and sixteen had no 
choice. Samples of the same milk 
were sent to five milk experts of Chi- 
cago. Three preferred the silage 
milk, one the nonsllage, and one had 
no choice.' 



The Profitable Cow. 

A bulletin of the Connecticut experi- 
ment station says: During the Ave 
years covered by these records the va- 
riety and amounts of food and the care 
of the herd have been much the same. 
The increase in the net profits from 
51.23 loss In 1809 to 521.64 profit In 
1903 must be attributed to the selec- 
tion of animals better suited to dairy 
purposes. 

Cows Respond to Good Treatment. 

Cows Inherit the propensity to give 
large or small quantities of milk, but 
still the quantity will be varied greatly 
by the treatment to which they are 
subjected, j 



An excellent means of keeping but- 
ter cool Is practiced by an Iowa lady 
who makes butter for the home trade. 
She has a milk tank eight feet long, 
three feet wide and ten Inches deep. 
This tank Is usually kept about half 
full of water. She keeps the butter In 
a jar that Is about eighteen inches high 
and which she set3 in thejvater tank. 
Out of duck or canvas she makes a 
cap or cover that slips" over the top of 
the jar and down: two or three Inches 
below the water like a telescope. Cap- 
illary attraction keeps the canvas over 
the top of the jar always wet, and 
evaporation keeps the Interior of the 
Jar cool. 

This plan should only be followed 
where the water In the tank is changed 
twice a day; and when the Interior of 
the tank itself Is kept perfectly clean. 
There will then be no danger of the 
water taken 1 up by the cloth cover be- 
ing dirty. ! ' ; 

Keep the Cream Clean. 
Proper working of butter helps It 
very much. • You must get the milk 
and water out or you cannot have good 
batter. Butjworklng is not everything. 
The way of (treating the cream before- 
hand and also of churning is just as 
Important. Much milk and cream are 
ruined by being set where they absorb 
odors. Nothing is more important to 
the buttermaker than to have a clean, 
sweet, dry place In which the cream 
and milk are kept 

An Oat Straw Fallacy, 

Some bnttermakers have an idea that 
eating oat straw by the cows causes 
the butter to be long coming. There 
seems to belno good reason for think; 
ing so. Ond man reports that he had 
fed only oat straw to his Jersey cow 
for four months, and in that time the 
butter was long coming but once. The 
cow had been giving milk, too, for four- 
teen months. He says the butter is 
usually worked and churn washed In 
forty-five minutes from beginning to 
churn. I 

Essentials to Good Batter. 

Use plentyj of boiling water' in scald- 
ing out the pans and jars. Then let 
them have a| good airing before using. 
Plenty of hot water and pure air are 
essentials In the production ' of pure 
butter. Another essential is a good, 
clean, cool place to keep the milk and 
cream. ■ Good butter can never be 
made from cream kept in a warm room 
that smells of filth and Is filled' with 
files. ( 

A Dairy Pointer. 

To make good butter you must have 
good cream. ; Figs are never gathered 
from thistles; neither Is sweet, clean 
butter made from sour, tainted cream. 

A Wise Precaution. 

Keep a cloth stretched over the wire 
strainer. It jwill save you the embarr 
rassment of seeing; the visitor pick a 
I hair or speck out of the butter.

Erza G. Valentine, attorney and capt- 
alist of this city died sudd«aly Satur-

day afternoon at his summer home at 
Battle Lake, a short distance from 
Breckenridge. He was 55, and his 
death, which was due to apploxy, came 
without warning and was so unexpect 
ed that even his son and daughter, 
who were spending yhe summer with 
ihim at Battle Lake Knew nothing of it 
until they attempted to arouse him. 

Mr. Valentines death removes a pro- 
minent character in Minnesota. "While 
actively engaged in state politics 
and prominent as an attorney, his 
chief efforts were directed for drain- 
age work in northern Minnesota. His 
efforts in behalf of this cause were un- 
tiring and brought definite results, 
and in the extension of drainage oper- 
ations in northern Minnesota in re- 
cent years was to a great extent due 
to his efforts. 

Mr. Valentine became interested in 
the drainage of the Red River Valley 
and was appointed a member of the 
state drainage board of Governor 
Knute Nelson. 

In 1902 he was a candidate for the 
republican nomination for congress in 
the ninth congressional district and 
'was third in order in the race with 
Halvor Steenerson, Andrew Grindeland 
S. G. Comstock and Cyrus Little Smith 
He gave up politics for the time being 
but his friends insisted that he was en 
titled to something and persuaded him 
much against his wishes to allow his 
name to go before the republican state 
convention in 1904 as a candidate for 
the state railroad and warehouse com 
• mission. 

A few years ago Mr. Valentine was 
left a large fortune by relatives.

About a month ago the business 
men of this city were approached in 
iheir offices by an elderly accident in 
surance man of Minneapolis, The 
name of this gentleman was C. W. 
Woodford. He was accompanied by 
a little boy by the name of William, li 
years old. While they were In this 
city as guests of the Commercial Ho- 
tel the hotel was robbed by one of the 
employes, McLeod by name. 

Now, Willie was "wise on this* man' 
The father took the little boy with 
him to the city of Grand Forks later 
in the week and they are there v,3t 
continuing tho accident insurance 
work in which they have almost be- 
come partners. 
From Grand Forks Herald: 

Andrew McLeod who was sentenc- 
ed to twenty days in the county jail 
there for the theft of two suit cases at 
Winnipeg from a member of the 
Ferari carnival company, under the 
name of Andrew Hughes was arrested 
yesterday on a charge oi robbing the 
till of the Commercial hotel in this 
city of ?20'in cash and two watches, 

This Was on July 31, and the police 
have -been hunting him ever since. 
McLeod was released trom the coun- 
ty jail Sunday and started to 
work in the harvest, but he lasted one 
day and returned to the city. He was 
recognized as the man who robbed tne 
Commercial till by the young man o 
Grand Forks who was at Crookston at 
the time and Sheriif Turner was noti- 
fied. He placed the man under arrest 
and yesterday Sheriff 'Gonyea went 
over and identified him as the one 
wanted. He arrived in Crookston last 
night, the accused man waived the 
formalities of a requisition. 

It is claimed that Hughes or Mc- 
Leod seeing that the young man had 
recognized him, pulled a revolver and 
threatened to shoot him if he tipped 
him off to the authorities. When the 
man and the gun were out of sight the 
sheriff was advised of the identity of 
his late prisoner. 

Now the young man. spoken. of ' 
the foregoing was none other than the 
12 year old Willie. McLeod had been 
working out on Sheriff Turners own 
farm and having got his fill he again 
appeared in Grand Forks where little 
Willie Woodford saw him and knew 
him. 

The story of the gun is all a hoax 
and contains no truth ^whatever; IV 
Willie: made known his wiseness on 
the subject to the Grand Forks'sheriff 
Mr. Turner not entirely satisfied think 
ing that the crime of the man in steal 
ing the suit case of the Ferari man 
had got mixed up, telephoned over to 
Sheriff Gonyea of Polk and his des- 
cription and upon communication with 
the hotel men at the Commercial found 
him to. fill the .bill. 

"This morning -McLeod was jrought 
up before Judge McLean :mri given a 
preliminary hearing. He asked that 
examination be waived and said that 
he was willing to plead guilty and 
would make an application, to court 
to be sentenced at once. 

The man "will be confined in the 
county jail until Judge Watts . pro- 
nounces 'his sentence which will not be 
less than ia term of imprisonment in 
Still-water penitentiary. To . steal an 
amount equal to. or more' than twehty- 
flve'-abllars is a penal offense.'

Victor Campbell a jeweler at Golden- 
dale, "Washington have completed an 
automatic gas cut-off that is causing 
amazement among gas companies, 
wnere Cor 25 years" efforts have been 
made and thousands of dollars wasted 
in experiments to secure a safety de- 
vice of this character. 

Tempting Offers Made 
The device was given a first test 
yesterday at the office of the Portland 
Gas Copany and already tempting of- 
fers have been made to the inventors 
' but they have declined to dispose of 
the invention. The principle Is ther- 
mostatic. It a brass bulb two inches 
in diameter adjustable to a gas jet 
or stove. The mechanism inside may 
be moved by releasing a spring. A 
small brass tube reaches up and en- 
circles the vent of the gas burner. 
When the light burns, liquid in the 
tube expands and presses down on a 
tiny brake wheel in the bulb, holding 
the mechanism which automatically 
shuts off tie gas in from 24 to 30i sec- 
onds. If the gas from any cause is set 
flowing through the jet, the mechan- 
ism closes thfe gas jet N. Campbell 
said this morning:

As its grounds the petition says fur- 
ther that he failed to make provis- 
ions for slopes in connection with the 
depth of the ditch, that there were no 
suitable and proper bench marks and 
that great inefficiency and negligence 
was, shown in the engineering of the 
plans on which the ditch was -to be 
constructed. 

Another Light Petition 

Attorney W. E. Rowe of this city al- 
so submitted a petition to Judge 
Watts- in connection with the same' 
ditch No. 55 and its branches I. 2,and 
3. The plaintiffs in this case are 
Louis Larson C. E. Bjornrud, August 
Edsten, Nels Vorberg, H. Ness, Jens 
Quam, W. J. Hainan, Sam Sutor. 

The petition is based on practically 
on the same grounds as the ono pres- 
ented by Martin O'Brien and likewise 
enjoins the construction of the ditch 
and assessments for same because 
such a ditch would be of no value 
whatever it is charged to tnose whom 
it is purposed to benefit. 

Jackson Discharged 

At ten o'clock this morning Adler 
C. Clausen appeared before Judge 
Watts in the matter of the granting of 
a writ of habeas corpus to' A. A. 
Jackson who has been imprisoned in.

The 
council will then advertise for .the 
bids for .putting the water system, 
and it is probable that the work will 
commence early in, October.

The amount of delinquent taxes 
shown on the. books of State Auditor 
Iverson July 31 was $1,890,838. This 
Mr. t Iverson says 'has since been re- 
duced $480,789, Ramsey, Hennepin, St 
Louis and Sherburne counties remit- 
ting their collections. 

When published, the delinquency 
was given as personal taxes, but Mr, 
Iverson says this Is an error. Only a 
small part of the delinquency is on 
personal property. Of the taxes due 
and which the auditor is now making 
an effort to collect, about three-eigais 
belongs to the revenue funl and '.he 
balance to the general school, uni- 
versity, funding tax and soldiers' re- 
lief funds. 

"The bulk of the delinquency/* s;aid 
Mr. Iverson, "is in unpaid reai estaic 
taxes and by law results in a forfeit- 
ure of the property to the state. TYe 
are now engaged in making plans to 
realize on that property in order that 
the state and local municipalities may 
be paid what is s due them, and also 
placing the property on a revenue pro- 
ducing basis in the future. Imder 
chapter 2 general laws of 1902, public 
sales of such real estate shall annu- 
ally be held, the first one of which 
takes place this year. 

Property Owners Careless 

"I <have sent out a circular letter 
to county auditors which I hope will 
result. in saving many tracts from sale 
The lists received show an amazing; 
carelessness on the part of property , 
owners, and they should lose no time 
in making payments to county treas 
urers. I 

State Auditor Iverson says today in 
a letter to county auditors and news-i 
papers: An examination of the lists; 
of real estate, forfeited to the State ; 
for non-payment of taxes, under the! 
old law and also under the 1902 law, \ 
discloses the fact that a great many 
people have been exceedingly careless 
in the matter of taxes, for in thous- 
ands of cases one year, and in hunt!-' 
reds of cases only a half year's taxes 
are delinquent, including farms, vil- 
lage and city property. These om- i 
isslons may have occurred four, five . 
or ten years ago, and the amount may ■' 



be small, but under the law the tract 
is forfeited to the state and subject 
to sale The sale will be held about 
November first next. In nearly all of 
such cases the taxes will be paid or 
redeemed when the personal notice of 
expiration of redemption ip serveu 
upon the owners thereof. This will 
impose quite an expense upon such 
owners. 

Should Examine Tax Lists 

Every real estate owner in the state 
should examine the forfeited Lax lists 
on file in the county auditor's oce, 
and also in the state auditor's office, 
to see whether or not he has forgotten 
to pay any of his taxes in years gone 
by.

DROP MAIL AT 

HIGHSPEED 

New Device Is Successfully Tested by 
Postal Men. 
Chicago, Aug. 27— Ccpt. B. L. West, 
superintendent of the railway mail 
service at Chicago, and. other post- 
office officials have been experiment- 
ing with a new devise for discharging 
mails from high oneod'trains. Repeat- 
ed tests have been made on the. Rock 
Island's Colorado fast mail at a num- 
ber of stations beUveeu Des Moines 
and Omaha. It had been possible for 
fast trains to pick up mails without 
slacking speed, bv.t tha discharge of 
mails by use of the crane endangered 
the mail by throwing it beneath, the 
wheels. The new device makes impos- 
sible to unload mails from one or all 
cars of a train without decreasing the 
speed. : ■ ;

The door also prevents leakage and 
settles thus one of the most difficult 
questions that have been perplexin: 
transportation experts ever since the 
railroads began. 

Mr. Thoreson has just received a 
communication from an eminent car 
house to refuse ?20,000 for the patent 
on the grain door that he has in- 
vented. It is very probable that the 
new appliance is w-orth multiples of 
that sum. We are led to believe that 
Mr. Thoreson is in the city in the 
interests of the new inventions and 
will soon place it on the market.

W. E. Rowe appears for the defend- 
ant. The new law is considered a 
reat injustice to the hunter by local 
sportsmen. Evidence was introduced 
to show that the dogs could not be 
proper' y conditioned for hunting with 
out this training in the fields for con- 
siderable time before the season op- 
ens.

The rural letter carriers are now to 
become knights of the paint brush, 
and will receive an additional compen 
sat ion for their extra work, which by 
the way, will not he compulsory 

There are 83,000 rural letter boxes 
in the country, and before the close of 
the summer months these boxes will 
green paint, which paint will he fur- 
nished the rural letter carters by the 
department. 

Some days ago the postmaster gen- 
eral asked the comptroller of the cur- 
rency if he could employ the rural let- 
ter carriers to paint the rural letter 
boxes The comptroller i decided that 
the postmaster general could contract 
with the rural carriers to paint the 
letter boxes, provided It did not in- 
terfere with the mall service, and the 
carriers are willing to do the work. 
The comptroller also suggested that 
ilt would only he proper to see that 
the work was done at a uniform price 

In a few days the rural letter car- 
riers will he informed by the depart- 
ment that they will be allowed so 
much per box, the price not having 
been fixed by the postmaster general, 
the department furnishing the paint.

UNTIL MONDAY 

Temporary Injunction of the Fosston | Ditch No 
55 will be brought up next week J Jury list for 
December term issued; 



From Tuesday's Daily— 

The case brought up yesterday mor 
uing before Juage SVatts in regard to 
the temporary injunction of ditch No. 
55 near Fosston was adjourned late 
yesterday afternoon until Monday 
morning. 

It is the desire of Mr. Beim to again 
go over the ditch and certify the 
plans that he has made of its con- 
struction. The investigations of the 
engineers Carroll and Heins have 
thrown a shade of question over the 
practicability of his plans. And the 
solid front presented by the petition- 
ers has urged him to investigate a 
plan which he may have accomplished 
hurriedly and without the thought 
that it required. 

The testimony of the engineers laid 
bare the statement that the wide dif- 
ference between the plans and the 
topography of the land across which 
ae ditch Is to he built ■would allow 
water to stand 2%' feet deep in some 
places and at one place along the rail 
road back up for the distance of one- 
half mile. Mr. Beim was on the stand 
all of yesterday afternoon. 

An Important Ditch 

Ditch number fifty-five is one of the 
most important ditches in the county. 
It is planned to be built with the ex- 
press intention of draining what pro- 
mises to be one of the most fertile 
regions in this part of the state. "With* 
its many branches it will be nine 
miles in length and runs along ' the 
south side of railroad near Fosston 
to the King Sletten ditch near Mc- 
intosh. The ditch is in the position 
to intercept the enormous overflow 
that is now a bad characteristic of 
that temtority. By the disposition' 
of thrs overflow and standing water 
thru a ditch of ^uch proportions as 
that proposed, vast acreage will he 
thrown open to most profitable culti- 
vation. 

The ditch can easily he built at the 
rare of §600 a mile. The condition or 
the roads near its projection and in- 
fluence will he of great additional ad- 
vantage thruout the year. The aver< 
age price involved in the construction 
of a ditch is $1200 or $1300 a mile. 

Not to Stop Ditch 

It is not the common sentiment 
among the engineers and farmers that 
are affected by the ditch that it should 
be entirely done away with. Indeed 
far to the contrary, they are merely 
not in agreement .with the plan set 
forth by Mr Beim the engineer. To 
such an extent do they realize the 
importance of the ditch that they 
have gone to .the limit of thoroughly 
investigating its proposed route and 
plan of construction as laid down by 
the engineer. The statement comes 
from reliable sources that know that 
the plan of the ditch will not permit 
the drainage of the country to the 



high degree that it would If the engin- 
eer who laid the ditch out had con- 
sulted -with his colleagues the city, 
county or state; engineer and examin- 
ed their advice' in the matter. It' is 
understood that the desire for Inde- 
pendence in the matter obstructed 
the view of an engineer who has pre- 
,viously been considered almost pe* 1 
feet ;

taint milk, so the feed seems to me a 
most essential point toward the pro- 
duction of pure milk. Good, clean 
feed, in barn and in pasture,' is the 
starting point toward the desired end. 
For this reason we must get the nox- 
ious weeds out of our pastures by 
mowing them nt least once each year 
—say after haying, when they are in 
bloom and may be most easily killed. 
Then we must see to it that the 
meadows are clean and free from 
weeds also, so that no hay with foul 
stuff may be put into the barn. All 
moldy bay should be rejected con- 
scientiously. 

Again, the care of the stables is a 
prime essential. Everything which 
tends to create foul odors about the 
barn must be scrupulously removed. 
Floors and walls should be kept clean. 
Pails and cans cannot be too clean. 
And yet we may fail unless the real 
work of milking is done properly. 
"Whenever upon rising from the milk- 
ing stool we find that there is a little 
cloud of dark dust upon the top of 
the foam that has gathered while we 
have been at work we may be sure 
that we have failed in our effort to do 
our work in a cleanly manner.

Hog Cholera Remedy. 

A preventive remedy for hog cholera 
which is also a good tonic for hogs 
is as follows: Wood charcoal, one 
pound; sulphur, one pound; sodium 
chloride, two pounds; sodium bicar- 
bomite, tw-o pouuds; sodium hyposul- 
phite, two pounds; sodium sulphate, 
one pound; antimony sulphide (black- 
antimony), one pound. The ingredients 
In the nbovc remedy should lie com- 
pletely pulverized and thoroughly 
mixed. The dose is a large tablespooii- 
fulfor each 200 pounds of weight of 
hog to be treated, given once per day 
mixed with their food. Hogs affected 
or exposed to cholera should bo given 
such rations as will keep the bowels 
free.— Fnrmers Advocate.

Care of Dairy litennils.

^lean cloths. Finally rinse again with 
cold water and if possible dry in the 
sun^ which Is a great purifier. Use no 
rusty or otberwise^rough cans or pails, 
for germs of disease will surely settle 
in every tiny crevice and afford a har- 
boring place for bacteria.— Farm and 
Fireside. 



Rich Milk Gave Lower Cost Butter. 

The result obtained with 172. dairy 
herds in Denmark, aggregating 3,723 
cows, were recently studied, says 
American Cultivator. The cows were 
arranged In eight classes, according to 
the average per cent of fat in their 
milk, each class having about the same 
number of cows. In the case of class 
1 (richest milk), 70.8 food units were 
required for the production of 100 
pounds of milk against Go units in 
the case of class 8 (poorest milk). One 
pound of butter required 10.83 food 
units in class 1 and 19.52 In class 8. 
The skim milk obtained per pound of 
butter was 22.3 and 28.4 pounds re- 
spectively for the two classes. At or- 
dinary prices of feeds and products it 
was found that a pound of butter was 
produced 2.8 cents cheaper by the cows 
producing rich milk than by those yield- 
ing milk low in butter fat.

"The reason that the root of chicory, 
the blue flower which covers waste 
places all over the northwestern states, 
is not a good substitute for coffee is 
that we have no alkaloid in chicory," 
said a Chicago chemist. "Moreover, 
we have no oil. Chicory contains a 
quantity of resinous matter and a 
quantity of matter closely resembling 
the narcotic principles obtained from 
the common lettuce. The milky juice 
contains a narcotic element. Although 
not eligible as a substitute for coffee, 
chicory can be used for adulterating 
coffee, and many people who get accus- 
tomed to the taste of the mixture pre- 
fer it to pure coffee. , In former times 
the prejudice against chicory was so 
great that English laws were passed 
against adding It to coffee, but I be- 
lieve there is no restriction «in England 
or elsewhere now. The use of chicory 
never got enough foothold In America 
to make 'it significant in the' volume of 
trade."— Milwaukee Free- Press. .

The rumors of the conditions of the 
crop follow upon one another closely 
and with swifL change. The utter- 
ances of Tom, Dick and Harry are 
quoteu copied and scattered by news- 
' papers into the most separate .parts 
of the United States. The situation 
is one difficult to get at and when 
readied overpowering -with its iuinien 
sity. 

Now the main effect of these re- 
ports will not be to discourage immi- 
gration entirely of course but will 
discourage a part. The agitation ot 
the sentiment of the "swampy, im- 
possible" conditions of the northwest 
spreads surely southward and into 
the other states. 

In an effort to affect the price and 
the bears and bulls on the Board of 
Trade . at the various commercial cen- 
ters the men who are handling those 
machinations are enacting operations 
directly opposed to the development 
of the' Northwest. 

The wrong Is evident to au intel- 
ligent inhabitant of |th,is territory. 
Some farmers it is true are losing a 
great part of their crop — never all. 

But there are — and they are in 
greater abundance — farmers who are 
obtaining profitable yields from the 
lands they till. 

The conditions of a man's, crop and 
of his farm depends mainly upon the 
common sense that he used in choos- 
ing it in the first place. The farmers 
that chose fiat ,ow places are suffer- 
ing — the water will not drain off. 
Those |that chose wisely chose high 
places jWhere the ground rolled that 
the water would find its direction 
away oil the land. 

If those who come from below come 
with the full knowledge of. the con- 
ditions that are prevalent in Red Riv- 
er Valley and use and select their 
farms upon the use of that knowledge 
there will be no loss accruing to them 
One needs only to go outside of 
the city of Crookston to notice tie 
intelligence that each farmer used in 
the selection of his farm. Some suf- 
ier and their hinder wheels slip, tneir 
wheat shocks rot at the bottom while 
perhaps right adjoining him is the 
thresher at work and binders busv 
unhindered all the day long. 



KEEP OFF THE GRASS 

The inrush of i hunters from almost 
every state north of the Ohio and east 
of the~ Mississippi during tho open 
season in this state is not just in the 
highest degree satisfactory to the rar- 
mers of these northern counties 'vhere 
roam the chicken and the moose. In. 
past years the utter disregard of the 
interests of the farmer that i-^ese men 
from the cities usual 1 / express has 
been enough experience. A lence 
pulled down and left demolished, new 
sow;n fields trampled reckles.viy, lives 
and property ea laagered by careless 
and unskilled shooting has not been 
of a character to hind the hunter 
and the farmer i*i c'OFer tics of friend 
ship. 

This Is further an imposition when 
considered in connection with the 
customs of cities "no loafin£" on park 
seats when the days are hot and the 
city pavements dusty. "Keep off the 
Grass" when one is almost gone with 
fatigue and other disconiforcs forced 
upon one by the restrictions of muni- 
cipal authority. 

Now we advise the farmers to lake 
the law into their own hands and 
when the dude nimrods imperil cattle 
and horses and theni'ie /ts by erawi- 
ing over his fence, tearing it down, 
stop things. Put your "keep off the 
grass" sign over what l,nd work has 
brought to you and prevent its des- 
poliation by those of the hunters that 
do not regard its Importance.

Ink may be removed successfully from 
colored clothes by soaking them in 
sweet milk. Mildew will usually dis- 
appear If soaked In sour milk and then 
washed In the usual manner. Chloride 
of lime will also remove mildew stains, 
but it must be well diluted and care- 
fully used.

' Crookstcm is twelfth in size among 
Minnesota cities. The last five years 
has witnessed the event of Crookston 
leaping past seven cities to a place 
near the head. 

The state census bureau handed out 
another batch of interesting data to- 
day having to do with the population 
of cities and villages in 1905, 1900 and 
1905. 

The figures show that while ten 
years ago there were only forty cities 
in the state of over 2,000 population, 
in the present year there are fifty-nine 
Five years ago the number was fifty- 
one. 

Same Relative Rank 
The first seven cities in the list have 
maintained the same relative rank for 
ten years. These cities are Minnea- 
polis, St. Paul Duluth Winona Still- 
water, Mankato, St Cloud. 

Fifteen cities out of fifty-nine main- 
tained the same rank for five years. 

Thief River Falls gained 29 places 
in 5 years; Hibbing, 25 places; Bemi- 
dji 15 places; East Grand Forks, 14 
. Virginia, 13, and 'Cloquet, 12. 

The marvelous growth of the town 
of Hibbing located on the range is 
shown by the fact that in ten years it 
gained 75 in number in rank. 

In the same period East Grand 
Forks gained 21 places, Staples 20, 
Pipestone 19, Two Harbors 18, and 
Crookston, 7.

SIMPLY CAN'1' GRANT REQUEST 
WHEN IT WOULD DISPLACE 
TEACHERS 

Superintendent or County Schools 
Thomas Casey, is busy today with his 
assistant Ed Welte of Lengby; who ar- 
rived in the city the other day. The 
superintendent's office is deluged with 
requests for permits to teacn from 
those of the prospective teachers who 
failed in tneir examinations. It Is the 
custom where certified teachers are 
not numerous enough to fill the county 
schools to allow permits to such an 
amount as will be necessary. In this 
connection Mr. Casey says: "We are 
compelled to refuse to issue permits 
to those who did not pass in the re- 
cent state examinations. Our (sym- 
pathy is with them. It is difiicult for 
us to refuse to grant them what they 
wish. Many are well qualified. But is 
only fair and simply a "business pro- 
proposition that we are not able to 
allow permits when under present cir 
cumstances every such action on our 
part would deprive a teacher who has 
qualified herself formally by passing 
examination of a position in the 
schools. 

A Blank Form 
"We have been seriously consider- 
ing" said Mr Casey "getting out a 
blank form of refusal such, as publish- 
ers use to reject manuscripts, 'regret 
your manuscripts are not available 
for our present uses' but as nearly a 
score of such requests have been turn 
ed down already we are hopeful none 
else will impose upon us.

bilk and Beef Qualities Won't Com- 
bine In One Breed. 

From an address delivered by A. J. 
TVa^g, Mindenioya, Canada, we print 
the following paragraphs, wbich show 
clearly the fallacy of trying to breed 
cattle that will produce both milk and 
beef: 

At the present time we have two 
types of cattle— the dairy and beef 
types. They did not always exist as 
such. The time was, centuries ago, 
when these tyrres were one, but as man 
took hold of that original type those 
who wished to produce beef selected 
and bred those auimals whiijh would 
produce the largest amount of beef re- 
gardless of the milk they gave, while 
those who were after milk, butter and 
cheese selected and bred "those cows 
which would give the largest yield of 
these products regardless of their 
breeding qualities. This process has 
been carried on with intelligence and 
skill for many years, the two parties 
traveling, as it were, in opposite direc- 
tions, until at the present time we have 
certain breeds of a square blocky type 
used solely for the production of beef 
and certain other breeds, lighter and 
of a more f.lender type, for the produc- 
tion of dairy products. 

Now, whenever we try to, combine 
these two types the tendency Is to pull 
down what others labored long to build 
up, without getting the highest yield of 
either beef or dairy products. We can- 
not bend our energies toward produc- 
ing a high average milk record for our 
cows without fear of getting away 
from the beef qualities, and vice versa. 

In improving our herds it Is not ad- 
visable to buy many expensive cows. 
It may be the quickest way, but it is 
not the most economical way. But by 
using the best sires obtainable and by 
raising calves from our best cows and 
putting them Into the herd as we weed 
out poor cows we can rapidly build up 
a good dairy herd. Too many people 
are using grade sires. No greater mis- 
take can be made. It has been truly 
said that the sire is half the herd. By 
using a pedigreed animal we can 
study the merits of the animal from 
which our sire was bred. If we select 
a good sire, bred from good' stock for 
two or three generations back, we may 
be reasonably sure he will get good 
stock in his offspring.

Influence of Weather on Milk. 

The department of agriculture has 
received the report of an experiment 
made in England to determine the ef- 
fects of the weather on the quality of 
milk. Over 1,100 samples of milk have 
been examined during the last three 
years and comparisons made with the 
rainfall records during the same pe- 
riod. . YSTiile great, variations were ob- 
served in different years and in differ- 
ent periods of the same year, the, re- 
sults were considered as affording no 
evidence whatever that excessively dry 
or excessively wet weather produced 
any Influence upon the quality of milk.

REV. HUFNAGEL HOLDS. SER-

in Germany and in Rome, held ser- 
vices at St. Mary's church for the first 
time since his return Sunday.

now engaged; in the sale of liquor 
would have to suffer penalty for their 
acts if the matter is taken up. 

Remembers Old Case 

"Now right' down here on Robert 

street there occurred a case of about 

the same questions as are brought up 

in this matter, 

"There was a man named Laravie 
on Robert street — a big trader. He 
carted M3 gallons of whiskey in stock. 
In the year 18S3, May 7, Laravie was 
brought before court for violating this 
article of the treaty and after a series 
of fights in the courts he suffered, the 
confiscation of his entire stock of 
merchandise. . Mr. Laravie is now 
farmer near Red Lake Falls utterly 
ruined by the penalty that was meted 
out to him. ,He asked me to do some- 
thing to relieve him about two years 
ago but upon investigation I found it 
impossible to do so." 

After a reference to the books 
whose cases Mr. Steenerson has 'at 
his fingers end the article of the treaty 
appears to affect this country alone 
and those in ;Bemidji and points east 
can only be 1 affected by articles in 
other treaties which Mr. Steenerson 
does not remember to exist.

TO MEET AT CHAKHEDZA 




Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 13. — Minnie 
Lee, a- Chicago woman who Gov. Her- 
rick says is trying to blackmail him 
out of a sum of money, arrived in Co- 
lumbus yesterday morning to confer 
■with Judge Ulrich Sloan, whom she de- 
sires to take her claim against the 
governor. A child that figures as the 
basis of the claim, a pale-faced boy of 
about nine years, was with her. 

The whole morning was spent at her 
attorney's office. To reporters she 
said she was not the Minnie Lee that 
had a claim against the governor, but 
finally admitted her identity and re- 
fused to discuss her case. She did not 
call upon the governor, though she 
■was within a square of Lis office when 
she called upon Judge Sloan. 
Has Plenty of Money. 
Judge Sloan demanded of her 5500 
with which to meet the expenses of an 
investigation of her case. She did not 
demur to this proposition and left for 
Chicago to get t..e vnciey. She seems 
to be well supplied wi:h funds, and a 
detective who shadowed her from Chi- 
cago to Cleveland and to this city, 
said she stopped at the best hotels and 
traveled in the most luxurious man- 
ner. 

' Judge Sloan said that both attorneys 
for Gov. Herrick and Supt. Schumach- 
er of the Pinkerton detective agency 
had urged him to drop the case. 

"I would bring such an action 
against the president as quickly as 
against any private citizen if I thought 
the claim was just," said Judge Sloan. 
Gov. Herrick denies the story sent 
out from Chicago that the Lee woman 
has a photograph of a check from him 
showing that he paid her money. "Any 
check of that kind is a forgery," said 
the governor. 

Lawyer Remembers Woman. 
Cincinnati, Sept. 13. — Thomas B. 
Paxton, a member of one of the most 
prominent legal firms of this city, said 
last night: 

"About two years ago, just at the 
time when Mr. Herrick first came out 
as a candidate for governor, our firm 
had something to do with a case of a 
woman who was apparently trying to 
blackmail Mr. Herrick. Her name, I 
believe, was Lawrence, and she was 
from Chicago. Of course I do not 
know if she is the woman who is now 
tl/reatening .'.:. Herrick. 

"At the time I speak of, Mr. Her- 
rick's Cleveland attorneys, through 
correspondence, instructed us to see a 
legal firm of this city and learn their 
real attitude in connection with a 
suit it was understood they were 
about to bring against the governor 
concerning the maintenance of a child 
alleged to have been born to this wo- 
man while she was in London. The 
Cleveland attorneys acting for Mr. 
Herrick had secured a great lot of tes- 
timony through detectives. 
Calls It Blackmail. 
"I had a consultation with Thomas 
Shay of the law firm and laid all the 
testimony before him. The testimony 
had fully convinced me that the wo- 
man was a fraud and that she was try- 
ing to blackmail Mr. Herrick. We had 
ample proof that the child she claimed 
as her own was not hers at all. Mr. 
Shay, after carefully investigating, de- 
cided that his firm would have nothing 
further to do with the case. He told 
me to-day he had had nothing to do 
with it since. 

"The woman afterward called on me 
and I declined absolutely to have any- 
thing to do with her case. I know 
thoj^absoiutely not pne dollar was paid 
at that time to the woman by Mr. Her- 
rick." . 



New Yorlt, Sept. 13. — Twelve per- 
sons 'were 'killed and more than a 
score injured, several of them fatally, 
and many [of them seriously, when a 
car crowded with early morning work- 
ers on their way down town pitched 
headlong into the street. 

The cause of the accident and the 
immediate) responsibility remain to be 
determined. The motorman of the 
wrecked train is a fugitive, while a 
switchman^ conductor and four guards 
are under arrest. 

The switchman is charged with man- 
slaughter, and the trainmen are held 
as witnesses. 

Caused by a Mistake. 
Whatever may nave caused the mis- 
take, the accident, the worst in the 
history of .the overhead railroads in 
New York, came when a- south-bound 
train on the Ninth avenue lino was 
switched off to the Sixth avenue line 
at the Fifty-third street junction. The 
motorman, expecting a clear track on 
the direct line of Ninth avenue, or dis- 
regarding the warning signal that the 
switch was open, rushed his train 
along at a high rate of speed. The 
first car swung around the right angle 
curve, holding to the rails because of 
the weight behind. Then the strain 
became too great. The couplings 
broke, the second car was whirled 
about almost end for end, and, to the 
horror of those who looked on from 
below, 

Pitched Into the Street. 
Those passengers who had not 
jumped from platforms and windows 
before the plunge came, were thrown 
into a mass at the forward end of the 
car. As the injured men and women 
were struggling to free themselves the 
heavy front trucks of the third car fell 
almost in their midst as the car itself 
jumped partly oft" the elevated struc- 
ture and was wedged against a build- 
ing. 

Huge crowds were soon on the 
scene, and the first work of the hastily 
summoned police reserves was direct- 
ed to clearing a way for the effective 
rescue of the passengers pinned down 
by the wreckage. Almost every ambu- 
lance in Manhattan was summoned 
and the injured and dead were hurried 
away with all speed. 

Fire Breaks Out. 
Three alarms of fire brought many 
engines to the scene. A slight fire, 
caused by burning insulation, was 
quickly extinguished and the firemen 
set to work taking out the dead and 
injured. The task was not an easy 
one, for the heavy car in- falling had 
almost completely burled' pedestrians 
in its wreckage. 

Eight persons were dead when taken 
out of the wreck and four died later 
at hospitals. 

Coroner Scholer ordered the arrest 
of all of those Immediately concerned. 
The motorman, Paul Kelly, could not 
be found, and at a late hour last night 
he was still missing. 

Two versions of the cause of the 
wreck were told to the coroner. One 
of these was that the switchman had 
set the track for a Sixth avenue train, 
and, when 

He Saw His Mistake, 
attempted to rectify it while the train 
was on the curve, the change throwing 
the second, third and fourth cars off 
the track. 

The switchman, however, declares 
the wrecked train had Sixth avenue 
signals set, and he expected It to slow 
down to take the curve. Instead, It 
maintained the speed usual with 
Ninth avenue trains on the direct line. 
Conductor Johnson said: 

"The signals were Bet wrong. That 
was the trouble. They were set green 
and yellow, which is for a Sixth ave- 
nue train." 



Tlflis, Sept. 13.— There seems to 
je no end to the atrocities committed 
by the Tartars and the Musselmen. 
Stories of fresh outrages in Caucasus 
are brought in hourly. At Baku a band 
of Tartars barricaded themselves in 
tie home of a rich Mussulman and 
fired at a pasing patrol. The artillery 
was then sent ior and when tne guns 
arrived and were trained upon the 
house a refusal to surrender came 
from the Tartars, who kept up the 
fire upon the soldiers. 



The cannons were then fired and re- 
tired until the house was reduced to 
ruins- and all tne Tartars perished to 
a man. 

. Similar scenes are being enacted all 
pver the Caucasian district in many 
cases the Tartars getting the better 
of the troops, and sacking and pillag- 
ing everywhere goes merrily on.

Montreal, Sept. 13.— J. Albert Mar- 
tin, son of the Junior partner of Mayor 
La Porte of this city, after playing 
with his three little children at his 
home yesterday, took the youngest 
daughter, five years old, into an ad- 
joining room and strangled her. When 
the crime was discovered Martin ap- 
peared to be perfectly cool and com- 
posed.

Helsingfors, Finland, Sept. 13.— Cus- 
toms officials on Saturday discovered 
660 carbines of Swedish manufacture, 
with bayonets and 120,000 cartridges 
on a barren island in the Quit of 
Bothnia, near Kernl. On Sunday 
morning a boat belonging to the cus- 
toms service discovered a 300-ton 
steamer near Kalfskaer rock, twenty 
miles outside Jakobstad. 
The captain and'members of the crew, 
who spoke In English, declared that 
the steamer was fully loaded with 
rifles and cartridges, and thereupon 
the customs officials ordered the cap- 
tain to take his vessel into port and 
discharge the cargo. The steamer 
proceeded toward the shore, the cus- 
toms boat going in the meanwhile to- 
ward a near-by Island. Suddenly sev- 
eral 

Explosions Were Heard 
from the steamer, and the customs of- 
ficers returning, found the vessel sink- 
ing and her crew in lifeboats disap- 
pearing hurriedly toward the south. 
The officers immediately pressed Into 
service a number of fishermen, who 
unloaded most of the ommunition on 
the boat. 

The steamer grounded in shoal 
water. Her name was painted over, 
only the letters "John Bash FTON" be- 
ing visible. American and German 
flags were found on board the vessel. 
On the night previous to the discovery 
of the rifles and ammunition on the 
island near Kernl, a fisherman, he de- 
clared, saw a small steamer cruising 
in a curious manner in the offing. 
Organized Revolution. 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 12.— The new3 
from Finland of the accidental discov- 
ery of the importation of rifles and am- 
munition in large quantities is tho 
most serious disclosure regarding the 
revolutionary movement in Russia 
that has yet been made, as it indicates 
an intention to form a regular mili- 
tary organization. The importation of 
revolvers to Finland, Poland, the 
Baltic provinces and other districts of 
Russia has been an open secret for a 
long time. In fact the initiated have 
found little difficulty in purchasing re- 
peating pistols of a small type In St. 
Petersburg itself. 

To Resist the Troops. 
The importation of small-caliber re- 
peating rifles and carbines of a mod- 
ern type, however, pre-supposes a de- 
sign to organize formal resistance to 
the troops, and the presence of bayo- 
nets in the consignment strengthens 
this supposition. 

It is considered here that the active 
faction of the Young Fenoman party 
of Finland Is probably involved in the 
conspiracy, and it is recalled that the 
investigation into the assassination of 
Gen. Bobrikoff, governor general of- 
Finland, in June of last year, disclosed 
the existence of a society formed for 
the purpose of importing arms. 
Situation Grows Worse. 
The latest private telegrams to be 
received from Baku reports that the 
situation is growing worse. 

Other unconfirmed dispatches as- 
sert that the rioters are stubbornly 
continuing their attacks and that the 
Tartars and Kurds are plundering in 
the "Blacktown" district. The dis- 
patches say that on Sunday the sol- 
diers fired into a crowd of Russian 
workmen, killing seventeen. 

A dispatch to the Caucasus Oil com- 
pany from Baku says that the fires in 
the oil fields are practically exhausted 
and that the military authorities are 
stationing guards in the district.

This is the startling conclusion drawn 
from an opinion by the attorney gen- 
eral of the jTJ. S. wno holds that the 
lands in question are still "Indian land 
and subject to the terms of the treaties 
under which] they were acquire trom 
the Indians! There were three dis- 
tinct treaties covering different sectons 
but in each' treaty the conditon was 
made that the sale of liquor should 'be 
prohibited in the territory ceded "un- 
til otherwise provided by congress or 
ordered by the president of the Unit 
ed States." 

Congress 'has never ordered other 
wise so it seems to be up to President 
Roosevelt If he desires to follow up 
the opportunity offered by Attorney 
General Moody's decision, he can de- 
cree that Minneapolis, Duluth and all 
northern Minnesota shall be "dry.'' 
In fact unless he orders otherwise, fed 
eral officers can proceed to clos? the 
saloons of Minneapolis. 

Confiscation 

The opinion of Attorney General 
Moody at Washington is based on the 
case of Richard Funk who set up a sa- 
loon at Ball Club on an Indian allot- 
ment sold under the provisions of the 
law relating to 'inherited' lands. This 
case was recently decided in favor of 
the government. 

"Last March the secretary of the in- 
terior, at the request of the commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs asked Moody 
for an opinion on the question whether 
Funk, as a purchaser of inherited land 
having title to that land could sell 
liquor tnereon.

Steenerson's Speech 

Congressman Halvor Steenerson also 
calls attention to the scope of the In- 
dian treaties. He says: 

"That the provisions of these trea- 
ties prohibiting the sale of liquor in 
territory ceded is valid has been de- 
cided twice by the United States su- 
preme court in the case of the United 
States vs. Forty-three Gallons of Whis 
ky. That case originated in the seiz- 
ure of the stock of goods of .Barnard 
Laravier of Crookston by the United 
States marshal in 1872, made on the 
ground that the liquor was introduced 
contrary to Article VII of the treaty 
of 1SG3. The late United States Sena- 
tor Cushman K. Davis appeared for the 
defendant in the case and a decision 
was handed down by the United States 
district court in favor of Laravier. The

Minneapolis, Sept. 7. — Officers of the 
State Drainage league, recently or- 
ganized at Crookston, carried their 
campaign into Minneapolis today. 
They are here. to interest Twin City 
business men in the movement and to 
raise a fund with which to maintain 
a permanent lobby at Washington. 
Congress will be asked to make a lib- 
eral appropriation for the drainage of 
the vast swamp area in northern Min- 
nesota. 

In the party which descended on 
Minneapolis today were A. G. Bernard 
of Cass Lake president of the league 
H. G. Hayes of Bemidji, its secretary 
Charles E. Warner of Aitkin first vice 
president and state Immigration com 
missioner and -*. L. Cole of Walker, 
author of a law under which a com- 
prehensive survey of the swamp area 
Is now being made. The party was 
entertained at luncheon 'by Senator J. 
F. Calhoun, Minneapolis member of 
the executive committee and there 
met a number of business men. The 
league intends to carry its organiza- 
tion into the cities and to organize 
each county and congressional dis 
trict so as to furnish support for the 
work. 

Bernard Speaks 

Mr. Bernard said: "There are 
11,000,000 acres of swamp land in the 
northern Minnesota, which if drained 
would be valuable agricultural land. 
There is no reason why the govern- 
ment should spend millions on irriga- 
tion of lands in the west, for the ben- 
efit of certain localities and individu- 
als and neglect to drain the water off 
our swamp lands. We are going to 
make a strong case before congress 
this winter, according to the plan sug- 
gested by Senator Clapp at the Crook- 
ston convention, and we want to main 
tain a permanent lobby at Washington 
to further the interests of drainage. 
We will Insist on the recognition of 
our claims along with those of irri- 
gation, and if appropriations for drain 
age are denied, we will see that no 
money is spent on irrigation. 

"The business interests of the Twin 
Cities have a vital interest in this 
drainage question. The redemption of 
this vast area of land, which will make 
productive farms, will add immensely 
to the wealth of the territory tributary

St. Paul, Sept. 7— Word has been 
received here from Cass Lake that In- 
dian Agent Scott of Walker has re- 
ceived instructions from the interior 
department to proceed with the en- 
forcement of the law forbidding liquor 
in so-called "Indian country" and the 
"United States District Attorney Houpt 
states that that the strict enforcement 
of the law would result In the con- 
fiscation of every saloon .or liquor 
store in all of Minnesota north of 
Fort Snelling. This would include 
the cities of Minneapolis, Duluth, St. 
Cloud, Moorhead Crookston, East 
Grand Forks, and hundreds of small- 
er places. The district attorney says 
that if the law is enforced the "lid 1 
will be shut down so tight in Northern 
Minnesota that only an act of Con- 
gress -can raise it. 

Decision of Court 

The order of the Interior depart- 
ment is said to be based upon the de- 
cision of TJhited States Judges Loch- 
ren and Morris who In recent cases 
decided that it was unlawful to main- 
tain a saloqn upon allotted Indian 
lands, even after the fee had passed 
to the white person. This decision, 
the United States attorney of the dis- 
trict says is based upon the treaties 
with the Indians, negotiations in 1854 
by which the United States acquired 
Indian lands in the Red River valley. 
One of the articles In this treaty pro- 
hibited the sale of liquor in this ter- 
ritory until otherwise provided by act 
of congress. Under this section a test 
case was made in 1873 and the sup- 
reme court of the United States up- 
held the treaty provisions 

Steenerson's Threat 
There are two other treaties with 
the Indians, negotiated in 1854 and 
1S55, ceding to the United States the 
Lake Superior country including Du- 
luth and northwestern Wisconsin and 
the middle section of the state north, 
of Fort Snelling. Both of these treat- 
ies contain a prohibitory clause and 
Congressman Halvor Steenerson, of 
Crookston, who was in St. Paul tOi 
night said that if the Interior depart- 
ment attempted to enforce the law In 
the Red River Valley towns he would 
insist upon Its enforcement eslewhere. 
Mr. Houpt says that he had not re- 
ceived any orders from his department 
regarding the enforcement of the law 
but was ready to act when Instruc- 
tions were received.

From Wednesday's Dally — 

At the meeting o£ the city council 
last night the special committee, which 
was appointed to investigate the mat- 
ter of securing the property between 
Dr. Pleth's and Mr. Halvorson's resi- 
dence on Ash street being lots 5 and 
6 and part of lot 7 of block 1 L/orlngs 
adltion, as an addition to the city park 
and a suitable sight for the library 
•which was offered by Carnegie, report, 
ed that the lots would have to be se- 
cured by condemnation proceedings as 
they could not be bought. The owner 
is Arthur Hirtley a nonresident. The 
council ordered the land condemned 
and appointed Win. Anglim, C. C. 
Strander and M. B. Kirsch as a board 
of appraisers to fix the value of the 
property. 

The finance committee reported due 
a large number of bills which were 
ordered paid. A little matter came 
up last night at the council which 
shows that the city lockup is a poor 
place to board. A bill which was held 
out of the last batch acted on by the 
council pending an investigation was 
one -from R Marrotte of the Grand 
Central hotel for lunches and meals 
furnished prisoners in the city jail. 
Some members of the council wonder 
ed at the lunches and Chief Eck was 
called upon to explain. He said the 
lunches were given to men taken late 
in the afternoon rather than buy them 
a full meal. When asked if a man 
were brought in at ten o'clock at night 
would he be given anything to eat 
that night? He said, "No, not till the 
next day at noon." The bill was al- 
lowea and ordered paid. 

The city welghmaster's report lor 
July was receipts, $13.20, for August, 
$1G.90. 

A resolut.on was adopted by unani- 
mous vote to set aside the corner of 
land which forms the intersection ot 
Robert, McLean and Washington 
streets in Jeromes adition as a city 
park the same to be Tjouievarded, 
fenced and planted to trees and grass 
and maintained in proper shape by the 
city. A letter was read from i'hos. 
Kelly of East Grand Forks asking for 
damages which he alleges were done to 
his property because of dirt piled on 
his lot from the street. The matter 
was referred to the Street and Bridge 
committee. Some time ago the chair- 
man of the poor committee, Mr. Misner 
recommended that the amount which 
was' being given the Supernault fam- 
ily in Carman be cut in half as he had 
found on investigation that the family 
which consists of a mother grand- 
mother and son and daughter owned 
the property they were living in and 
that the son was drawing, forty dollars 
a month salary. This order was held 
up by the clerk pending an investiga- 
tion by the council. The council 
passed an ordinance sustaining Mr. 
Misner and covering any such reoc- 
curence in the future. 

City Engineer Carroll reported that 
the Water Works Co., should be in- 
structed to remove the old pipes on 
Robert Street before the paving is laid 
and replace them with 8 inch cast iron 
pipes, the report was accepted and a 
resolution will be passed to that effect 
Only one sealed bid was received tor 
the paving on Roberts St. from Broad- 
way to the Jeromes Bridge and this 
was referred' to the Street and Brjdge 
committee. This was from P. McDon- 
ald and was for four different grades 
of creosote block paving, the prices 
being $3.00, ?2.90, $2.85 and $2.75 re- 
spectively.. 

Mr. J. D. McPhee was appointed suc- 
cessor to Alderman Misner to take et- 
fect last night on adjournment of the 
council. 

The report of the comptroller's es- 
timate for the current expenses for the 
coming year cannot he published in 
full at this time for lack of space. 
Following are the totals as estimated 
by him.

That the state board of equalization 
means business this year, was demon- 
strated tody at the eapltol, St Paul, 
when it held Its first meeting for act- 
ive business and refused to consider 
a proposal to lower a class assessment 
below a figure recommended to the as 
sessors for that class by the board of 
one year ago. 

T. J. Meighen representing the com 
mittee having the assessment of live- 
stock in hand reported in favor of fix- 
ing the average assessment of two- 
year-old horses at $16 each, and ad- 
justing the various -county assess- 
ments in this class to this figure. DIs- 
cusion at once showed that the 'board 
was not with Mr. Meighen. He event- 
ually substituted a resolution which 
was adopted providing that the state 
hoard not reduce in this class the as- 
sessment in any county where the 
county average is not up to the aver- 
age returned thruout the state, which 
is $17.70. ' 

Many Two Year Olds 
The total return in the state this 
year on 2-year-olds is $84-4,022, com- 
pared with $884,279, as left by the 
state board one year ago. In the work 
of equalizing "the assessments in this 
class throughout the state, nearly 
half the counties received slight m- 
crea-es. The heaviest increases in 
this class were: 20 per cent in Jack- 
son, Pipestone, Polk, Red Lake Ren- 
ville, Rock, : Stearns and Nobles; 15 
per cent increases in Becker, Nicollet 
and Benton. : 

One-year-old horse . were returned 
this year at $494,758, as compared 
with $493,627 as left by the board last 
year. Little change was therefore nec- 
essary in this class. Six counties were 
increased as follows: 25 per cent in 
Benton, Polk and Red Lake; 15 in 
Cottonwood,: 10 in Mille Lacs and 
Kenabec. Decreases, loper cent in 
Goodhue 10 per cent in Kittson.

Local saloon men may not be so ex- 
ercised over the recent liquor question 
that has been agitating this nortn 
country when they learn mat the 
treaty does not cover the sale of beer 
Congresman Steenerson made the an- 
nouncement yesterday in the land of- 
fice after examining the records of the 
transfer of this country to the United 
States and the treaty involved,' that 
the document only made mention of 
"spirltous" liquors and that this ex- 
cluded the consideration of beer which 
was not a spirltous liquor under the 
interpretation of the law. 

The following is the text of the sixth 
article of the treaty: The laws of the 
United States now in force or that 
shall hereinafter be enacted prohibit- 
ing the introduction and sale of spirlt- 
ous liquors in the Indian country, 
shall be in full force and effect thruout 
the country hereby ceded until other- 
wise directed by Congress or the Pres- 
ident of the United States. 

The land covered however by this 
treaty is only limited to the neighbor- 
hood of Crookston, the eastern bound- 
ary being near the east county line 
and south to the center of Norman, 
county.

It is very probable that Hon. Hal- 
vor Steenerson will 'he called upon to 
defend the case which is now pending 
near Ball Club and which was the 
matter that started the recent agita- 
tion.

There is not the least probability- ot 
the government confiscating stocks oE 
liquors or closing saloons in any Min- 
nesota towns or cities. Wherever 
there is a municipal charter and city 
authorities who fix a rate of liquor li- 
cense under the state law the federal 
government will not intervene. 

The old act of 1855 defining Indian 
country, is regarded as obseiete and 
void. Conditions nave entirely chang- 
ed since then. The state by its police 
power, controls the* liquor traffic in all 
incorporated cities and towns and vil- 
lages. In some cases county author- 
ities control it 

In individual cases like that ot 
Funk who tried to start a saloon at 
Ball Club Lake the complaint is base,, 
on selling liquor to an Indian or Indi- 
ans. 

There are Both state and federal 
laws against seling liquor to Indians, 
hen:e the cases have been decided ad- 
versely. Years ago, before the state 
of Minnesota had passed laws regard- 
ing the sale of liquor to Indians, the 
federal government did seize quanti- 
ties, of liquors in the Indian country. 
But in each case the consignee of the 
liquors had paid no state or municipal 
license. This is the opinion ot an old 
government employe who has handled 
details in several cases like that in 
Minnesota.

A race for the Pacific coast is said 
to be on ; between the Northwestern 
and St Paul railroads. The purpose 
of building such a line is indicated 
by the incorporation of the Pierre, 
Rapid City and Northwestern Railway 
company at Pierre. The Northwestern 
has purchased the old right of way 
surveyed and acquireu years ago and 
purposes commencing construction at 
once. Material has been hurried to 
Pierre, which is the yestern terminus 
of the Northwestern, and everything 
is- ready for the western race in con- 
struction. 

The new line will -take the Bad 
river route through Stanley county 
across the corner of Lyman county 
and through Pennington county to 
Rapid City a distance of 165 miles. 

At Rapid City the new line will con 
nect with the branch line of the North 
western connecting Dakota Junction 
with Deadwood) and Middle Creek; 

The St Paul is already construct- 
ing an extension from Chamberlain, 
S.. D., west almost parallel to the Nor- 
thwestern's proposed route. 



In the matter of the temporary in 
junction in the case of ditch number 
55 Judge Watts of the district court 
filed papers in the decision ^n the 
Clerk of Court's office early today. It 
was held by the court that the survey 
of Engineer Beim was not so faulty 
as to require an entirely new survey 
of the ditch. Hence the petition fo; 
an temporary Injunction which was 
brought by Nat Carver of the Fo'sston 
district directly along' the line of the 
proposed ditch was denied. The mat- 
ter is now up to the Board of County 
Commissioners. They are discussing 
it this afternoon. 



Not to Stop Ditch 
It is not the common sentiment 
among the engineers and farmers that 
are affeoted by tie ditch that it should 
be entirely done away with. Indeed 
far to the contrary, they are merely 
not in agreement -with the plan set 
forth by Mr jBeim the engineer. To 
BUtih- an extent do they realize the 
importance of the ditch that they 
have gone to the limit of thoroughly 
Investigating its proposed route and 
plan of construction as laid down by 
tihe engineer. The statement comes 
from reliable sources that know that 
the plan of the ditch will not permit 
the drainage of <the country to the 



H. G. Hayes editor and publishel 
of the Bemidjl Sentinel and Secretary 
ot the league was in Duluth- yesterday 
In regard to the purpose of tne State 
(Drainage organization he said las/ 
night: 

"We are trying to arouse the citi- 
zens of the state to an appreciation of 
the benefits to be derived from the re- 
clamation of the 11,000,000 acres o£ 
submerged state lands and land held 
in trust by the government in the 
shape of forest reserves and. Indian 
reservations. 

"Of this immense area 1,000,000 
acres is situated in St. Louis county, 
while in Beltrami there are 1,400,000 
acres. It is situated in such a way 
that it could be easiiy be reclaimed 
by drainage. Most of the reservations 
are situated around natural drainage 
basins. The Red Lake reservation is 
near Red Lake, the Winnebogoshish 
Leech and CMppeawa yesarvatlons 
have similar locations. 

"This would make it possible to 
drain the land at an average expense 
of from 75 cents to $1.25 an acre, and 
It could be raised from a condition ot 
wortnlessness to a value of from $7 
to $12 per acre. The sale of these 
lands would net tne state from $40,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000. 

"This money woud go into the state 
school fund and would be divided ac 
cording to the school population, so 
that the southern part of tne state 
would reap the greatest benefit So 
the project is not a matter of interest 
to this part of the state alone but to 
all Minnesota. 

Hopes to Increase Lists 

"The league now includes between 
700 and 900 members since It smeet- 
ing held recently in Crookston. We 
hope that it will soon have 35,000 or 
40,000 members. The next annual 
meeting is to be held at Wadena and 
there will be delegates from eacu coun 
ty. 

"The lands which we wish to re- 
claim are the most fertile in the state* 
They have been covered with water 
for centuries and there is no reason 
to believe that they will not be for 
many future centuries unless we take 
the matter in hand. 

"Because they have been so long 
submerged the land 13 unusually rich- 
Decaying animal and vegetable matter 
have been absorbed for thousands of 
years producing a soil of rare rich- 
ness, The acreage is more level than 
most northern Minnesota land. 

There is no doubt that if the lands 
were thrown open to sale they would 
be gobbled up at once. Not $1 worth 
has been offered for sale as yet as it 
is known that in their present condi 
tion they are absolutely worthless.

Coral Church on an Eastern Island. 

The church built of coral Is one of 
the cariosities of the Isle of Mahe, 
one of the Scyschelles islands, In the 
Indian ocean. The Scyschelles .Is- 
lands, which are supposed by many 
to be the site of the Eden of 
the Old Testament form an archi- 
pelago of eleven Islands and are sit- 
uated about 1,400 miles east of Aden 
and 1,000 miles from Zanzibar. They 
rise steeply out of the sea, culminat- 
ing in the Isle of Mahe, which is .about 
3,000 feet above the level of the ocean 
and is nearly the center of the group. 
All these Islands are of coral growth. 
The houses are built of a species of 
massive coral hewn into square blocks, 
which glisten like white marble and 
sh-jvr themselves to the utmost advan- 
tage in the various tinted green of the 
■thick tropical palms, whose immense 
fe:-ulike leaves give pleasant and' much 
needed slir.de. These palms grow as 
high ui 100 feet and more, overtop- 
ping both the houses and the' coral 
built church. They line the seashore 
and cover the mountains, forming in 
many places extensive forests.

CLA.IM8 THAT 8EC. 1 CHAP. 10 CITY 
ORDINANCE VIOLATES CON- 
STITUTION 



This morning there came- up before 
Judge Watts in the District Court the 
matter of Frank C. Duramd in which 
the defendant, Durand is appealing a 
case from Justice Court of Judge Mc- 
Lean in which he was fined ten dollars 
and costs, amounting in all to about 
twenty-five dollars. The grounds of 
the appeal is that the Sec. 1 Chap. 10 
In the ordances of the city o.. Crook- 
otpn under which he was tried and 
found guilty are not in accordance with 
that part of the constitution of the 
United States which says that it shall 
not be lawful to pass any laws that 
shall impair Inter state commerce. 

Since the firm that Mr. Durand Is 
with is situated in Iowa he holds that 
the ordinance prevents him from en- 
joying the protection of the constitu- 
tion and asks tnat the fine be set aside. 

It appears that Durand has studied 
the law himself for two years and is 
helping his attorney Hagen very much 
in the conduct of the case. Attorney 
Gossman appears for the city. The 
case is up this afternoon and ic Is very 
probable that the pleadings in the case 
will be submitted to writing. The 
Judge has as yet made no decision in 
the matter. The case is an important 
one inasmuch as it affects the local 
merchants and a- protection of them 
that has been recognized for years.

— 'Purvis 
made a . contract with one Hol- 
land for a lot and building in Kan- 
awha, la., in which Holland was to 
exchange with Purvis for real estate 
in Minnesota upon proper deeds and 
abstracts being delivered thereafter, 
the papers being placed in the Bank- 
Without awaiting the fulfilment of 
this -contract, Purvis sold the Kanaw- 
ha property to a Mr. Thomas Thomp- 
son for a livery outfit, having a deed 
made to Thompson by a Mr. Bakke 
who is an employe of Purvis. 

After Purvis had made the contract 
with Holland he secured a contract 
for the Minnesota land, that he pro- 
posed to trade to Holland, to be taken 
in the name of Bakke with the inten- 
tion of having Bakke transfer the land 
to Holland, claiming that there were 
judgments against himself and he was 
compelled to do this, ^or good rea- 
sons refused to close the deal.

The cut will 
be widened and another track laid 
from St. Vincent Jet, to the bridge 
spanning the Red Lake River, making 
a double track of it 

The high' platform to the east oi the 
freight depot will be removed and the 
trac- moved over allowing of loading 
and unloading direct from the cars. A 
platform will be built between the 
two ; tracks in front of the passenger 
depot and both tracks used for pas- 
senger trains thereby avoiding con- 
siderable switching as is being done at 
present. 

The improvements have long been 
needed, the large number of incoming 
and outgoing trains at depot causes 
conSideJ-abJle inconvenience to ibottt 
passengers and' employees under the 
present arrangements.

COUNCIL INSTRUCTS CITY WEIGH 

MASTER TO SEAL WEIGHTS 

AND MEASURES 



CONSIDERABLE DISCUSSION RAIS- 
ED OVER MATTER FINALLY 
CARRIES 



REFUSED TO BUY FIRE DEPART- 
MENT IMPROVEMENTS TILL 
LATER 



At the adjourned meeting of the 
city council last evening several re- 
ports from the street and bridge com- 
mittee were listened to relative to the 
abatement of taxes which 'had been 
levied for sidewalks. Taxes were abat 
ed in every instance wtm-e-the proper- 
ty owner was shown to have laid his 
sidewalk. 

A matter which caused considerable 
discussion was brought on by a motion 
made by Alderman llussey to buy a 
thirty-live gallon double tank chemical 
engine and hose wagon. Alderman 
O'Brien said that, as the wagon wis 
too heavy to use without the use of a 
team, and as the city hall was not 'in 
proper shape to house a team and that 
ln-as-much as contemplated impiove- 
ments were made before money was 
expended in the matter. Mr. Hussey 
waxed hot and said "This council will 
wait until the city is in ashes before 
they make any move to get adequate 
fire protection." On the call of ayes 
and nays the vote stood, nays, Alder- 
men Raucb, McKinnon, Matheson, O'- 
Brien, JlcPhee, Sullivan, Sivertson, 
and Snyder, ayes Aldermen, Hussey, 
and Stone. 

Another matter which caused some 
very warm discussion was brought out 
by a motion from Alderman Snyder 
"to instruct the city weighmaster.and 
sealer of weights and measures to en- 
force the ordinance pertaining to him.* 
President Childs relinquished the 
chair to Mr. O'Brien that he might en- 
ter the discussion and said that to 
enforce the ordinance as it now stood 
would be to invite a law suit as it had 
been declared illegal by the city at- 
torney. Alderman Stone said that the 
present ordinance would not reflect 
credit on a council of school boys and 
that it could not be enforced and to 
ask the weighmaster to enforce it 
would he an imposition on him. Alder 
man O'Brien said that some of the 
best legal lights in the city had pass- 
ed on the ordinance as it now stood 



and had declared It legal and that he 
believed It legal despite the ruling of 
the city attorney. The motion to en- 
force It was carried by a vote of six to 
four and the' purchasing agent was in- 



structed to purchase the necessary 
pharaphanalia to allow the weighmas 
ter to properly test and seal the weigh 
and measure of the city.

The Taft party, during their excur- 
sion August 12, 1905,'to Camp Stotsen- 
berg north of Manila and on the Man- 
ila and Dagupan R, R., paid an official 
visit to Malolas the capital of Bulacan 
Province..

A public reception followed after 
which the distinguished visitors par- 
took of light refreshments which were 
served by native Filipino women in 
grand provincial style. 

The time was very limited but the 
visit was most pleasant to all. And 
the cheering of the multitudes Taft 
and the Congressional party with the 
ladies boarded the special train and 
proceeded to SanFernando, the capital 
of Pampanga where the party wss 
banqueted before going to their final 
destination of Camp Stotsenberg where 
a large military force is stationed. . 

At Bocaue two large arches were 
built one over the track and the other 
in front of the station each decorated 
with spreading palms, flags and colors 
A band, the Presidente and all the 
prominent men of the Pueblo were at 
the station to greet the distinguished 
guests. The schools too, turned out 
in a body 900 strong and as the train 
whirled by a little Filipino school girl 
spoke: '(Welcome Taft, welcome 
Alice, welcome congressmen all, we- 
are glad to see you, tho but small.

London, Sept. 28.— The text of the 
new agreement between Great Britain 
and Japan, which was signed by Lord 
Lansdowne, the British foreign secre- 
tary, and Baron Hayashi, the Japanese 
minister to Great Britain, on Aug. 12, 
■wa.3 issued by the foreign office late 
last evening. The momentous docu- 
ment is a brief one, comprising less 
than 800 words, including eight arti- 
cles and a preamble. 

Accompanying the agreement is a 
covering letter from Lord Lansdowne 
to the British ambassadors at St. Pe- 
tersburg and Paris, for transmission to 
the Russian and French governments, 
respectively, in which the foreign sec- 
retary courteously reviews the agree- 
ment and carefully points out that the 
new defensive alliance is 

Not Intended as a Menace, 
but rather as a guarantee of peace 
and prosperity in the Far East, in 
which all countries may participate. 

The main features of the new agree- 
ment have already been forecasted in 
the Associated Press dispatches from 
London and Paris. The pithy, articles 
of the official text, however, bring out 
forcefully the tremendous importance 
to both countries of this alliance, 
which practically makes Great Britain ! 
Japan and Japan Great Britain for the 
purposes of defense "in the regions of 
East Asia and India." This inclusion 
of India specifically as a point at which 
any aggression by a foreign power 
will call for the assistance of Japan 
finds much favor with , the press of 
London, tho morning papers, "in long 
laudatory articles, welcoming the new 
and 

More Extensive Alliance 
of the two insular kingdoms West and 
East as giving immediate relief from 
the dangerous thundercloud which for 
so many years has hung over the In- 
dian frontier. 

BarorrHayashi, who was interviewed 
by the Associated Press after the pub- 
lication of the agreement, said: 

"The new treaty forms an effective 
safeguard against the renewal of dis- 
turbances in Che Far East. That is its 
object. We cannot say that a perma- 
nent peace has been secured — that is 
too much to be sure of, but we can 
aver that tranquility has been assured 
for a long time to come. This applies 
not only to Great Britain and Japan, 
but also 

To All Powers 
having political or commercial inter- 
ests in that part of the world; in fact, 
to all who have been interested in 
maintaining the status quo, I repeat 
that the treaty is a sure guarantee of 
peace, for that is its aim and object. 
It should he clearly recognized by all 
that it is not meant as a menace to 
any one." 

While there is some criticism of the 
treaty in the Radical newspapers, it is 
only half-hearted, and as a whole, 
London, which has been anxiously 
awaiting the breaking of official silence 
with regard to the document, heaves a 
sigh of relief and greets with great 
satisfaction *Vic positive assurance of 
the future assistance of a powerful 
Oriental ally in all matters pertaining 
to Far Eastern politics.

Other special dispatches represent 
the situation as serious, but say it is 
evident that the conservative, elements 
hesitate to countenance the driving of 
matters to a point where compromise 
-^.would-be impossible. ...,-■ 

The Daily Telegraph's Budapest cor- 
respondent says that extreme excite- 
ment prevails, accompanied by a de- 
termination to keep up the struggle to 
the bitter end. The correspondent con- 
tinues: "The independent party is be- 
lieved to have secured 

100,000 New Adherents, 
while the old Liberal party has broken 
up. The partisans of. Kossuth have 
also obtained the upper hand in quar- 
ters which formerly were dominated 
by the socialists." 

According to all reports, however, 
the coalition leaders are doing every- 
thing to keep popular sentiment from 
reaching a point where it cannot he 
controlled, realizing that the passions 
of the people have alroady been in- 
flamed by the reports of the emperor's 
reception and treatment of the Hun- 
garian representatives at Vienna Sat- 
urday last and that it might be easy to 
bring about an irreparable disaster.

Perhaps, now and then he halts as he 
uncovers the potato from its nest in 
the rich earth that produced it and his 
eyes become lost in the hopeless daze 
of wounding memories. By night he 
sits by the rough fireside far from the 
land that gave him birth and his sight 
less gaze oecomes lost in the flames 
of Are as his wife sits by his side and 
three children cling to his side; Wil- 
liam Carey is poor. 
■ "I was born fifty years ago" he will 
tell you reminisciently "on my fathers 
farm and I worked and with my earn- 
ings bought a farm." That farm re- 
presents his earnings. He started at 
fine bottom and against the difficulties 
of nature battled to the top. "I al- 
ways have worked hard" he says as 
_ he digs in the garden patch at the nur- 
sery "therefore this is not new to me. 
It is not hard for me to work." 

A Magnetic Healer 



Perhaps Mr. Carey was ambitious. 
Perhaps he read the news of tihe great 
world about him and' desired to take 
part in its activities. A subdued but 
human fire, burned in his heart He 
sold his farm and moved into the city 
of Fort Dodge. For some time he 
stayed there practicing a profession 
that had been taught (him. He was a 
magnetic healer. 

."I studied under Dr. Parker of Ot- 
tumwa the science of magnetic heal- 
ing." He studied much in those days 
but by and by the life of the town 
grew monotonous. He had boys to 
raise, he said and desired to raise 
them on the farm. So he let a land 
man in the city of Fort Dodge know of 
his desire. This land man was F. J. 
Blake. - 

They had talked much over the Red 
River Valley of the North, whose fer- 
tility is known afar. The interest of 
Mr. Carey was then directed this way. 
His object was the farm. It mattered 
to him if he was to go to some new 
country. For in his fathers affection 
he wished for the development of his 
boys and that they might 'become the 
settlers in a new country wfhere they 
could accumulate by their labors as 
he had done before them. 

Ona day the land man, Blake, (whom 
however Mr. Carey does not believe 
to be connected with the swindle) call 
ed him Into his office on Iowa street in 
Fort Dodge and introduced him. to 
land man that he had there. "He is 
from Red River Valley" Blake said. 
The land man wanted them to trade 
their house in the city of Fort Dodge 
for a farm in the Red River Valley. 
They listened to him. "We were both 
raised on a farm and loved farm life" 
says Mrs. Carey. No doubt they botih 
did not know the character of the man 
with whom they dealt The land man 
irom Red River Valley was Kobert H. 
Purvis. 

Tomorrow we shall try to tell of the 
machinations thru which William !«. 
Carey lost what he had and became a 
laborer for hire, among flowers and 
garden produce at fifty.

Post master Steenerson received the 
plats and plans of the new free deliv- 
ery route yesterday.

This morning the county commis- 
sioners met in special session being 
summoned to take charge of the mat- 
ter of ditch No. 57 in which Vineland 
farmers had objected to the amount 
of the assessments that had been levi- 
ed against them by the reviewers. 

Ditch No. 57 as constructed runs 
north and south in the town of Yme- 
land. It was planned some time ago 
and has been under consideration of 
reviewers just recently. One of the 
peculiarities of the ditch is that it 
runs in two directions being the ouly 
ditch in the county so constructed. 
The southern part of the ditch runs 
south for the distance of one mile. 
The northern part of the ditch runs 
northward. The total length of ;the 
excavation being four and one half 
miles. 

In the levy of assessments among 
th farmers that shall be gainers by the 
construction of the ditch there seems 
to have been a great deal of conten- 
tion. " Among the twenty or more far- 
mers that gathered in the county aud- 
itors' office this afternoon were the 
following: E. O. Estenson, Jno. 

Thompson, Ole Jeoning, Torgert T. 
Oustby, Edward Eidsvik, Ole Solhelm, 
Jim Campbell and two of his brothers 
John Letness and Ole Stromen. 

A good story is told on Ole Stromen 
of the Vineland neighborhood. It ap- 
pears that he came in to the commis- 
sioners meeting in order that he might 
make strenuous objections to assess^ 
ments being placed on his hands for 
the ditch. And after he 'had made 
known his grievances the commission- 
ers looked up the matter to find that 
his name was not on the assessment 
Tolls at all. Ole parted from the 
commissioners' room quite taken 
aback. 

The commissioners again convened, 
this afternoon in order to further dis- 
cuss the matter and try to arrange the 
assessments to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. The ditch as proposed 
will cost in the neighborhood of three 
thousand dollars said reviewer Tor- 
kelson of the ditcu No. 57 today. The 
ditcn will be built with a slope of one 
and a half to one.

Bxinntfe Mechanical Construction. 

That minute mechanical construction 
can lay claim to considerable antiquity 
Is evidenced by the works of Pliny and 
Adrian, who relate that Myrmicides 
constructed out of Ivory a ship with all 
her appurtenances and a chariot with 
tour wheels and four horses, both so 
small that a bee could hide. either of 
them with its wings. 

A still more wonderful work is that 
of Mark Scnliot, a London locksmith, 
who In 1570 manufactured a lock con- 
sisting of eleven .different pieces of 
steel, Iron and brass, which, together 
with the key belonging to it, weighed 
only one grain. The same artist con- 
structed a chain of gold containing for- 
ty-three links which he fastened to the 
lock and key, and upon these being at- 
tached to the neck of h flea the insect 
fras able to draw them with ease. 



Timing: Bananas. 

It is generally known that bananas 
are shipped while yet green and un- 
ripe, but few persons are aware of the 
careful and elaborate time calculations 
required in setting out the plants and 
cutting off the fruit in order to insure 
the arrival of the bananas in pnwer 
condition at their destination. When a 
plantation is begun the young plants 
are set out at certain intervals, so that 
they will produce at regular prefixed 
times during the year. A certain num- 
ber of days before the arrival of e" 
steamer the green fruit is cut, and a 
close calculation of the time that will 
be consumed in the vAyage must al- 
ways be made, else the bananas will be 
spoiled. Fruit steamers carry steam 
heating apparatus to insure a uniform 
temperature throughout the voyage. 
The ripening is calculated to occur only 
after the fruit has reached the retail 
dealer.

In order to set forth to the people 
that we are a; reliable source not accus 
tomed to juggle with words when we 
accused Mr. Purvis by general conclu- 
sions of illegal business and swindl- 
ing we are enabled thru the co-opera- 
tion of Iowa authorities to publish the 
following letter. Must not be thought 
that we are . publishing all we know 
concerning this matter but only so 
much as will set fortn the tacts and 
allow the people to make their gener- 
al conclusions. It will be remember- 
ed that in a former article that it is 
charged that; we accused Purvis of sell 
ing land that did not belong to him. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Robert H. Pur- 
vis of Crookston entered into an agree 
ment with B. B. Lilly ot Fort Dodge, 
Iowa, by the terms of which agree- 
ment Mr. Purvis undertook to convey 
to Mr. Lilly the southeast quarter of 
Section twenty (20), Township 149, 
Range 47, Polk County Minn., at the 
price of $4800.00. At that time Mr. 
Lilly gave to Mr. Purvis a check for 
$100.00 on the Fort Dodge National 
Bank, which has been paid,, and also 
gave him a bill of sale of eight colts 
and horses for the agreed sum of 
$575.00 to apply on said land. 
, While the contract is not very clear 
in . some particulars it does provide 
that an abstract is to be i.urnished 
showing good title in Mr. Purvis. The 
colts and horses sold have been turned 
over to Mr. Purvis. The abstract of 
title was furnished to Mr. Lilly and it 
appears from the abstract that Mr. 
Purvis does not own the land and has 
no interest whatever in it Mr. Lilly 
has written him a number of times 
asking what he proposed to do but so 
far has received no answer. 

We do not know what Mr. Purvis 
means, but it looks to us as if he was 
attempting to defraud Mr. Lilly. 
. If settlement Is not made Mr. Lilly 
threatens to commence proceedings 
against him and will see what punish- 
ment the laws of Minnesota provide 
for such a deal as this. Mr. Lilly does 
not want the land, in fact he don't 
want any further dealing with Mr. Pur 
vis. We have stated the contract be- 
tween Purvis and Lilly, and there is 
no suggestion in the contract that Mr.

A daily pa- 
per of Des Moines printed this story: 

Tired of life and hounded by some 
mystery which caused his removal 
from the train service of the Great 
Northern road, \*. M. Smith of urand 
Forks, N. D. committed suicide at two 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon bj' drinking 
several ounces of carbolic acid. The 
deed was committed at the rooming 
house at 701 Park street, run by Mrs. 
Mattie Houser, It was she who found 
his dead body lying on his bed, dress- 
ed, with life extinct seemingly for 
nearly an hour. 

The burning acid coursed down his 
throat, burning everything it touched 
and his stomach was eaten, so it was 
found by post mortem, to such an ex- 
tent that the entire surface was reek- 
ing with the fiery liquid. 

The suicide, it was learned from Jef- 
ferson has been visiting there all sum- 
mer having oeen for some reason re- 
leased from his duties with the Great 
Northern at Grand Forks. He remain- 
ed in Jefferson two or three months 
and came to this city at that time. 

Upon the person of the dead man 
was found a membership card In the 
Order of Railway Conductors from the 
lodge at Grand Forkts. Mr. 'Smith 
when found was well dressed, his 
[trousers carefully • creased and his 
clothing in complete arrangement 
save that he had taken off his coat and 
vest.

As this can only be done by 
having the consent of the Railroad a 
comittee was appointed consisting of 
aldermen MoKinnon, Rauch, McPhee 
to investigate the matter, It is doubt 
ful if -this matter carries as the bridge 
asked for comes out at a -point on the 
east side of the river, where the G, 
N. railroad has spent a great deal of 
money nd has been put to a' lot of 
trouble filling in that particular spot 
with dirt and -stones as there seem- 
ingly is a quick sand bottom there 
which would not support the founda- 
tion of a bridge and an engineer pass- 
ing on it would probably reach that 
conclusion. 

During the evening the council re- 
solved itself into committee of the 
Yhole to investigate some plans which 
Architect Keck had prepared for the 
remodeling of the city hall. 
Mr. Keek's plans involved the tearing 
out of the entire inside of the building 
and building it anew from the -base- 
ment up. This would give the ftfe 
department the whole front of the first 
floor with room for five horses and a 
perfect fire equipment. The main en- 
trance to the Test of the building would 
then be on Fletcher street. The cost 
as estimated by Architect Keck would 
be about eleven thousand dollars. The 
members of the council as a whole 
seem to think this too much money 
to expend on the hall and it is very 
likely that more moderate plans will 
be adopted although the plans shown 
are for an almost perfect building and 
Mr. Keck deserves'credit for the way 
he has remodeled the hall on paper 
and it is a great pity the. city could not 
afford to fix it -up as suggested. The 
matter was referred to the finance com 
mittee to report at the meeting two 
weeks from last night From the feel 
ing of members of tie council however 
who were seen after -the meeting it Is 
not likely that the building will >be re- 
modeled on these expensive plans.

Butte, Mont., Oct. 5. — Pat Crowe, 
■who was arrested In Butte Monday 
night by two detectives after he had 
been openly about the city for a week 
and had introduced himself to various 
persons, last night made a sensational 
statement relative to the kidnapping 
of Eddie Cudahy, declaring that the 
proposition to work the boy's father 
for a ransom came from the boy him- 
self. 

Crowe gives a story of his life and 
Bays he was a prosperous butcher in 
South Omaha when the elder Cudahy 
icame there, built a packing house and 
drove him out of business. After that 
he went to work for Cudahy and thus 
Ihecame acquainted with the family. 
How It Began. 
On Sept. 6, 1900,' he met young Cud- 
ahy on the street and the boy first 
broached the' subject of "working the 
old man" for a big ransom, he says. 
At first Crowe paid no attention to 
the proposition, but it was repeated 
later and with such details that he 
concluded to go in with the boy. A 
third person was taken in, but he got 
"cold feet," believing the scheme was 
a trap. The Cudahy boy proposed de- 
manding §50,000 from his father, mit 
Crowe and Callahan, the second man 
he took into the scheme, thought ?25,- 
000 was enough. The story of Crowe 
as to how the kidnapping was worked 
and how Cudahy drove out into a lone- 
some place and left the money agrees 
fully with the first published stories of 
the affair, but he says young Cudahy 
was the leading spirit in the adven- 
ture and was never a prisoner. 

The three divided the $25,000, young 
Cudahy being given $6,000 as his 
share. He was then taken to his 
home and left a fe wblocks from the 
Cudahy house. 

Pat Crowe's Story. 
In his statement Crowe says: "I 
was laying low in Omaha one day at 
the corner of Twentieth and Farnam 
streets, when I met Eddie Cudahy, as 
I have told you. He knew me as hav- 
ing at one time worked for his father, 
and I knew who he was. 

" Tat,' he said, 'we can make $25,- 
000. I need the money and I guess 
you do, too.' This was in the early 
part of September, the Cudahy family 
having returned from tieir summer 
vacation, trip on Sept. 2. Then while 
we were standing on the corner, Eddie 
' briefly mapped out the kidnapping 
plan, which we later executed. 

"At first I thought he was just kid- 
ding; that it was a crazy Idea that he 
had no idea of going through with. I 
met him again and he had the scheme 
mapped out in earnest, to the snjallest 
detail. 

Then I sew he was in earnest and 
decided to go in with him. I got an- 
other fellow and we began work on 
the plan. Everything was arranged 
tor pulling off the deal in October, just 
about a month before it really oc- 
curred. 

Ho Got 'Cold Feet.' 
"Then, just a few days before the 
kidnapping was to have taken place, 
my partner, the third man in the deal, 
got 'cold feet' and he thought it was 
trap and quit. We had to postpone 
the move and wait until I could find 
another man, which I did within a 
few weeks, and again the time of the 
kidnapping was fixed. It was Nov. 18 
and the plan as originally mapped out 
by young Ed Cudahy was executed on 
Nov. 18, with, of course, a few slight 
alterations. 

"I want to go back to Omaha and 
face it all out Only God Knows how 
I have suffered, being chased from 
city to city like a dirty cur. I hope I 
"may be given an opportunity to mend 
my ways, and God knows I will be- 
come a good citizen

"Our train leaving Seattle for St. Paul 
l?st niEht at S o'cloek was held up by 
masked men between Metum and Rich- 
mond Eeaeh. about ten miles north of 
Seattle Two men evidently got on the 
front or the mail car at a railroad cross- 
In- stop and very soon after went Into 
the cab of the engine, held up Engineer 
Calber and fireman, requiring the engi- 
neer to slop the train at a given point, 
where they were met by probably three 
others who joined the party and forced 
the ensinet-r and lireman at the points 
of revolvers ta require Messenger Charle3 
Anderson to open the car door. The mes- 
senger was then forced to leave his car. 
"Some of the robbers got Into the car 
and wrecked the safe by the use of dyna- 
mite, using three charges, so we arMn- 
formed.

Pittsburg, Oct. 5. — Hugh Hamilton, 
a prominent poultry raiser of Greens- 
boro, Green county, Pa., was perhaps 
fatally shot yesterday in a crowded 
dining room on Smith fit'.d street by 
Anthony Olson, a well-educated young 
Swede who had never seen Hamilton 
befcre. The police are oi the opin- 
ion that he is the same Olson who, on 
Oct. 5, 1904, entered the White House 
with evidently murderous intent, shot 
an officer and made his escape, and 
that Olson came from Minneapolis, 
having lived at 243 Cedar avenue, in 
that city. The Minneapolis police 
have been asked concerning him. 

Olson is in the central station, 
where he was taken only after the 
greatest trouble by a squad or police- 
ment An infuriated crowd of spec- 
tators gathered around the Swede 
after the shooting and would have 
lynched him had it not been far the 
overwhelming' number of police. 
Picture of Debs. 
When searched a number of an- 
archistic papers and a photograph of 
Eugene Debs were found on his per- 
son. He also had $92 in cash in two 
posketbooks and a ticket for Washing- 
ton! "To the' police he admitted that 
he was en route to the capital for the 
purpose of seeing the president, but 
he would not say why he wanted to 
see him. 

The greatest mystery surrounds the 
shooting. Shortly before noon Ham- 
ilton entered a hotel on Smithfleld 
street and sat down at one of the 
tables. Almost at the same time Olson 
entered and took the opposite seat at 
the same table. 

Shooting Is Sudden. 
Without a word the Swede drew a 
revolver from his pocket and fired at 
Hamilton. The latter, although hit, 
rushed for the street, with Olson In 
pursuit. Hamilton entered a jewelry 
store nest door. Olson followed him. 
There the Swede fired two more shots, y 
both of which took effect, before he 
could he placed under arrest. 

The Swede refused to say anything 
of himself or even to give his name. 
Although so many had witnessed the 
shooting Olson denied all knowledge 
of it. He admitted that he had never 
seen Hamilton before and did not 
know him. 

... Is Carefully Watched. 
The police believe that Olson is a 
most dangerous criminal and he is be- 
ing most carefully -watched. 

An ante-mortem statement was 
made by Hamilton at the hospital last 
night. He declares he never saw 
Olson before and that the assault was 
entirely unprovoked. Doctors say 
Hamilton cannot live. Hamilton \s 
■well known as a business man and Is 
quite wealthy.

County Auditor Hoftard today re- 
ceived from the State Auditor Sam lv- 
erson official communication setting 
forth the date on which the sale of 
the forfeited lands will take place in 
Polk County. The letter has arranged 
for November the Oth and 7th. Coun- 
ty Auditor Hoffard will take charge of 
tne sale. Auditor Iverson appointed 
him as a deputy. Mr. Iverson will not 
be present. 

On the sixth will be taken up the 
sale of all the lands that are not paid 
up for the year of 190U and preceeding 
years. This sale will be conducted 
as pointed out in chapter two of the 
" "^ ^ laws of 1902 which provided that all 

lands on which taxes (of any and all 
kinds, township city and county and 
state) had not been paid Ave years ago 
On the seventh will be taken up the 
sale of the lands under section 16 
general state law as passed in 1894 
and as amended thereafter. This is a 
general law of which the law of 1902 
is a more definite statement. 

This sale will be repeated in prin- 
ciple every year, the sale including 
land that Ave years preceeding the 
sale is forfeited under the state law 
providing for the non-payment of the 
taxes. 

Sixty Days to Redeem 
Under the provisions of the law 
the original owner is given sixty days 
in which he may be allowed to re- 
deem the land that has been forfeited 
But it will promise to be at a very 
dear price. For the provision states 
that he must pay only twelve percent 
interest on the money from the date 
of the sale but must pay the price that 
the land brought at auction which will 
» be bid up far above what his mere 

taxes were for the year. The person 
who buys the land must pay the ex- 
penses of the sale.

This morning there was held a pro- 
tracted hearing in the matter of Jud- 
icial ditch number, 5 before Judge 
Watts. A large crowd of the north 
county farmers were on hand to take 
part in the discussion and set forth 
their views of the feasibility of the 
construction of the ditch. Judicial 
ditch number 5 is one of the two 
county ditches running from the vicin 
ity of Winger and Brskine thru the 
boundary into Red Lake county. Its 
waters are planned to empty into Lake 
Sarah. The total length of the con- 
struction will be in the neighborhood 
of sixteen miles. 

Now- it appears that the peculiar 
natural construction of Lake Sarah 
has an underground opening and out- 
let which conveys the waters even now- 
over the land of the farmers that pos- 
sess properties about its shores. En- 
gineers will tell of this opening into 
which if fish re dropped they appeal- 
later on miles distance in another 
body of water or sticks and twigs 
may be so detected to be transferred 
from place to place in some stream 
of water that finds its channels be- 
neath the surface of the earth. The 
matter has not heretofore been of 
sufficient importance to urge an in- 
vestigation and the mystery remains 
unsolved. ^ 

Farmer Weiser was one of the most 
interesting spokesmen of the delega- 
tion that opposed the survey. He stat 
ed that such a construction would 
flood him out and used expressive 
language to convey his discountenance 
of the survey to the Judge. It was 
necessary for the Judge to call upon 
him to moderate his language. 

Farmer Nelson, however, of Lake 
Sarah neighborhood was the spokes- 
man for the opposition. Much senti- 
ment both pro and con has been stir- 
red up over the matter and it is not 
expected that ,t will be allayed right 
away. 

The bondsmen, two of the Nelson 
hoys and Kaasa, want the ditch to go 
and are willing to run the risk of the 
ditch being satisfactory which if it 
is not will be charged up to them. 
And it is very probable that the court 
will allow the ditch on this very ac- 
count. The court took the matter un- 
der advisement.

Under the' law the parent and the 
employer also are both held liable to 
money -fine for violation of this law 
In order to make child labor legal it 
z provided by the law that the child 
may obtain a certificate from t e city 
superintendent of schools if he at- 
tends a city school or the county sup- 
erintendent if the county school and 
do labor. The certificate must state 
that the child has average education 
o ris compelled to support himself by 
his labor on account of poverty. In 
any case the child -lust be able to 
read and write a legible hand.

New York. Oct. 12.— The sessions of 
the insurance investigating committee 
-were terminated for the week at the 
adjournment yesterday because of the 
death of S. Fred Nixon, speaker of the 
assembly of the legislature of New 
York, at his home in Westfiold. 

The testimony yesterday did not 
elicit any information of a .sensational 
nature beyuntl what had .been discount- 
ed in the testimony of previous wit- 
nesses. The feature was the presence 
as wkn^^cs of the executive officers 
of the Mutual Life Insurance company. 
These were President Richard A. Mc- 
Curdy and Vice Presidents Granniss 
and Gillette. 

Money for Campaign. Purposes, 
While it had been hinted last waek 
that sor^e expenditures charged to 
legal expenses might have been con- 
tributions to campaign committees, it 
was announced definitely by Dr. Gil- 
lette that the Mutual Life Insurance 
company contributed ?40,000 to the Re- 
publican national committee last fall, 
that in 1900 535,000 was contributed, 
and in 1S90 $15,000 was given for cam- 
paign purposes. 

Dr. Gillette testified that he paid 
theae amounts personally in cash, and 
later in the day "Mr. McCurdy said that 
■ while he knew campaign contributions 
had been made he did not know the 
amounts. 

An interesting statement was made 
by Robert Olyphant when he was on 
the stand early in the day. Mr. Oly- 
phant is chairman of expenditures 
and he could not tell what the $25,000 
items drawn to his order were for be- 
yond that they 

Were for Legal Expenses. 
He said the company maintained a 
confidential fund for expenditures for 
which no vouchor was taken and uojre- 
ceipt was received. These payments 
■were made upon the assurance of an 
executive officer that "they 'were 'all 
right." 

When Mr. Grimmins was called lie 
assumed the entire responsibility for 
the terms of the contracts with C. H. 
Raymond & Co., by which that firm 
made such large profits. When the 
method of the expenditure of t"-c $25,- 
000 items was inquired Into Mi. 
Granniss admitted that the general so- 
licitor could get §25,000 any time he 
wanted it without disclosing for what 
purpose he wanted it and without ren- 
dering any account of it. He further 
said he i_iver knew where a cent of 
the monjey spent by the general solic- 
itor went. 

In taking up a detailed list of the 
company's expenses Dr. Gillette said 
that the company last year paid $72,- 
000 for luncheons for the employes. It 
is a custom for the company to furnish 
their clerks with luncheon. This is at 
the rate of about $250 a day. 

Not Founded to Make Money. 
President McCurdy was on the 
stand all of the afternoon session. Mr. 
McCurdy testified that he never knew 
what Mr. Thebaud, his son-in-law, was 
getting out of the business of C. H. 
Raymond & Co., and said he did not 
think it was any of his business to ask 
about Mr. Thebaud's personal affairs. 
He said the company did the business 
to get the commissions and that was 
all he knew. All contracts were made 
without his knowledge. Witness said 
on the matter of salaries that he never 
requested that his salary be raised, 
and all such increases he took as com- 
plimentary to his management of the 
business. They were always made by 
the committee on salaries of their own 
volition. 

Toward the close of the session Mr. 
McCurdy made the startling statement 
that an insurance company was not. 
an institution founded to make money 
for the policyholders, but was, or 
should be, a great philanthropic enter- 
prise founded to increase and spread 
its benefits over the entire earth.

Ai .cng th..: unique demands 
is one for the abolition of religious lec- 
tures by ,,riests in the factories and the 
substitution of lectures on economic and 
political subjects. 

No newspapers will appear to-morrow. 

The employes of the electric street rail- 
ways, by a secret ballot, voted to con- 
tinue the strike, and as a consequence 
no cars are running. In most ot' the 
factories there are two parties, one for 
and one against the strike, and there 
are constant encounters between them. 

The revolutionists are said to be making 
plans for ere-it demonstrations on Oct. 
12 and Oct. 13, which, it is said, will lead 
to heavy bloodshed. 

The strike lias lost all lis economic 
character, and political questions have 
been forced to the front in the demands 
of the men. Aid ta tors aTe openly preach- 
ing a revolution and inciting the work- 
men, many of whom are well armed with 
revolvers, to attack the Cossacks.

"This package was received and re- 
ceipted for by Edward George Cunliffe, 
who was then acting in the place of 
the regular money clerk, who was ill. 
§100,000 Is Missing. 
"Cunliffe left the office at the usual 
time in the evening and 'yesterday 
morning when he failed to report for 
duty a hurried examination was -made 
of. his department and it was learned 
that about $1,000 of funds entrusted to 
his care were missing. General Agent 
Hiner of the Adams Express company 
immediately called in detectives and 
placed the matter In their hands. Later 
developments brought to light the fact 
that in addition to the $l,0 n J missing, 
the hank package containing the $100,- 
000 had not heen received at the money 
forwarding office at union station, this 
city. 

"Inquiries made at his residence | 
showed that Cunliffe arrived at home 
at the customary time Monday evening 
and, after changing his clothes, 

Bade His Family Good Bye, 
saying to his wife that he was going 
out for the evening, and nothing fur- 
ther has been heard from him. 

"Cunliffe has been employed by the 
Adams Express company since March 
1, 1904, and bore a good reputation. He 
was methodical, accurate and an ex- 
cellent clerk." 

A warrant has been issued charging 
Cunliffe with larceny. 

Mrs. Cunliffe, wife of the missing 
man, was visited late yesterday by the 
detectives. "When tuld that her hus- 
band was not working at the Adams 
Express office and that a large sum o£ 
money was missing she went into hys- 
terica and Is in a serious condition. 
The detectives learned nothing of im- 
portance at the home. The authorities 
are of the opinion that Cunliffe left the 
city immediately after bidding his 
wife good bye Monday evening. Tele- 
graphic descriptions have been sent 
to all parts of the country.

'"As an evidence of the growth of 
this Northwestern country and of the 
Red River Valley especially, I noted 
tliat on the line between Crookston 
and St. Vincent where eight years ago 
there was only one poor little mixed 
freight and passenger once a day there 
are now two passenger trains each way 
daily all crowded and one sees scores 
of big freight trains. 

"On my way home I was much am- 
used when I came to take the train at 
Crookston to find the whole train so 
It seemed in the possession of hund- 
reds of the harvest hands returning 
from tne fields of North Dakota on 
their way to the Twin Cities evidently 
for they all changed at. that point for 
the south.' 



Today Attorney W. E. Black of this 
city commenced proceedings against 
Anton Anderson and his bondsmen ot 
St. Hllaire Minnesota the drainage 
ditch contractor on No. IS near the 
town of Posston and commissioners 
board of Polk county. This will make 
the sixth time that the case has been 
brought up before the board and it la 
thought that under Mr. Blacks manage 
ment it will be the last. 

The case has been brought up ag- 
ainst Anton Anderson on certain 
claims against the county which he 
had previously assigned to L. C. Simon 
a Red Lake Falls banker. But tho 
claims for Fosston oreditors amount- 
ing to $1000 were made* against 
monies that were due to Mr. Anderson 
as soon as the ditch was completed 
for the contract that he had taken. 
However at ah previous actions the 
commissioners did not take any action 
as the papers In the ditch were not 
all filed and they were not allowed by 
law to approve under these circum- 
stances. 

As a result of their Inability to se- 
cure results otherwise the creditors 
have assigned all their claims to Mr. 
Black and have authorized him 
to commence the suit in his name. 
Under this arrangement he will be the 
handler of all the monies. This is 
quite a compliment to the Crookston 
attorney. 

There Is now only $900 due to Mr. 
Anderson from the county for the con- 
struction of the ditch. The debts were 
accumulated during his presence in 
the neighborhood of Fosston and .there 
is where most ot his creditors are. 

The ditch was completed by Mr.; Si- 
mons and it is understood In return 
for certain claims against the county 
which Contractor Anderson made ov- 
er to him. The case Is peculiar inas- 
much as all the parties want the thing 
settled hut are unable to do so owing 
to the red tape that the law requires 
of all of them. I

FARMERS' COMBINE 



A member of the state grain com- 
mission suggests that the farmers of 
this state make combines in certain 
sections for the purpose pf selling 
their grain In large quantities, instead 
of dealing with grain buyers as indi- 
viduals. His suggestion is that thru 
such combinations the farmers will be 
in a better shape to (leal with ihe com- 
bination purported to exist between 
the grain buyers. 

The suggestion is a good one, so 
long as it does not involve the proposi- 
tion of holding grain out of the mar- 
ket for a -long time, in the hope of an 
advancing market which is merely 
speculation. The fruit growers in 
many parts of Minnesota as well as 
many other states have found it profit 
able to organize selling companies to 
handle the entire output of a number 
of growers. These selling companies 
handling the entire output of a large 
district and dealing with quantities, 
as a general, rule have been able to 
realize larger prices than the individ- 
ual grower secured for his small out- 
put. Years ago a number of the wool 
growers of Dakota uniformly sold their 
clip as a whole; the quantity being 
great enough, handled in this manner 
to bring out bidders from the east to 
try to secure it 

According to the system which gov- 
erns the grain trade a large block of 
grain in one holding ought to bring a 
better price than if the buyer were 
compelled to go over a considerable 
extent of teritory and make a series 
of contracts with a large number of 
individual farmers in order to secure 
a cargo for a ship or to secure the 
year's supply needed for a flour mill. 

To make such a combination effec- 
tive, the grain should be placed in the 
hands of a seling agent in whom far- 
mers have confidence. To endeavor to 
settle the questions of the time and 
the price at which the grain should be 
sold by a vote of the farmers who fur- 
nished it would bring into the situation 
an element which would be certain to 
wrerK any combination which, might 
be formed. Whether a combination, 
in any event would last over a single 
season would depend in some measure 
on whether the market advanced or 
receded after the market had disposed 
of the holdings of the farmers. If the 
market advanced, it is extremely prob- 
able that every farmer who went into 
the combination would nourish the con 
viction that he had been buncoed. :

The of- 
fers of .the northwest as concerns a 
future of business prosperity grow 
more emphatic every day as the de- 
velopment of Its resources becomes 
more and more certain. . 



From Tuesday's Daily — 

For the past two months the Crook- 
ston Milling company has had a crew 
of men at work atvtheir big mill on N. 
Main street installing a department 
for the grinding of macaroni wheac 
into hour. This is the first macaroni 
mill ever established this far north 
and the plant is somewhat of an exper 
iment. 

The mill was started today, although 
very little grinding was done, as the 
motors are not yet working perrectly. 
It will have a capacity of 150 barrels 
a day and if successful will no doubt 
make some great changes in wneat 
growing in this vicinity as; macaroni 
yields a great deal more to the acre 
than ordinary hard wheat. The Hour 
of the southern grown variety is heav- 
ier and darker than that from nard 
wheat when grown further north 
would show a much better grade of 
flour than that grown further south 
and people who are interested in mac- 
aroni are greatly interested to see how 
it will turn out. 

Large quantities of this wheat have 
been raised in this vicinity this year 
and this fact lead to the building of 
the new plant 

The machinery differs very little 
from the hard wheat mills except that 
it is heavier and takes more power 
to run It

At about the hour of two this after 
noon there was strolling around and 
thru the court house an unassuming 
man who will perhaps have more to do 
with the growth of northern Minnesota 
than any man previous in local his- 
tory. This man was as far as can he 
learned Albert Mlsnoff, a Bohemian. 
He is in this city in the Interests at 
one of the greatest religious coloniz- 
ation societies of the east. He was 
very silent and it was only thru the 
greatest exertion that he was led to 
speak on the question that hal 
brought him to Crookston. 

"I have come as you suppose in the 
interests of certain organizations li 
the East that are desirous of settling 
my-own countrymen and those native 
of other countries who arrive in the 
city of New York on the great ocean 
steamers and do not know where to 
go. I am here to see your country 
and see also what the possibility o" 
securing the land in northern Minne- 
sota for the people from over the 
ocean is," 

Tho for a long time Mr. Mlsnoff did 
not admit any connection of his visit 
with the state sale of lands in the 
coming November he at last said that 
It was his intention to Investigate 
what assistance might be obtained to 
the colonization interests that he rep- 
resented. "It Is very probable" he 
said "that we may appear at the time 
of the sale. But I am told that the 
state will sell only 320 acres to one 
person. However we may be able to 
act as agents for the men that we de- 
sire to settle here and in that way- 
place our people in the colonies that 
we are planning exactly as well as If 
we could buy the land as an organi- 
zation and sell ourselves.' 

"Yes, this move is urged by great 
influencses that are at work in tne 
city of New York to relieve the con- 
gested districts of the masses of hu- 
manity that have gathered there worn 
the constant unrelieved flood of imi- 
gration. My people will till the sc'l 
with constant labor as they have to do 
in the old country. They are anxious 
to take the land but they have no; 
and are 
listless even when they are Laid nf its 
fertility and all of my people- like to 
live near one another. It is so with 
all peoples. I have lived long in iha 
old country and in New York. I now 
live in Chicago. 

In broken language bu 1 " supremely 
intelligent he told of the people that 
were waiting for land whereon they 
might live in this new world to whicn 
they had been lured by dreams of 
riches and the soothing talk of immi- 
gration agents. Mr. Misnoff drove in 
to the city today and will again depart 
as his business is only thru the coun- 
try where he examines the land in 
which it is his work to settle the toil- 
ing peoples of Europe that have been 
brought to these shores.

County Auditor Hoffard received this 
morning from State Superintendent 
Olson St. Paul tie state semi-annual 
apportionment of the school monies 
for the Polk County schools. The to- 
tal amount of this aportionment reach- 
ed $19,497.10 being an average of 
$2.30 to each of the 8,477 pupils in 
the schools of this county. This is 
one of the semiannual apportionments 
that are received by the county .auth- 
orities, the other one. being in the 
spring of the year. 

In adition to this apportionment of 
the state for the benefit of the coun- 
try schools in its bounds there will 
be an additional sum that the individ- 
ual districts will receive from the 
county treasuries and this sum am- 
ounts to $6,390.69 making an average 
of nearly seventy cents to each of the 
county school students that are enroll-. 
These two apportionments will be sent 
ed on the superintendent's books, 
out at the same time (about the first 
of December) to all the two hundred 
and twenty odd districts that make 
up the Polk county school system. 

In the spring the monies (hat are 
sent out by the state are much small- 
er than in the fall for obvious reasons. 
The county authorities are aware that 
this assignment of monies for school 
purposes somewhat surpasses their ex 
pectatiou as it was generally under- 
stood that the state treasury was very 
low as a result of activities in other 
also important directions. The dir- 
ectors of the various school districts 
thruout the county will receive the 
monies at about the same time that 
other tax collections are forwarded 
to the same districts.

Today county auditor Hoffard "e- 
ceived from the state board of EqualK 
zation the Teturns of that board on the 
figures that t he county assessors 
turned in on county properties. The 
returns of the state board show the 
usual increase over the county assess- 
or's amounts. 

Last year the county assessors tried 
to make their assessments compare 
•with the figures of the state board of 
equalization of the year before. How- 
ever as this assessment was changed 
this year the assessor only usel the 
common judgment in the assessment 
regardless of tne figures of the state 
board. The result is the normal In- 
crease and less work is entailed hy 
the auditor's office during the fall rush 
when every minute is precious. 

Chief among the increases of the 
board is 75 per cent on stallions and 
25 percent on one and three year olds 
and 20 percent on two year old horses 
mules and asses. Also a general in- 
crease of 20 percent average was in- 
creased on cattle. Hogs were increas 
ed 75 percent sheep 50 percent wagons 
carriages and so forth 40 percent. 
Household goods and wearing apparel 
was increased 20 percent office fur. 
niture oo percent farm tools and ma- 
chinery 15 percent goods and merchan- 
dise of both retail and wholesale mer- 
chants 10 percent stock and furniture 
of saloons and sample rooms, eating 
houses, etc., 50 percent, elevators, 
warehouses etc., 15 percent 

Special increases were made In 
shares of bank stock in Climax, 159 
percent, Erskine 150 percent and pri- 
xate bank stocks in Neilsville 100 per- 
cent, Mentor 100 percent and Mcin- 
tosh 50 1 percent. 

Also shares of stock in the First Na- 
tional Bank of Foston was increased 
10 percent.

Hans O. Holmvik of the village of 
Liberty was in the city today looking 
after business connected witn the 
death of his brother OsoAr Holmvik 
who on the eighth of this month was 
ground to pieces in a horrible manner 
by the cylinder of a threshing machine 
on the farm of John Thompson near 
Beltrami. Mr. Holmvik was "n search 
for.certain lawyers in whose hands 
he intends to put the evidence of the 
case preparatory for trial for damage 
against the separator company. 

In giving an account of the accident 
Mr. Holmvig said, "The men had start 
ed in threshing thai morning during 
good weather but suffered very often 
with the. stopping of the- feeder and 
the consequent blocking of the mach- 
ine, when he was suddenly called by 
the pitchers, and told that the feeder 
had become clogged up and had stop- 
ped. He crawled . over the machine 
along the general route that is used 
for passing between different parts of 
the machine which leads over the cylin 
der box. No sooner had he stepped on 
this box than the covering gave way 
beneath his feet and precipitated him 
into the machine and onto the wheels 
of the cylinder, revolving at an accel- 
erated burst of speed by reason of the 
absence of straw from the feeder. The 
pitchers who watched him as he came 
across the machine immediately made 
a move to get to' his help, but were un- 
to do anything as in tne mere passing 
of a moment Ijfi was ground into bits" 

Thresher Holmvik leaves a young 
wife and three children between the 
ages of three and eleven.

He was working with 
the threshing crew of the Ogard boys 
as has been his custom for five or s>x 
years. He was an expert thresher.

Mr. Julius 'Moersch, Factory In- 
spector ot the State Bureau of Labor 
hav^ completed 'their inspection of the 
manufacturing establishments of our 
city! 

Asked about the conditions they 
found, the inspectors declared them- 
selves well .pleased. Crookston manu- 
factories show a very healthy and pros 
perous conditions, said the inspectors. 
"We had to issue very few orders as to 
safeiguarding of machinery or sanitary 
conditions of the work shops. 

It is my observation, said Mr. 
Moersch, that in respect to safe guard 
ing of machinery our employers seld- 
om violat s the provisions of law will- 
ingly it is more an oversight on his 
part Ii the inspector is able to dem 
onstrate to the employer the advisi- 
bility or a safe guard, the employer 
will .respond without a written order 
of the inspector. This at least is my 
observation and I want to say so much 
for your Crookston employers. 

We round some teennical violations 
of the child labor laws, said the in- 
rpectors. But here again, we con- 
cluded that it was more on account 
of lack of knowledge of -the law than 
an intention to obstruct its operation. 

Employers of children under 16 
years of age, that is to say of school 
age, 'by law are required to, procure 
and keep on file an employment per- 
mit, which is to be issued by the sup- 
erintendent of Schools. A violation of 
this provision will expose the employer 
to a tine from ?20.00 to' $50. 00 for each 
violation, besides should such;child be 
injured while so employed, the fact 
that tne employer had not secured the 
employment permit would operate ag- 
ainst him. * 

Crookston has a natural advantage 
over : many other cities in its water 
power and railroad facilities, said the 
inspectors and there is no reason -why 
Crookston should not continue in its 
healthy progress in manufacturing in 
dustrles.

his wife. They had gone to Superior 
where they were married in May ana 
are living happily the mother said. 

Mrs. Hutchins wrote that she is tne 
wife of Hutchins and is the mother of 
seven children of whom he is the 
father. He had always, she writes, 
supported them "good' until this sum- 
mer but he had sent her but ?5 during 
the long summer for their support. 
They are suffering from the necessities 
of life the unfortunate woman declar- 
ed in her letter.

It developed however 
that Nelson assaulted 14 year-old Alice 
Crawford at Tenstrike last summer 
while the woman Mrs. Cleveland and 
Emery a colored man, assisted him.

Chicago, Oct. 19. — Wholesale traffic 
In American girls and women, lured 
from home and friends under, various 
pretexts to supply the harems of the 
orient, has been found to center in 
Chicago. Forty-nine Chicago girls are 
known to have heen delivered into the 
hands of Chinese masters. The names 
of two women engaged in this slave 
traffic are in the hands of federal of- 
ficials, who are seeking, some method 
of punishing the offenders and. bring- 
ing to an end this most terrible slave 
trade. 

Aside from the two women about 
whom! a web of evidence has been 
woven, trace has heen secured of sev- 
eral others who maUe annual pilgrim- 
ages from the Far East as recruiting 
agents for wealthy Chinese merchants, 
traders and officials. Not only those 
who have ventured on the thorny 
paths of dissolute life are gathered up 
under various pretexts, but immature 
and inexperienced girls are employed 
as "secretaries" and "traveling com- 
panions'" with promises of big wages 
and the payment of all traveling ex- 
penses. 

Taken Into Interior. 
Once within China they are deliv- 
ered to those who have paid in ad- 
vance for them, only to be hurried to 
the interior, beyond the reach of civ- 
ilization, to pass their lives in hopeless 
despair, the absolute slaves of merci- 
less masters free from restraint of all 
law and accountable to no one for 
their victims' lives. 

One woman against whom positive 
evidence has been gathered, a central 
figure in this system of kidnapping, ab- 
duction and sale into slavery, is the 
wife of a North side bookmaker. Sev- 
eral others are women who formerly 
lived in Chicago and now make their 
homes in Chinese treaty ports. 

While forty cases are charged 
against the former, the latter are said 
to have recruited hundreds who have 
entered upon a living death, from 
which there is no possibility of escape 
save by suicide. 

S^eek a Remedy. 
Chief of Police Collins has been 
asked by Washington officials to inves- 
tigate the situation ' and attempt to 
find a remedy, as such an offense is 
not contemplated in the federal laws 
and there is no provision for legal ad- 
. vice as to his- powers in the premises 
and direction as to the course to pur- 
sue.

Sweeping Change in Civil Service 

Rules Promulgated by President. 

Washington, Oct. 19. — An amend- 
ment to the civil service rules, sweep- 
ing and comprehensive in its charac- 
ter, was authorized yesterday by the 
president. Hereafter, a cabinet officer 
will have the power to remove sum- 
marily ana without hearing any civil 
service employe „ in his department 
who, to the personal knowledge of the 
head of the depaVtment, has been 
guilty of misconduct or who is inef- 
ficient in the performance of his 
duties. By the terms of the amend- 
ment the cabinet officer must have 
persona] knowledge of the misconduct 
or inefficiency of the employe whom 
he proposes to discharge.

The institution that most attracted 
the eye of the visiting educators in 
that city was the magnificent edifice

'Grand Forks high schools. This build 
ing is the finest in the state outside 
of the Twin Cities. It contains an as- 
sembly nail with a total seating capa- 
city of 1500 to loOO pupils. But It is 
not alone the seating capacity that 
holds the' attention in the form of 
the institution but the infinite art 
that is displayed in every construction 
tof wood and stone. Every modern im 
provement adds to the effectiveness of 
the school as an educational institu- 
tion. - Immense heating plants are be- 
ing established in 'the basements, and 
the rooms are venteilated by steam 
driven fans. Twenty three depart- 
ments exist in the school and every- 
thing that art and -skill can do to add 
to the comfort and attractiveness of 
the institution is being done. 

Most modern fire escapes are being 
installed in the building and on the 
ground floor exits lead in four direc- 
tions, on the second or top floor four 
■fire escapes are fixed. In speaking 
on the subject Co. Supt. Casey of the 
delegation says. The school building 
■reflects as a monument to those ttiat 
were instrumental in its erection. The 
cost of the school will reach thirty- 
five thousand dollars. 

I learned from the teachers and pu- 
pils of the harmonious condition of 
the East Grand Forks schools who will 
be houced in the new building. We 
•were very pleasantly entertained at a 
supper given for the benefit of the 
football team.

The public affairs committee of the 
Commercial Club of Duluth at a meet- 
ing last evening went on record as 
being In 'hearty sympathy with the 
movement to drain state'and govern- 
ment swamp lands in Minnesota and 
decided to help along the project In 
every way possible even contributing 
funds if found necessary. 

The question -of drainage was tak- 
en up. Chainhan Hugo said the per- 
manent development of Duluth de- 
pended more than the average person 
realizes on the agricultural develop- 
ment of the surrdunding country. In 
this connection Secretary Eva explain- 
ed that the club was malting progress 
in Its efforts to advertise ttje agricul- 
tural advantages of St. Louis and other 
northern -counties. It was expected 
that a car similar to the Wisconsin 
"Grassland" would be ready to send 
out on the road this fall but conditions 
up to the present time have been such 
as to prevent. Everything considered 
It was thought best to postpone ac- 
tion on the car until next year when 
everything will be in readiness for put 
ting It in commission. Advertising 
literature and photographs are now 
being prepared for the car, and for 
advertising purposes outside of the 
car. 

"All of this leads to the matter of 
the drainage of state lands," said Mr. 
Hugo. "The -region directly tributary 
to Duluth can be improved a hundred 
fold by a judicious expenditure of 
state moneys for drainage purposes. 
The Commercial club can take up no- 
thing that would he of a greater bene- 
fi; to the city of Duluth than this drain 
age movement. We should do every- 
thing in our power to help the project 
along. It Is proposed to have the 
TJnited States government drain ..the 
Indian reservation lands at the same 
time the state Is carrying on the 
work of draining its lands.*! E. M. Fer 
guson said the question was one in 
which Duluth was vitally interested. 
He said Duluth should enter Into the 
proposition with 'a spirit and vigor, 
and help it along in every way poslble 
even to the expenditure of the organiz- 
ation's furids. 'Mr. Eva briefly ex- 
plained the objects of the State Drain 
age League svhtch were already pretty 
wel understood by members present.

.DRAINAGE 



The -Manitoba Free Press takes a 
theme from the Journal article of Oct- 
ober, the eleventh, in the following 
editorial in its Sunday edition. , 

Some time ago the Free Press call- 
ed attention to the danger which 
mjght result to farmers of the Red 
River Valley in Manitoba from the 
American projects to drain .the lands 
in Dakota and Minnesota. Since then 
the American engineers have been ac- 
tively at work and Mr. John T Stew- 
art, of Washington, D. C, who is one 
of those on the job, has just declared 
to a Crookston paper that the survey 
of the Red River Valley with a view 
to drainage has been undertaken by 
tne national government and that it 
will soon be completed/The surveying 
crews have for the past months been 
working on the West and Danota side 
ot the river -nit the Minnesota side 
will receive early attention. 

In the survey of the Red River Val- 
ley the united States government has 
set aside some ?450,000 for deepening 
the channel and generally strfaighten 
ing out the crooks and bends that in- 
terfere witihi the rapid transit of the 
waters. It is expected that the work 
will be completed at an early date and 
the consequences are thus tersely sum- 
med up by the Crookston paper: "By 
the deepening of the river channels 
the immense volumes of water that 
find their way off of the surfaces of 
Minnesota will be rapidly gotten out 
of the country through unimpeded 
roads." , 

To get the water "out of the country 
is at present the American's only de- 
sire, but they may find that there is 
an international qudstion involved . 
Tf the United States artificially hasten 
the outflow of immense volumes of 
water from their own territory Into 
Canada it is evident that . they will 
contribute to swamp Canadian 'farms 
and that is a manner of draining 
which should no more be permitted ta 
states than it is to individuals 

But draining is a necessary im- 
provement and eventually the situation 
will have to be faced. Instead of 
going into disputes over international 
rights, it will be much safer and more 
profitable tor our own governments to 
prepare to meet the difficulty by the 
same means that the Americans adopt 
viz: the deepening of the channel 
and the straightening of the course 
of the river by cut-offs. The United 
States might properly be called upon 
to share in the cost of these works. 
At all events the expenditure would 
not only result in protecting Red Riv- 
er Valley lands from inundations but 
would also he 'profitable in making the 
stream one of the important water- 
ways for the transport of products 
from north to south. The matter is 
one which claims early attention, ( 

• It must be commented that the final 

• and evidently more heartfelt, stand of 
the editorial does more credit to the 
Canadian province than that which 
hints at the possibility of an interna- 

• tional complication over the drainage 
question. The drainage of the Red 
(River Valley which covers large ter- 
ritories in .-e Canadian as well as 
the American state will not be advanc- 
ed by the antagonism of the former. 
True. And no doubt the statement 
that "to get the water out of the coun- 
try is at present the Americans only 
desire" is oased upon the great rocrc 
of truth. The American government 
has not the jurisdiction even If It 
was so. desirous o*. intruding its auth- 
ority Into Canada. 

We are looking after our own inter- 
ests with modern ideas of government 
recognizing that in our idleness toward 
our own affairs they would perish. 
But in whatever way our country can 
co-operate with the authorities of Can- 



ada for the betterment of their lands 
and their people there shall he no hes- 
itancy on the part of people w%o live 
this side of a boundary that exists 
but in maps and charts.

" 'Lobbies' are conducted In behalf 
of private interests and the name on- 
ly applies to representatives of rail- 
roads and corporations or private in- 
dividuals. The continual muttering 
from diseased and unhealthy or ignor- 
ant sources playing upon the word 
'lobby' are only acting antagonistic 
to the people of whom they assume to 
'be the medium, The committee on 
ways and means has In view the fur- 
ther'ng of no special private interests 
but a vast public need, appealing for 
the reclamation and development of 
one of the richest areas in the worlu, 
Backed by Business Interests 
The meeting of the executive at St 
Paul last Friday only rendered more 
conspicious the backing of the bust 
ness men of Minnesota. They are sol 
id. The southern part of the state 
has dropped the narrow antagonism 
that haa almost commenced to devel- 
op In some places and from the clipp- 
ing bureaus that we patronize there 
has been reported from the southern 
part of tne state no adverse criticism 
on northern Minnesota drainage for 
the past two weeks. The congression- 
al members from the southern part of 
the state except Tawney and Davis 
were there in a 'body and all showed 
favorable disposition towards the 
drainage question. 

Speaking further on this matter so 
important to us Mr. Hayes says, "The 
irrigation interests ,of.yth|e (country 
have not only maintained a lobby in 
the capitol at Washington but in al- 
most every important city of the TJ. 
S. their agents may be found gather- 
ing and distributing irrigation statis- 
tics and Information for tne purpose of 
educating the people. And if irriga- 
tion can support a committee with suc- 
cess as it has had drainage also 
should adopt that solution. 
Time to Get Busy 
It is time that northern Minnesota 
was getting fast upon a good basis in 
this matter for Iowa and Illinois and 
the older states of this country has 
sent up a cry for the d.-ainpgc -i their 
lands and the unison of the cry for 
drainage should be made most mani- 
fest toy the additional appeal of Min- 
nesota for the drainage of her vaster 
and further stretches of fertile soil. 
. It is not the intention of the state 
drainage league to use state monies 
for the malntalnence of a drainage cam 
paign.

The revenue collectors of North Da- 
kota are getting busy with the Brew- 
ing companies now doing business in 
that state and before they are thru 
it may cost ithe brewing companies 
several hundred thousand dollars. It 
seems that the brewing companies 
have been shipping In their own name 
and making collections thru the bill 
of lading at banks and other agencies. 
To do this itj 13 necessary to have a 
goevrnment license which costs ?25 
also a $50 who'esale license. If the 
shipments are made direct to purchas- 
ers there is no local way of collecting 
any license. But under the law brew- 
ing companies must have a license 
where liquor is sold thru a bill of lad- 
ing. It seems that this has been ov- 
erlooked since North Dakota went 
prohibition and If the government col- 
lects for every year since, it will mean 
a large amount of money the brewing 
companies will have to pay in reven- 
ues. There are probably one hundred 
towns in N. ; Dak., where shipments 
have been made and for which the 
government intends to collect licenses 
Revenue Collector Elton collecteu 
from several! agencies one of which 
paid $1,000. The Minneapolis Brewing 
Co., at East, Grand Forks have been 
figuring up what it would cost them if 
they are brought up and It amounts to 
almost $15,000.

From Monday's Daily— I 

Congress lis to be asked to aid Min- 
nesota to reclaim the vast areas of wet 
lands within its borders. The con- 
gressmen of the state, including Sena- 
tors Clapp land Nelson, have promised 
to lend their help. 

At a small but enthusiastic meeting 
of the executive committee of the state 
drainage league held Friday evening 
at the state capltol the matter of drain 
ing the swamp lands In the northern 
part of the state was gone over thor- 
oughly and a promise from every 
legislator present to work for its attain 
ment was given. 

'The scheme advanced is to have 
congress appropriate a sufficient sum 
of money for a topographical survey of 
the government lands in the state in 
which are Included those belonging to 
the Indians then drain them and add 
the cost to the homestead price. It 
was figured that the cost of drainage 
would be about $1 an acre which 
would make the price to homestead- 
ers about $2.25 an acre. In this way 
the committee estimated the govern- 
ment could be reimbursed for its in- 
vestment, i Money now awaiting dis- 
tribution among the Indians it was ar- 
gued could be used and the Indians 
paid the interest. 

A. G. Bernard of Cass Lake who act- 
ed; as chairman spoke of the situation 
up his way and told of the need of 
drainage. iHe said drainage of the gov 
ernment lands alone would make avail 
able homes for at least 50,000 settlers, 
Senator Clapp in Accord 
Senator Clapp informed the commit- 
tee that he was in hearty accord with 
the project and would give his aid. He 
thought if congress could be convinced 
that it would get its money back again 
and that jthe rights of the Indians 
could be preserved there would be.no 
trouble. He was positive that the 
state should not ask for a permanent 
appropriation but a returnable one. He 
said there was such a thing as asking 
too much,; and in that case the state 
often got nothing. 

In the discussion which followed, 
Congressman ilcCleary said he approv 
ed of the scheme but would not com- 
mit himself to ^ne appropriation until 
he looked; into the matter more thor- 
oughly. Congressman Fletcher of Min 
neapolis, informed the committee that 
he would i do all in his power to aid 
the project 

■What helped the state helped St 
Paul, Congresman Stevens of the :4th 
district declared and he informed the 
committee that they could count on 
him in the state's request for aid. 

State Senator Stephens was of the 
opinion that it would be wise to ask 
for the drainage of the Indian lands 
only at this time. 

. Drain Indian Lands 
Representative A. L. Cole was of.the 
same opinion advancing the argument 
that if the Indian lands were drained 
the state's part of the work would oe 
that much easier.The general scheme 
of drainage he thought would he use- 
less unless there was co-operation. 

As a part of the scheme of state* 
drainage Immigration Commissioner 
Charles Warner spoke of the construc- 
tion of a canal from Waldeck to Pine 
Knoll. . It has been recommended by 
the government engineers.The stream 
because of the small fall in its thirty 
four miles of length, has become clog- 
ged up. Mr. Warner said that if the 
canal was deepened and given a better 
fall thousands of acres of good lands 
would be -reclaimed. 

It was agreed to hold the next an- 
nual meeting on the first Tuesday in 
June 1906. \ 

Committees Named 
A. committee on education was nam- 
ed to gather data for the benefit of; the 
congresional representatives from Min 
nesota and includes the following mem 
bers of the league: A. G. Bernard, 
chairman; A. L. Cole, Senator Ai D.

A great deal of opposition lias been 
raised to the numbering of rural free 
deliver boxes and the allowing of 
mail matter addressed with the num- 
ber alone. The country merchant feel 
and justly so, ,that this will give 'the 
mail order houses an unfair advantage 
as it would not be necessary for them 
to get the names of those getting their 
mail on the rural routes but they could 
get the numbers from the post office 
reports and swamp the country with 
their catalogues. Congressman Steen 
erson was so strongly importuned by 
the merchants in his district that he 
sent a letter to the Postmaster General 
stating that he felt this opposition was 
Justified and asking that the order be 
revoked.

Upon examination he was horrified to 
find that it was the head of the unfor- 
tunate young man who was* standing 
upright in the water which was of 
insufficient depth to cover his head 
and it was dry on top showing" that 
Itlhad never been entirely submerged. 
'Coroner Chesterman was summoned 
by telephone yesterday and went out 
to make an examination. He returned 
last night and reports that the unfor- 
tunate' young man had shot two duck 
on Saturday evening and could not 
find them. Sunday morning he procur 
ed a boat and started out alone to 
lqok for them and that was the last 
seen of him alive. He was entirely un 
experienced 'both as a hunter and in 
the handling of a boat and it is beltev 
ed that in some manner the boat was 
capsized and he was thrown into the 
water. Hq- was dresed in the heaviest 
kind of woolen clothes and had on a 
heffry^wodmena-mackinttiftb .coat, and 
it is thought that he became exhaust- 
ed trying to walk ashore as the weeds 
are so heavy in the lake as to be al- 
most impenetratable. 

"When found he was in an upright 
position supported by the weeds and 
the water was of insufficient depth to 
cover his head. He was In a partly 
reclining position and had he straight 
ened up his' nose and mouth would 
have been entirely out of the water, 
but it is probable that he was pulled 
under by the heavy water sogged cloth 
ing. One foot. was imbedded la the 
mud and the other was off the ground 
and one hand grasped the heavy 
weeds. 

The unfortunate young man is well 
known in that neighborhood and has 
lived there for several years. He was 
'-o->t 2s yean of a«0 and was unmar 
ried. During the fall he has been out 
in the Dakota harvest fields threshing 
and Intended to go to college this win 
ter. He has taught school for several 
years in the neighborhood of Dugdale. 



Martin Peterson walked out of the 
Great Northern station in Grand Forks 
at 5:30 yesterday afternoon, and la 
the presence of half a dozen persona, 
placed a revolver to his temple and 
sent a bullet crashing thru his brain, 
the bullet raising but an inch in pass- 
ing thru the skull. 

Martin Peterson was a single man, 
between 30 and 35 years of age, and 
for two years has owned" and operated 
a farm of 160 acres two miles west o! 
Larimore. 

Just when he came to G. Forks is 
not known. At 1 o'clock yesterday he 
visited the police station and waited 
for the return of Chief of Police Lowe, 
and seemed surprised when that offi- 
cial did not want him . Peterson seem 
ed to think that some one was after 
him and asked the chief if he had not 
received word from Larimore to ar- 
rest him. 

He was assured that no request had 
been 'received and then told the offi- 
cial that the threshers were to be a: 
his farm yesterday and that he pre- 
sumed he ought to be at home. In 
his talk which was rambling at times, 
it was evidently that Peterson was not 
mentally balanced, and Chief Lowe' ad 
vised him to go to the court house 
and talk with Judge Hassell. The 
chief told him that he might remain 
at the station until he returned from 
dinner and he would go to the court 
house with him. Peterson said he 
knew where the court house was and 
presumably left the station ap once. 
On his way he stopped at some barber' 
shop and was shaved, showing up at 
the probate court about 2 o'clock. He 
talked for some time with Judge Has- 
sell in about the same manner as h« 
had to Chief uowe. Judge Hassell as- 
sured him that there was no one after 
him nor who wanted to do him harm, 
and advised him to go home and look 
after his farm and the stock. He left 
the court house about the middle of 
the afternoon, several others of the 
officials talking to him during his stay 
in the building. 

His actions from the time that he 
left the court house until he took his 
own life are not known. Employes at 
the station claim that he had been 
there In the morning before the ticket 
office opened and asked about a train 
for Reynolds. 

He was around the station for some 
time before the shooting, but. no one 



it was remarked that he seemed to be 
talking to himself as he walked to and 
fro in the waiting room. Halting in 
his steady walk across the waiting 
room he opened tne door from the 
men's waiting room and stepped out 
onto the platform on DeMeres avenue 
took two or three steps to the east, 
and pulled the revolver and fired, be- 
fore any of the men who witnessed 
the act could interfere. 

The shooting was* done with a 38- 
cahbre revolver -farington & Rich- 
ards mase. There were three car- 
tridges in the gun, but one of them 
discharged. A second shot was not 
necessary for the point of the revolver 
was placed at a vital point and the 
trigger was pulled ' by a hand that 
was not the least nervous. Peterson 
was standing near the wall of the 
building when he fired the shot, and 
slipped down the wall to the platform, 
the hand holding the revolver dou- 
bling under him, releasing the revolv- 
er which fell at his side. 

He had something over $20 in his 
pockets a large jack-knife an old raz- 
or and a key. There was nothing on 
the body by which he couia oe mden- 
tified but the men with whom he had 
: tlked during the day had no difficul- 
ty in recognizing the suicide. 

It was a horrible sight to those who 
rushed to the side of the suicide im- 
mediately after the shot had been fir- 
ed. His eyes had started from their 
sockets and his face and head were 
covered with blood from the hole that 
had been made thru his skull. 

Justice Phil McLaughlin conducted 
an inquest and had the remains taken 
to Norman's undertaking rooms. 

The men-^ho - witnessed' the - shoot- 
ing and those -with whom Peterson 
talked during the day were summoned 
as witnesses and -a 'verdict of -death 
by shooting with suicidal intention 
was returned. 

So far as known Peterson^ had no 
relatives in this section of the state. 
He -came to Larimore two years ago, 
with a party of lahdseekers and had 
lived at his farm alone since that 
time.

In connection with the . activities of 
the State Drainage League of Minne- 
sota there has come to light a propos- 
ition tor one of the vastest and most 
auspicious drainage projects that has 
ever been launched in this state. The 
terms of this proposition are such as 
to include the drainage of 260,000 acres 
of the most fertile land in the north 
country. 

(During the appeal of the State Drain 
age League for federal aid in Minneso- 
ta drainage before congress next Dec 
ember there will no doubt come up 
for detail . consideration a gigantic 
government ditch seventy-five miles 
long extending down the fifteen stand 
ard pile line thru the very heart of the 
Red Lalce reservation from a point ai 
most north of Bemidji and running 
westward to the outlet of Thief Lake. 

The construction of such a ditch 
as this will be made entirely thru gov- 
ernment land and the petition may 
be based entirely upon the 'nterests 
of their ownership or guardianship 
of Indian lands. This Idea will gain 
great prestige in the appeal for drain- 
age for the 'reason that it will touch 
the great headwaters from which the 
present surplus of water is greatly 
increased over this country in the 
neighborhood of -Crokston and east- 
ward. 

The cost of such a construction as 
will be proposed to the federal govern- 
ment will be in the neighborhood of 
$150,000. The. topography of the coun 
try thru which it is proposed to run 
is peculiarly suited to the economical 
and rapidly building of the drainage 
ditch. Along the fifteen standard pile 
line and from fifteen to twenty miles 
north and south of it along the sug- 
gested route there is an even and level 
stretches of country Its soil is peculu 
larly adapted to the growing of small 
grains. The fifteen standard -pile 
line marks lowest depression of this 
land running In a long and graaual 
slope without obstruction or water- 
shed westward into Thief Lake. 

At present this region is overflowed 
with :water and surveyors in passing 
thru that country remember it as 
one of surplus water without any 
means of drainage containing great 
posibilities ; of development on ac- 
count of the fertility and peculiar farm 
ing quality which they noticed upori 
examining the sold and the vegetation 
that notwithstanding the continual pre. 
sence of water makes of it a nio^t 
beautiful sweep of meadow land pleas- 
ant to gaze upon. 

In the construction of the ditch and 
the draining of the water there will 
be a peculiar economical feature at- 
tached of importance. This consists 
of the fact that the eastern end of the 
ditch 1 may be drained Into the Rainy 
Lake, system of rivers and on the east- 
ern side of the Teat northern water 
sheds into the Lake. "While the west- 
ern and larger end of the ditch may be 
drained into thfe Red. River system of 
water flow. This country of the Re'd 
Lake Indian reservation lies directly 
across that : northern watershed that 
divides the river system of the Great 
Lakes and those of the Red River and 
Hudson Bay. 

Economy exists in the plan set forth 
above for the reason that by the dram, 
age of the waters in two different di- 
rections and the ditch will not have to 
he constructed of such capacity as to 
carry the entire waters which U would 
have; to do If drained entirely in one 
direction. Under the proposed reim- 
bursable use of government funds in 
the reclamation of overflowed lands as 
Is proposed by drainage magnates the 
cost iof draining thlB country will be 
much less than one dollar per acre. 
And ithe land can be readily sold at 
that advance according to the word of 
engineers who have made that re 
gion.;

The Crookston Lumber Co.'s big 
mill south of the city is still clipping 
away at what will he the biggest cut of 
lumber without exception in the his- 
tory of the mill. 

The instalment of the second band 
saw' last spring has added greatly to 
the capacity of the mill and this year 
has been a record breaker according 
to J. M. Richards Superintendent and 
General 'manager of the company's 
three big mills. 

The other two mills are located one 
at St. Hilalre and the other at Bemid- 
ji and they also have had successful 
seasons. 

The lociil mill began cutting as soon 
as the ice went out In the spring which 
was in the early part of April and ha 
continued with scarcely a hitch until 
the present time and will continue to 
cut barring accidents until the annual 
freeze up of the river, which general- 
ly occurs about the middle of Nov- 
ember. The present season has been 
remarkably free so far, from serious or 
costly accidents, probably due to a 
thorough overhauling given the mill 
last winter. No one has been serious 
ly hurt or nothing has gone wrong 
to cause a costly shut down for any 
length of" time and the management 
are to be congratulated, for keeping 
the mill In such good condition. 

The Crookston mill employs about 
■*oo men and as preference is given to 
men with families are to permanent 
•residents of Crookston It can be readily 
seen what a great help the big mil] 
is to the city. Mr. Riihard^ also said 
that the season's cut had been almost 
entirely disposed oE '.already,- which 
goes to show the remarkably steady 
growth of the valley, thruout which 
this entire out put is consumed. 

Preparations are already under way 
for another record breaking cut next 
year and the company is already ship 
ping every man they can get hold of 
to the woods for the season's logging 
operations. The company contract for 
the cutting of as many logs as they 
can but find they must do considerable 
logging themselves. They already 
have men In the woods at "work on the 
log cut of the coming winter. 

The planning mill does not shut 
down during the winter but it under- 
closed* with big sliding doors and keeps 
about 40 men employed all the time 
which means 40 families provided for.

person in the northwest portion of the 
city had signed the petition it should 
have at least been brought before the 
G. N. officials to find out what they 
thought of it and as this had not been 
done, 60 far as could be inferred from 
the action of the committee, he be- 
lieved that it was a matter of gross 
injustice to turn down the petition 
without any consideration whatever. 
The council voted his objection down 
however by adopting the report. 

The City Hall committee recommen- 
ded that the bid of Vance & Stone to 
furnish the city with forty tons of coal 
at $7.25 per ton be accepted provided 
that they would agree to weigh the 
coal on the city scales. As their bid 
expressly stipulated that shipping 
weights were to be accepted the clerk 
was instructed to notify them that this 
clause had been inserted in their bi' T 
and that they were given twenty-four 
hours to accept or reject the offer 
with, that clause attached.

Hence, this "Old Home Week" is an 
institution worthy of our attention, 
deserving of our encouragement. Aa 
might reasonably be expected the ide.'

Many cities in 
loth of these sections have made sudhi 
a week a sort of a holiday season in 
which 'the celebration takes on the 
character of a public event. Thousands 
of native sons and daughters are in- 
duced to make the pilgrimage to the 
old home and its surroundings; to be 
received with expressions of public 
Joy and become the recipients of the 
ibest of public entertainment. And, 
incidentally, other thousands who are 
not native sons and daughters partici- 
pate in the general felicitation with 
pleasure and profit to themselves and 
tlie entire community. It is a grati- 
fying sign that the spirit which 
prompts a celebration of this charact- 
er can make headway in these times 
of laU-engro^sing, Rustling business 
enterprise. After all, we have time 
for omething else besides money mak- 
ing.

Two lawyers from Gowrle, la., have 
been spending the past few days in the 
city getting deposition in the case 
of Purvis vs. Morberg. 

They are Attorney O'Connor who 
represents Mr. Morberg and Attorney 
McGrath who is acting for Purvis. 
They were here to secure evidence as 
to Purvis' character and they did not 
have to hunt far as the records at the 
court house are filled with Purvis 1 
doings and especially the Judge of 
Probate's office. The depositions were 
taken before Notary Albert Chllgren 
and filled two shorthand books with 
notes. 

It seems that Purvis made a deal 
with Mr. Morberg last year selling 
him some land. In exchange for the 
land Mr. Morberg gave Purvis $500 
in cash, a harness stock valued at 
$1000 and his homestead and received 
a contract for deed. On payment of 
$1000 cash on March 1st 1905 Mr. 
Morberg was to receive the deed for 
the land. 

Promptly on March 1st Mr. Morberg 
came to Crokston and went to Purvis 
office tendering the $1000 as the last 
payment and demanding the deed for 
his land. But Purvis was, very con- 
viently absent and Mr. Morberg could 
get no satisfactory settlement. (It 
appears from later developments that 
Purvis had no title to the land and 
could not convey a deed). 

Mr. Morberg became anxious for 
fear Purvis might be in Gowrie dis- 
posing of the homestead and wired his 
attorneys to tie the homestead up in 
some way .so that Purvis could not 
sell it and this the attorney did. 

Mr. Morberg has worried so much 
about losing all he had that it is said 
he is losing his reasoning faculties 
and may go entirely insane. His at- 
torneys and friends are doing what 
they can thru the courts however and 
have sued Purvis at Gowrie for the 
homestead and harness stock and it 
was for this case that the depositions 
were necessary.

The baggage car and two coaches 
making up Great Northern train No.

ienced in me selection of the jurors 
as there was a sentiment against the 
prisoner. Reeves himself assisted in 
the selection of the jurors, stating to 
his attorneys those that would prob- 
ably be against him for personal rea- 
sons. 

Rented Land of Reeves" 
Among the witnesses in the case 
were A. H. Anderson, a photographer 
* who took views of the place of the 
crime, and O. L. Hamre, a Crookston 
civil engineer. Christian F. Anderson 
the fifteen year old boy who worked 
for Reeves combined with the testi- 
mony of the above named sets forth 
the following particulars of the deed. 
It appears that Swanson, the murder- 
ed man, rented a part of the land of 
Reeves and sowed it in wheat. Reev- 
es's cattle would break thru the fence 
about the tract of land and stray over 
the wheat field. After this had oc- 
curred a few times Swanson rode to 
the Reeves farm to take u pthe mat- 
ter with Reeves and see if the tres- 
pass of the cattle could not be stopp- 
ed. This day was May the eleventh. 
Reeves was not at home. Then Swan 
son told the boy to tell Reeves to keep 
his cattle at nome. Swanson went to 
Bronson. Reeves returned and was 
told the conversation that had taken 
■place. 

Later in the evening when Reeves 
bad undressed and retired Swanson 
returned again on horseback and call- 
ed out for Reeves. Reeves came -to 
the door dressed only in his under- 
wear, 'it is a bad day" said Swan- 
eon. "Yes" returned Reeves, "It is." 
Swanson then brought up the subject 
of the cattle straying. Reeves said 
that he did not have to keep his cat- 
tle out of the field until the wheat 
was out of the ground. Swanson said 
"Well we shall see about it You will 
not have Pond Lilly to deal with," 
pointing to the place where the pound 
master lived. 

Shot in the Eye 
Reeves went into the houBe and 
procured a revolver. When 'he came 
out he advanced to within about eight 
feet of where Swanson sat on his 
horse and fired. Swanson fell instant 
3y from the horse. Not even a groan 
passed his lips. The bullet haj en- 
tered the passage of the optic nerve, 
penetrating his eye. One of the pe- 
culiar phases of the case and one that 
went much against the prisoner was 
to fact that the witnesses proved that 
he went armed most of the time and 
was held In awe by the neighbors. His 
actions in the jail at Hallock were 
euch as to lead one to believe that he 
was crazy. And a hypothetical ques- 
tion addressed to Dr. Pleth was ans- 
wered that he was insane.

- Washington Nov. 2— During the 
coming winter and spring many miles 
of trails will be- built in the govern- 
ment forest reserves.One of the chief 
cares of the forest service in the man- 
agement of the reserves is to protect 
them against fire. A statement tesu- 
ed by the forestry service today says: 
"The trails will afford a means of 
reaching all parts of the forest re- 
■ serves on horseback and the fire lines 
will form vantage points from which 
the Are may be attacked or against 
■which it may be directed and there 
controlled. 

"There are already many miles of 
ttrails in the various reserves, but 
most of them are rough, in poor condi- 
tion or not passible for horses. The 
trails to be built wi.l be carefully 
planned and constructed with an easy 
grade. This does not involve much 
expense, for In many situations. a per- 
fectly good trail can be- buUtfor ?20 
a mile and many miles will cost less 
than $5 The work will he directed by 
the regular forest officials and the 
rangers themselves will perform moot 
of the labor. There Is no question 
but that these trails will prove of in- 
estimable value In protecting the for- 
est reserves. Many of them will also 
be worth as much -more In making 
regions accessible to hunters and pro- 
spectors, which are now almost en- 
tirely beyond rsach.

Special Land Office Agent Layman 
returned to this city yesterday morn- 
ing- from Cass Lake and Bemidji 
from which cities he has toured north 
thru the entire north country looking 
after the interests of the homestead- 
ers that have settled in that territory. 
He bears with him optimistic views 
of the future of the north country. 
But he also bears with him a common 
warning to all those that have taken 
up claims in the public domain of 
government on account of the laxity 
of attention that has been paid by 
homesteaders to the requirements of 
the laws of TJnde Sam governing the 
purity of the titles to the land that 
they have selected. 

The excerpt printed above . repre- 
sents the law that governs the home- 
steader of the Minnesota government 
lands. 

In speaking of the matter Mr. 
Layman said: . "I am fearful that the 
future will deprive many of the home- 
steaders thruout the north country 
of the claims that they have In the 
government -lands. There has cer- 
tainly been much laxity of attention 
to the law on the subject by those ttai 
have filed on land 'both in the Croote- 
ton and the Cass Lake districts, me 
law is very pointed, as regards the re- 
sidence oh the land and It is in only 
half the instances that the law is 
followed to the letter. This of course 



and put to the test of the law if there 
appears to be the least chance for get- 
ting the land. 

That clause In the law whloh Is 
most passed over and neglected by 
the homesteader Is that which refers 
to the residence on the land arid the 
cultivation nhreof. On this contention 
alone It Is believed that over half the 
claims In northern Minnesota may 
he successfully contested. In some 
caseB men have been known not to go 
to their land at all and in many other 
cases only make occasional visits. In 
some of these -cases the land Is not 
even broken let alone cultivated and 
improved under the meaning of the 
law. 

That circumstance that causes this 
uprise of fear In the Special Agent's 
mind Is the multitude of claim con- 
tests that have been filed this year 
as never before in the history of the 
land office and the Impending prob- 
ability of many others that will ap- 
pear In the course of the next Tew | 
rweeks The common ground of al- 
most all of the homestead contests is 
that which refers to the residence on 
the land and the cultivation. These 
are points that the homesteaders have 
allowed to pass by unobeyed and they 
are the ones that will have to suffer 
for their laxity. It is almost Impos- 
sible for a homesteader to tell wheth- 
er he will secure his claim uncontest-

THE CITY'S PROTECTION 

Crookston lies In the very highway 
of that stream of travel that alternat- 
es hack and forth from the great cities 
of the east and the immense timber 
belts also east of us in the northern 
part of Minnesota. This stream of 
travel embraces every variety of the 
human species majoring heavily with 
that class of the human kind that has 
■ no consciousness or responsibility in 
the shifty life that it lives. That 
stream is made up of the professional 
vagabond which ebbs and flows irre- 
sistible as the tides of the ocean gov- 
erned by the chills of the winter and 
the heat of the summer — the fluct- 
uations of the seasons that slip by. 

In this motley crowd the profession- 
al crook is not absent nor is the habit- 
ual drunkard nor multitudes of that 
breed whose light ringers turn to the 
contemplation or hasty commission 
of any deed, felonious or otherwise. 
In the flow of such a stream of hum- 
anity as this the city of Crookston 
lias lifted her bulwarks high among 
those of the feared in the northwest. 
In the chronicles of crime in -this past 
year which has been one of the. worst 
of all years there is. to be seen no case 
of inhuman felony and few crimes of 
whatever sort that have not suffered 
the penalty of the law following the 
detection of the police. 

The records of the police court in 
the city hall bears eminent witness 
to the activity of the Crokston police 
force in the direction of the apprehen- 
sion of criminals. But this is not the 
important part that should be noticed. 
Rather is it well to observe that those 
activities do not stop at the mere ap- 
prehension of crimes but at the pre- 
vention thereof — before they can be 
committed at all. 

The citizens of the city as yet do 
not appreciate this formidable activi- 
ty of the ponce. Mnished systems 
must be combined with the intelli- 
gence of the police. Men are needed 
of more than ordinary courage. The 
men among whom they 'have to go 
may be gathered in groups. They 
may be desperate over past crimes 
Methods of apprehension must be us- 
ed strictly cognizant of the cuaracter 
of the most deceitful class of mankind 
Perhaps the citizen will never appre- 
cia'c this energy of the executive de- 
partment of the city's protection. Too 
subtle and inconspicious are the 
movements, too si,ent the lips of the 
police for the public to proclaim tne 
skill cf their labors in the highways 
mid t!:e byways of t.ie city life.

In 
Massachusetts the -.repullficans and 
democrats -ontended fiercely over the 
reciprocity issue. In Ohio the admin- 
istration of uo-ernor Herrick -was un- 
der a hot Are with result- In doubt, 
in Pennsylvania, where a state treas- 
urer was elected the campaign turns 
on the graft question and was made 
warm for the republican candidate by 
teh reve.ations of the Enterprise bank 
failure resulting In his defeat by iuO,- 
000. In Maryland Senator Gorman 
made his last stand in politics for the 
adoption of the Poe amendment to the 
state constitution, which would not 
only stop negro voting, but would out 
out many whiles in the cities whose 
leanings are toward the republican 
party. Secretary Bonaparte lead the 
republican fight against Gorman, out 
the issue is not entirely partisan, sen- 
ator Rayner opposed his colleague's 
plSns because they were as inimical 
to his own political future as they are 
to the men of the opposite party. 

Besides these state campaigns there 
were two municipal campaigns -which 
hold the interest of the entire country 
New York had her customary three 
cornered fight for the mayoralty .with 
Tammany on top. In Philadelphia 
Mayor Weaver leading the reform re- 
publicans, organized a city party and 
carried all before it, sweeping the 
looting gang'nnally out of power. 

In this portion of the state two mun 
icipal campaigns of more than local 
interest were the contests at Bemidjt 
and at Bast Grand Porks. 

The interesting feature of all these 
campaigns is the independence of the 
people. Pretty names afe cutting less 
figure and character assuming more 
normal proportions than ever before 
in American politics. 

If this year's voting be taken as a 
model for that of next year for con- 
gress and for the next national cam- 
paign, it may be assumed that tue 
moral issues Involved in a throwing 
off the yoke, of bossism and money, 
twin evils in American politics will be 
paramount. The people will naturally 
push the railroad and tariff issue 
along, but they will have uppermost 
in mind the need of a truly represent- 
ative presidency. The day is coming 
ivlien the man will overshadow the 
machine.

This morning the county auditor 
began the sale of the second section I 
of land that he had to offer under the 
provisions of the new law as passed 
by the last legislature.

Two 
hundred, and thirty-three descriptions 
were put on the market and bid off 
by tne county auditor in the commis- 
sioners room. 

There was more of a crowd present 
than there were bidders on the occas- 
ion. The land contained town tracts 
in B. G. Forks, this city and in Fertile 
among a few farm lands. Among the 
buyers .on the occasion were Mr. -Eng- 
lish of Fertile, Mrs. Hegg, Fisher. 
The majority of the sales went at a 
price that Just covered the taxes de- 
linquent. The highest price paid for 
property was that paid by Paul Water 
strat for lot 14 block 10 in Sampson's 
addition. This sum was $179.53. One 
of the features of the bidding was ue 
raise of the bids on some of the lots 
evidently not of much value. In many 
cases the bidders were raising each 
other by one and two cents and on the 
list such prices as $1.29 and $1.39 and 
$1.49 were more common thar, the 
even prices. 

Ninety six of the descriptions were 
sold this morning and many of the 
233 original delinquent descriptions 
were redeemed before the sale.

There is yet room for many more 
people in Minnesota, according to the 
figures compiled by the state census 
bureau. If the resources are develop- 
ed as those of some of the older states 
are, she ouglht to support eight times 
her present -population, which at pres- 
ent is only one-sixteenth as dense as 
that of Rhode Island. 

The approximate average of popul 
ation to the square mile of land in 
■Minnesota Is 25. This 1s exceeded in 
some of the soutihern counties, but in 
the northern counties the average is 
much less. Cass county has an aver- 
age of only four persons to the square 
mile. 

In 1880 the average per square mile 
in the state was 22.1 The state of 
Rhode Island then had 407 per square 
mile, Massachusetts had 348.9. New 
Jersey had 2d0 and Connecticut had 
187.5. At the rate of 200 per square 
mile the population of the state would 
be nearly 16,000,000 and some of the 
large counties would have 1,000,080 
each.

Mrs. Thomas Hutchins the real wife 
of Tom Hutchins alleged bigamist, 
returned home this morning from Du- 
and Superior where she had appeared 
before the Superior court in the case 
that was brought against her recreant 
husband in the district court tnere. 
Her sister who accompanied her on 
her disagreeable visit tells a heart 
touching story of the trial In the Su- 
perior court room. 

Tom Hutchins was brought up be- 
fore the court unaccompanied by any 
of the Melqulst family^whom he had 
probably required to stay at home and 
not appear In the court room during 
the trial. Mrs. Hutchins was in the 
court room when the prisoner was 
brought in. He paid no attention to 
her. Mrs. Hutchins had in her arms 
the youngest son of the family, little 
Willie Hutchins a boy of about four 
years. The little fellow ran over to 
greet his father. Tom Hutchins well 
known as a good fellow among the 
Crookston people turned away from 
the child and repulsed it absolutely. 
The little boy broke down and gave 
way to tears. Hutchins refused to 
recognize other of his children that 
were there. 

In the trial Hutchins had no lawyer 
so one was appointed for him by the 
court. However after seeing the mar 
riage certificate of the first marriage 
the lawyer refused to have more to do 
with the case. Hutchins was -let out 
on five hundred dollars bail which 
was supplied by his brother as stated 
in the Journal at the time. No one 
in tlhis city had any hand in the mat-, 
ter. 

There is an opinion that the five 
hundred dollars may represent the 
freedom of Tom Hutchins.

"~ FALLS 

CORNWALL, LAYMAN, AND JUDGE 
MONTAGUE LEAVE FOR FER- 
GUS FALLS 

B, H. Cornwall arrived in the city 
today from Bemidji amd ' remaining 
over the day in. the city will depart 
thia evening for Fergus Falls to at- 
tend the meeting of the United .States 
Dlatrict court that convenes in that 
city tomorrow. Mr. Cornwall was 
■busy in the United States land office 
today assisting Mr. Layman and Mr. 
Montague in the final proof arrange- 
ments of the papers in several import- 
ant suits that shall be 'brought up be- 
fore the court Mr. Cornwall is the 
legal assistant of U. S. Land Agent 
Layman and travels in the territory oi 
Beltrami county and northward. 

The cases that will come up before 
the United States court at Fergus will 
Involve the titles of many of the home- 
steaders of this north country and 
very iprobable their liberty Itself. 
The past year has witnessed the tight- 
ening of the federal strings on the ex- 
ecution of the laws governing home- 
stead lands. Strict attention is re- 
quired to the reading of the law on 
the point and wherein the homestead- 
er -has varied from the plain reading 
of that law he is to he held responsi- 
ble. The direction in which the at- 
tention of the government is directed 
at the present time is toward the act- 
ivity of certain homesteaders that 
have violated the law by perjury to 
secure the land. In the Fergus Falis 
cases, which will be watched by those 
of the north country that have claims 
in Northern Minnesota, those whioj' 
will receive most attention are cases 
wherein the homesteader has previ- 
ously filed on homestead and no long- 
er has a right to the land he owns 
now. 

Not only in the filing 'but in the fin- 
al p-roof on the land there nas been 
brought to light by the federal auth- 
orities several instances in which the 
homesteader has sworn to what was 
untrue. In a case of this kind the 
penalty is very severe and the cul- 
prit Is liable to heaviest punishment 
even to imprisonment. Hereafter, the 
authorities assure us the violations of 
the United States Land Laws will be 
follewed up as keenly as are the pos- 
tal violations. 

Among some of the other cases that 
wEl- be 'brought up before the court, 
at Fergus Fails in connection with 
the trip of the Land office will be 
cases that -bear on timber trespass 
and many other land law transgres- 
sions which in former years were not 
so many and so determinedly followed 
up by federal officers. Ahout forty 
witnesses have been summoned to ap- 
pear at the court In Fergus Fails/This 
in a trjly significant way points out 
the scope of effort to enforce the laws 
of the goverameni- 

Judge Montague, Special Land Ag- 
ent Layman and Mr. Cornwall will 
make up the party that will depart on 
the train this evening for the United 
States Court from the Land Office.

Yesterday afternoon there appeared 
before Mayor Mix, United States Dis- 
trict Commissioner, ionn Koeley a 
nineteen year old youth of the viclnity 
of Ada; The boy was attended by bis 
father and a number of the postofflce 
officials from the city below to offer 
testimony an the case. John Koeley 
-was under the surveillance of Deputy 
United States Marshall Henry, 'me 
charge preferred against the young 
man was that of shooting into the ru- 
ral free delivery .box of Al Gustafson 
one mile and a half southwest of 
Ada. It seems that young Koeley 
had been hunting in the woods south 
of the city and was returning -home j 
when be spied a rural free delivery 
box in a tempting position on the road . 

After he bad shot into the mail box ' 
a few times he took ibis way home- 
ward. Gustafson came to the city 
the next day and had a warrant sworn 
out against the boy. There are a num 
ber of witnesses in the case, among 
them being the postmaster and his as- 
sistants and two people from the 
neighborhood of the mailbox who saw 
the shooting and the case promises 
to be a hard one against the impetu- 
ous youth. 

There is a great deal of this unwar- 
ranted depredation going on around 
the country and the post office de- 
partment is determined to put a stop 
to it with the severest penalties. Sev 
eral cases of a similar character have 
been reported from this county and 
the attention of the government police 
is directed on certain Polk county 
neighborhoods where these vandals 
seem to be more prevalent. The de- 
puty marshal stated his action against 
the destruction and there seems to 
be a dark future ; before the Ada boy. 
he case was bound over to await the 
action of the United States court to 
meet in Fergus Falls next Tuesday. 
John Koeley departed for his home 
with his father after the payment of 
a five hundred dollar bond. 

In such an instance "as the abovj 
the penalty is severe. The laws of 
the U. S. that govern the mails stip- 
ulate that the culprit is liable to a 
fine of one hundred to one thousand 
dollars or may be liable to from one 
to three years in the penitentiary. 
No doubt in this case the boy x.*i!l 
not be found liable-to the penal l.rov- 
Ision because he did the deed nnoceut- 
ly and without idea of the seriousness 
of his deea.

Thirty 
years ago there stood in Wisconsin,- 
Michlgan and Minnesota, a wealtn of 
timber which, had it been handled 
properly', would have been sufficie-. 
for the needs' of the people for a cen- 
tury. 'But in onefourth of that time 
it has been wiped from the face of 
the' earth, and where it was there are 
miles and miles of country, dotted by 
the blackened and charred : stumps 
which stand as monuments to the 
greed and averice of man. And even 
now, when the price of good hullding 
lumber has reached a figure that 
makes its use almost prohibitive, the 
lesson had not heen learned. The 
high price serves as an Incentive to 
furtherdestruction and the small rem- 
nant of the standing pine is being 
slaughtered, the tops being permitted 
to lie upon the ground to feed the 
flames that will a little later destroy 
the young trees and even the soil so 
that, it will become unfit for agricuK 
. turai purposes. The movement in fa- 
vor of good forestry laws is a most 
worthy one but it is not given the 
support that its importance deserves, 
and it probably will not until it is tec 
late. The people become interested 
, and discuss the railroad rates, tariff, 
' local taxation and other subjects 
which touah their interests at the 
present time, but in a few years it 
will be realized that the rich -Heritage 
of timber with which this country was 
endowed has been destroyed In 
shameless waste and the haste to 
amass wealSh. The time is not far 
distant when the prophecy of the 
Wisconsin lumberman above mention- 
ed will come true.— Detroit Record.

Backus-Brooks company $89,859. Had 
these firms stood by the agreement 
they would have had to pay in only 
oen third of the above amounts. The 
other Arms involved are to he sued 
for smaller amounts. 

The refusal of the firms to sign the 
stipulation offered by Attorney Gen. 
eral Young was based on fear that the 
legislature would not return the com- 
promise amounts in the event they 
failed to sanction the board's action.

Workmen who are at work on the 
Cowing street sewer are experiencing 
great difficulty in completing the se- 
wer in the usual time required for 
similar construction minus the diffi- 
culties. They !have however just com- 
pleted' their work on fine more ardu- 
ous part of -the big outlet and it is only 
a question of ten or twelve days at 
the very most before the big "new se- 
wer will play its very important part 
in the perfection of the sanitary con- 
ditions on Houston Avxenue south. 
The reason of the difficulty that the 
engineers and laborers are experienc- 
ing in the construction of the Cowing 
street sewer is due to the increased 
level of the river over last year. 

Engineers are aware -that the level 
of the Red Lake River has remarkab- 
ly increased over the surface level of 
preceding like seasons. Some places 
this increment at two and one half 
and others at three feet Suoh a fact 
forces a condition which seriously af- 
fects the operations that are 'taking 
place in this city. The water is back- 
ing up into the sewers and sewer con- 
structions and not only are excava- 
tions delayed in the building but san- 
iLary eonuiUons are seriously affected. 

The reason of the increased level 
of the river is the corresponding in- 
creased rainfall of the past year over 
that of last and again the enormous 
additions that are being made to the 
drainage of the farm lands into (the 
Red Lake River. It is calculated that 
;U„ increase of this year's ditching 
capacity over that of last year is twen 
ty per cent. And to such .proportions 
has the drain of the countries above 
us risen that tihe sanitation of the city 
of Crookston as well as others along 
the Red River chain will be another 
big knotty problem for the engineers. 
Nevertheless . Crokston and her sister 
citie are threatened in a less degree 
than Manitoba claims she will be.

How- 
and bills introduced without the risk 
ever it does not appear that the co, 
hlssloners did appoint assistance for 
the county attorney as the Press stat- 
ed. The inferred charge is not liter- 
ally true. What the minutes say is 
that the county commissioners will 
permit to Mr. Maybury the employing 
of such assistance as he deems neces- 
sary for the procuring of evidence ror 
the trial. It appears that there was 
an unavoidable mistake in the accent 
of the word.

month. For the past months there 
has been no papers on file in the 
Clerk's office regarding the matter and 
at present the only paper there is the 
subpoena recently served on Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie for trial the twentieth.

Yesterday afternoon the Crookston 
TJ. S. Laud Office received communi- 
cation from the Secretary of Interior 
at Washington, D. C, affirming the de 
cision niaue 'by this office some time 
ago in regard to the right of prior set- 
tlement as against a filing on the 
claim. The affirmation of their de- 
cision especially in so important a 
case does credit to the officers in the 
laud office in this city. It is a very 
important question and one that in- 
volves a great many interests not 
alone in the case in which the decis- 
ion was made. 

The history of the case goes back 
a few months to the time when seven 
men appeared in Crookston Land of- 
fice and filed on properties in section 
1G in the town of Eden norhteast of 
the city of Fosston and in this coun- 
ty. All the land in that section was 
. taken up by these men. But it ap- 
pears afterward that the gentlemen 
would have some trouble in getting 
their land. On this same section lb' 
in the town of Eden there -were al- 
ready five settlers living in their cab- 
ins in actual settlement and claiming 
every part of the land on which the 
seven filed. Now there came up the 
question before the local Land Office 
as to whesher prior settlement nua 
more right to the land than prior fil- 
ing. y 

The Land Office decided that the 
men who had 'built their cabins and 
actually lived on the ground in con- 
troversy even tho they had not filed 
"were entitled to the ownership of the 
■land. This decision ~yr&s based on 
the spirit of the law governing home- 
steaders in their business. But the 
seven filers appealed from the decis- 
ion of the land office to the United 
States Commissioner. He affirmed 
the decision of the Land Office.Again 
the seven filers appealed the case to 
the Secretary of the Interior at Wash- 
ington of this authority was awaited 
with interest by the officers in the 
land .office. Yesterday the afBrma- 
Jion of their decision was received in, 
the -general question of the case. Tho 
decision of the Secretary Involved the 
distribution of the land among the 
■settlers themselves (about which 
rthere was some difficulty). The prior 
claim of actual settlers was upheld. 
T-'e case Is of wide importance as 
in the north country men are known 
to be living on land on which they 
have not filed and are known to he 
cultivating it. Is it right for these 
(pioneers to 'he deprived of their land 
thru the red tape decisions at some 
land office? The decision of the au- 
thorities from the local land office to 
the secretary in Washington shows 
that the file counts for nothing but if 
the spirit of the law of actual settle- 
ments has by a pioneer been follow- 
ed by his huiUing a cabin on the 
ground in the clearing that he has 
made there is no power that can take 
it away from him.

In a lecture faling a little short per- 
haps in depth and power of utterances 
than the night before, but anore promi- 
nent in Its entertaining features and 
turns of subtle irony and sarcasm, Dr. 
Koehne appeared In the pulpit of a 
crowded church last evening and deliv- 
ered a lecture on the coming of Christ 
and the peculiar conditions of the na- 
tions of the earth at his advent into 
the world as well as the great proof of 
the stability and higher origin of the 
Christian religion.Dr. Koehne -with an 
orator's choice and combination o£ the 
words of speech enlightened gradually 
the conditions of the ancient empires 
and in the midst of thrilling climaxes 
reared in the imagination . the star ot 
Bethlehem and the divine child, man- 
ger-cradled. 

In the beginning of his lecture the 
lecturer stated modestly the lines al- 
ong which he would develop his speech 
He referred especially to the peculiar 
man made condition of the world at 
the time of the coming of Christ. Ev- 
ery construction of the -world, every 
good and every, evil thing in it repres- 
ented what had been done hy the 
hands of men. The beginnings of 'me- 
chanical science had been invented, 
intellectual greatness had reached a 
point hardly equalled in modern time 
religions were existent, 'believed in 
by the philosophers as Christianity is 
not today Relieved in by philosophers 
Ie^s in intellect With all this the 
world was full of degeneracy and evil. 

Everything was man made, says Dr. 
Koehne. The religions, the sciences, 
the governments— all were made by 
man. 

The coming of the religion of Christ 
witnessed the coming of a religion 
which was not all prophesies. The re- 
ligion that exists today Is a religion 
from divine sources. Its influence in 
the man made world shows in the oiff- 
er^nce, the intense earnestness, the 
ceaseless' energy, of the people who 
followed its teachings, rrom those 
about. Dr. Koehne referred to the .life 
of the Christian religion thru the mid- 
dle ages and of which he will speak 
more t)his evening. The lecturer 
remarked the self resurrecting power 
of the religion of Christ- This power 
of rising again .after the silence of the 
middle ages is not to be found En the 
ho-iy'of any other religion. Today tho 
fornded in centuries long before the ad 
vent of the Christ, the religion of the 
Nile and the Indias are gradually dy- 
ing and their following falling away. 
The Christian religion notwithstand- 
fess to believe in its teaching atill ex- 
ists and increases its power day by 
day. 

The present time shows the ad- 
vent of religion into politics-. The 
campaign thru which the cities- have 
just passed is remarkable Tor Its re- 
velations to the people. Christianity 
is increasing and entering the . terri- 
ing the skepticism in its own church- 
es and the idleness of those that pro- 
tory into which religion has neve* 
entered before. Dr. Koehne referred 
to Rome, Greece, Egypt, Persia, Bab- 
Ionia and Chaldea and In the refer- 
ence brought to light the absence of 
the religion -in politics. He deduced 
this as the cause of the disintegration 
of those eastern empires. With ironic 
reference to the same condition in 
modern times among our own people 
the lecturer showed the evil influ- 
ences in the administration of the an- 
cients. 

Tonight Dr. Koehne will go over 
the death of the Christian religion In 
the middle ages and the hearths in 
which it smoldered to break forth 
again to the world In the thunderous 
uproar of the Reformation in Europe.

The TJ. a. Land office received a de- 
cision from tne secretary of the In- 
terior today, affecting the settlers on 
■the Red Lake lands east of Thief Riv- 
er Falls, Minn. A number of these set 
tiers failed to pay their second install- 
ment watihin the required time, some 
being only a day or two too late. Un- 
der the strict interpretation of the law 
the local officers were obliged to re- 
fuse the tender of these installments 
and report was made to the depart- 
ment of their action. 

The act of congress states plainly 
that the lands on which default in uhe 
payment of installments has been 
made, "Shall he forfeited and re-offer- 
ed again to the highest bidder." But 
the same act also states, that the pow- 
er\is given to the Secretary of the In- 
terior to regulate the sale and dis- 
posal" of these lands. 

Mr. Steenerson 'besides being a good 
congressman, Is also an eminent law- 
yer and it is right here where his legal 
ability came to the rescue of these 
settlers. He took up the matter at 
once with the commissioner of the 
General Land Office and the secretary 
of the Interior, and he succeeded to 
convince these gentlemen that the 
secretary had the power under the 
act to grant the desired relief to the 
people. They are now allowed to 
make the required payments, obtain 
their receipts and keep the land pro- 
vided they have otherwise complied 
with the law. 

It will be well understood that 
the decision of the Sec- 
retary «of the Interior affects hund- 
reds of acres of land in the reserva- 
tion. There were several of the set- 
tlers in this Instance, each one of 
whom could not afford to lose claim 
that they had filed on and perhaps had 
greatly improved. Not only however 
does this decision affect these settlers 
'but it remains as a precedent for the 
protection of those who unavoidably 
delayed are forced under strict inter- 
pretation of the law to lose the title 
to land to- which In .alT justice and 
right they ar« certainly entitled. 

It will he also well understood that 
the decision of the" Secretary at -the 
citation of Mr. Steenerson is a aecided 
move for the benefit of the homestead- 
er on the government lands. It dis- 
plays the good' will and Interest of the 
government that all things In *ne 
homestead red' ta-pe: he handled never- 
theless with an eye out for the safe- 
guarding of the interests^ of the real, 
bona fide settler.

RURAL FREE DELIVERY 



PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 



It will not greatly impair the popu- 
larity of rural fre delivery to fasten 
upon it responsibility for the ■ $15,000,- 
Q00 postal deficit incurred during the 
present fiscal year. 

The postal service is one that can 
stand a shortage provided there Is ev- 
en a semblance of a fair and honest 
return for the money represented by 
the deficit. The general sentiment Is 
that the country should tfiave and must 
have the best possible mail services 
and unless there is palpable thievery 
there will not be much grumbling at 
the cost. 

The rural free delivery service Is a 
good thing to make responsible for 
such shortages as occur and the peo- 
ple benefited by that service are In- 
clined to regard the deficits with com. 
plaisance. 

Rural free delivery was not institut- 
ed as a branch of the service likely to 
pay. It (was established to "fill a 
long felt -want" to enableUhe farmer 
to get his daily mall at his gate as the 
city dweller gets his at his door, t*ie 
latter still having an advantage in fre- 
quency. Who can say that city free 
delivery "pays," and who, indeed shall 
say that rural free ^ delivery Is a mis- 
take because jt does not show a prof t 
in dollars and cents? 

Talk of a shortage calls attention to 
the rapid development of that branch 
of the postal service.May 1 last there 
■were in operation thruout the country 
30,982 routes, with 4,706 petitions for 
the service pending. Lines installed 
up to that time covered about 700,000 
square miles or something more than 
half the territory it is estimated will 
be available for the purpose by the 
time the service can be regarded as 
approximately complete. 

The theory that free delivery will 
pay sometime is hardly tenable, and 
perhaps it is well that liis is true for 
how -would the deficit be accounted for 
then? Free delivery has cut off the 
old star routes and caused the abolish 
ment of many fourth class postoffices, 
but the increased expenditure has 
more than offset the saving thus ef- 
fected. Second class matter consti- 
tutes the bulk of business and most of 
this is handled at an actual loss. 

However, profit is not the prime 6b. 
ject of the postal service. The Amer- 
ican people -will stand even a loss in 
this utility given honesty and efficien- 
cy. The general use of telephones 
and the networking of the country 
-with trolley lines have worked great 
changes in the wants and customs of 
rural, dwellers. Rural delivery 'has 
become a household necessity and it 
cannot be curtailed without a vigorous 
protest. 



Last evening a list of the prizes 
which will be given to poultry exhibit- 
ors by Crookstjon merchants and busi- 
ness men at the coming poultry show 
was published in this paper. That list 
speaks volumes for the progressive- 
spirit of the Orookston business man- 
Almost every man in business in the 
city has responded liberally to the call 
of the committee and an array of 
prizes have been secured which -will 
Insure a large exhibit of poultry on 
Dec. 7, 8, and 9. In supporting *he 
show in this liberal manner these men 
have shown good keen business sense. 
Crookston is dependent to a large ex- 
tent on the surrounding faTm commund 
ty and anything which tends to the 
betterment of the farmers is of great 
importance to; the city merchanL That 
the raising of poultry, dairy products 
and small fruits la of Importance is 
proved this year as never rbefore. 

■Why Is it that the almost entire fail- 
ure of the wheat crop In this Imme- 
diate vicinity is not affecting -business 
in this city this fall? - Because the 
farmers of the Valley are not depend- 
ent on this crop so -much- now as they 
were in the pasL The chicken and the 
cow are -bringing him an income all 
the year around and the failure of his 
wheat crop is not of vital importance 
as it was In the past. But there is 
great room for -improvement along this 
line yet and the man in the city -who 
is keen enough to see this and broad- 
minded enough to encourage these 
things is simply laying the foundation 
for more and better business in the 
future.

Later treports from .the scene of tine 
freight collision on the Soo at Detroit 
in which conductor Smiley and wife 
were Qcilled and their -little daughter 
lost a ileg and was terriby -bruised, 
show it to have been a most shock- 
ing ratroad accident, which has occur- 
red in northern Minnesota. It seems 
that Conductor Smiley thinking that 
he had (plenty of tame told the engineer 
to coal up. The freight was standing 
on the main 'line coaling, Mrs. Smiley 
and the child fwere in the caboose and 
Smiley was standing on the ground 
near the caboose. There is a sharp 
curve in the track near the spot where 
the caboose stood and Mr. Smiley had 
just climbed off when he .was horrified 
to see the other freight come round 
the curve at the rate of twenty-five 
miles an hour. His first thought Tvas 
for his wife and child and in desper- 
ation he swung himself aboard in an 
attempt to get them off. His efforts 
were in vain however. He had just 
reached the Interior when the crash 
came. The boiler of the engine 
burst after it struck and Smiley was 
burned to a crisp. Mrs. Smiley was In- 
stantly ldLed and her body -was horri- 
bly mangled. The little girl was 
thrown between the bumpers of the 
caboose and passenger coach which 
just ahead and when the brakeman 
came along to pull ' her out her leg 
which was caught between the bump- 
ers came apart. The little one was 
immediately conveyed to a hospital 
and she <will recover. ' A fortunate 
tiling about the acident was that about 
60 Italian laborers occupied a coach 
just ahead of the caboose and they 
had all gone across to a restaurant to 
get a lunch. Conductor Smiley hav- 
ing told them that they would have 
five minutes in which to do tnis. Had 
they .been ipacked In this car it as prob- 
able that some of them at least would 
have been killed and many frightfully 
injured. 



From Tuesday's Daily — 
Early this morning two extra freights 
on the Dakota division came together 
head on just, in front of the operators 
house in St. Vincent Junction.

To avoid accident of this kind Sher- 
iff Gouyea saw on his eastern trip 
simple arrangement or apparel" for 
we ir and protection. While in Ben* 
idji he met a young man who was 
we.iring a flaring red jacket and cap. 
The common cause of the carelessness 
in the woods is the color of the cloth 
that is worn being generally brown or 
of a dark color. Hunters think that 
this color is the best to hunt in. As a 
matter of fact red is declared by older 
hunters to render no object more con- 
spicious to an animal. This arrange- 
ment to prevent being shot by inex- 
perienced hunters is certainly a good 
one and one that should he put into 
practice a great deal more. To show 
the lack of effect on the fear of ani- 
mals the Bemidji man had shot two 
deer in a short hunt in that region.

That it is posslole to commit suicide 
by simply holding one's breath has 
been clearly proved by a despondent 
Norwegian, who killed himself in this 
Very unusual manner. When, he deter- 
mined to die he closed bis month and 
nostrils and by mere force of will pre- 
vented his lungs from doing their prop- 
er work. 

This case is the more remarkable as 
there has long been a popular notioi 
that no human being could by mere 
will power stop the action of the lungs 
for more than one or two minutes. For 
this reason it attracted much attention, 
and a French writer, commenting on it, 
says: 

"To persons of good taste who are 
weary of life this method of commit- 
ting suicide will certainly commend it- 
self, one reason being because the body 
is not disfigured thereby and another 
because the act can be committed in 
any place and at any time. It Is true 
that sensitive or nervous persons will 
never be able to kill themselves In thin 
manner, for, simple as it seems, the 
act of retaining one's breath until death 
comes can only be performed by one 
who Is either unusually phlegmatic 01 
endowed with a very strong will.'

T5ie are destroyed a great quantity 
of crops especially hay that was still 
standing over that region. Reports 
irom the farm of Wm Cameron well 
.Known iu this city, tell of the total 
consumption of one (hundred and twen 
ty L.ve tons of choice hay in. the fire. 
Another loss of consequence by the 
•fire was that occurred by A. Folstrom 

This is the first prairie fire report- 
ed of ohe season and the loss that, 
was incurred by it makes it a warn- 
ing to people on the prairie. If it 
had not been for the Wild Rice River 
the flames would certainly have in- 
creased to even larger proportions as 
the prairie on the western side of tne 
Wild Rice is at the present time of 
the year grown in tall grasses so dry 
as to be dangerously inflamable. The 
crops alternate with these grasses 
and the destruction would have been 
more widespread. The fact that ne 
■wind was not blowing sufficient to 
carry the flames across the river ac- 
counts for the narrow escape.

Hicks, tho weather prophet of Wash 
ington, mattes the prediction for the 
weather of the mon<h of December, 
This prediction may well be taken 
as the standard by people of tho north 
west. Crookston people will be great- 
ly interested in the forecast as he 
gives It forth. 

He predicts that the first storm 
period central on the 4th and 5th 
will be attonded with falling barom- 
eter rising temperature and storms 
of rain, sleet and snow progressing 
from west to east across the country 
Northwesterly gales and change to 
colder will follow. 

The second storm period will set 
In about the 9th bringing a rise of 
temperature falling barometer, cloud- 
iness and marked storms of winter 
rain and wind. , As these storms 
advance eastwardly they will turn 
to general snow storms and blizzards. 
Tho last stage will be attended and 
followed hy a very high barometer 
and severe cold wave. The third 
storm period is central on the 15th, 
16th and -7th. A sudden chango to 
quite warm, followed by winter light- 
ning and thunder, would be natural 
at this time. The rising temperature 
will be followed hy raln3 and these 
in turn will end in snow and a severe 
and sudden revulsion to high 'baro- 
meter high northerly gales and a cold 
wave. 

' The fourth storm period will he 
central on the 22nd, extending from 
tho 20th to 25th. Beyond reasonable 
doubt, this w<lll prove one of the 
most general and severe storm per- 
iods of the month. A warm spell 
•with rains from the </2nd to 25th will 
culminate not lar from Christmas day 
in heavy rains and wind turning to 
snow and blizzards winding up with 
flerco northerly gales and a sweeping 
cold wave. 

The fifth and last period of the 
month is central on the 27th, 28th 
and 29th. Generally, unsettlod 

weather and desultory stormlness 
during this period, will be followed 
by cold, clearing weather as tho 
month and year go out.

Tuesday afternoon the printing cases 
that have been holding tire for lo these 
many moons were settled 'to complete 
satisfaction." It was "amicable settle- 
ment." According to the terms of tue 
settlement C. T. Lanman, L. E. George 
and W. B. McKenzle "refunded" to 
Polk county $300, $125 and $300 res- 
pectively. This settlement came as 
a climax to a case brought by the 
most expert printer in the state in the 
year 1903 for excess charges In the 
county printing bill extending over a 
constant and unbroken period of six 
years. 

flie complaint states precisely in 
the papers now on die in the Circuit 
Clerks offlce "that the defendant dur- 
ing the year 1897 presented to the 
Board of County Commissioners afore- 
said his duly verified bills for print- 
ing and publishing the proceedings of 
the said board for tbat year, the finan- 
cial statement and for printing and 
publishing notices of the pendency of 
ditch petitions, notice of the sale ot 
ditch jobs In and by his said bills for 
the purpose of cheating and defraud- 
ing the said Polk county." 

The settlement of the business came 
in the way of a "refund" states the 
■Times, to the tax payers of Polk Coun- 
ty. The gentlemen paid into the coun- 
ty treasuries of the county tax payer 
tnree hundred dollars whereas the 
case sets forth In figures of conclusive 
detail which any man of the county 
can read for himself that the excess 
charge of the print bill approximated 
in one instance (that of Mr. McKen- 
zle) fifteen hundred dollars. And this 
exclusive of the Immense volume of 
commercial printing that is done year- 
ly for the offices in the county court 
house. It is pertinent to remark that 
the charge cover only the printing of 

the county proceedings and notices 
of publication.

It is not certain that the Intent of 
the gentlemen was of a criminal sort. 
No doubt their heads became lost in 
the e.ernal whirl of cms and brevier 
and nonpariel. Whed they put the 
nonpariel rule to the brevier print 
they were not aware, of course, that 
their Income would be increased one 
fourth by the use of such measure- 
ment. It is not certain that when they 
first got together in the early part of 
the year 1896 in the closed rooms in 
this city where the compact was made 
that the talk was of graft and defraud. 
Perhaps the gentlemen did not even 
think that they might in the growth 
of years be accused of the dread term 
of criminal intent when they measured 
the eight point' type with a six point 
rule. Standing in the virgin halos of 
those far years, it is not difficult to 
believe, they had no criminal intent 
To the mind not acquainted with, the 
technical side of the print shop the 
terms brevier and nonpariel and their 
measurements in folios bears no light 
»f comprehension. But when the 
printer sets his measure up the column 
of the newspaper and uses the nonpar- 
eil rule in the measurement of a type 
that is one thirj larger, there arises 
a case pt most dangerous and irre- 
sponsible ignorance or criminal intent 
becomes the issue'of the hour. Shorten 
your yardstick to a two footrule and 
measure the goods over your counter 
two feet to the yard and find at the 
end of the year who is the winner toy 
the deal. Our contemporary states 
that the settlement finished tbe other 
day was made with complete satisfac- 
tion — to the commlrsionere, the coun. 
ty attorney and the printers themsel- 
ves. 

When seen by the Journal reporter 
the other day County Attorney May- 
bury stated that the cases tbat were 
at that time pending would be pushed. 
He stated that the flies of the papers 
that, included the publications Involv- 
ed in file complaint were lost but that

The Public Examiner 

It must be called to the mind tiial 
the Indictments that were found ag- 
ainst the county printers were brought 
after a detailed examination by the ■ 
public printer from St. Paul. He had 
the files in his possession and only af- , 
ter examining them in precise detail | 
did he arrive at the conclusion that 
resulted in the arraignment of the men 
who had farmed the county printing 
for these hist six years. These files 
are the only complete ones known out- 
side of the printshops themselves of 
the papers involved. Public printer 
Johnson bad those files. If he had 
not be would not have preferred the 
charges that he did against the men 
that he did In that time two years ago. 
The charges of the public printer are 
not based on tbe thin air. Heavy en- 
ough were the responsibilities that he 
assumed even as the facts were true. 
If they were not true he was in a posi- 
tion to bo shown as a bungler and an 
incompetent man subject not alone to 
enibarassment but to libel and slander 
and malfeasance in offlce. To believe 
that the charges of the public printer 
were untrue is absurd. He was an 
..:pert, unbiased, the facts of the case 
were before him on his desk. It was 
not his place to make a mistake. The 
charges that he brought against the 
countv printers in 1903 are not to be 
questioned. The very manner In 
which the campaigns of the county of- 
flees have been conducted, all these re- 
cent negative actions of the leading 
figures in the case do positive wit- 
ness, have a story of their own, only to 
be read bv deductions— if 'we be Inno- 
cent, why even this payment of three 
hundred dollars, why this appearance 
of money and influence in the field qt 
prosecution? Why this silence and 
this stream of the honey of "satlsfac- 
ion" and "exoneration" from the col- 
umns o the Journals Involved? Do 
the gentlemen need a masque for his 
charming honesty? 

There are Files 
The question may be asked where 
are the files of tile papers that do crim 
inal witness to the graft ot the county 
printing? There are flies but they are 
in the undergrounds of the publishers 
houses and are not to be found in any 
completeness elsewhere. The files 
that were in the possession of the pub- 
lic printer cannot now bo found, says 
Mr Maybury. He called at the offices 
of tbe public printer in St. Paul to dis- 
cover if there be any evidence against 
the printers. The flies had been sent 
to the county auditor of this county. 
Mr. Holfard states that he has never 
■eceived them, which we are Impelled 
to believe. But there are files. . Why 
„.„ not those flies produced. Why 
was not actions of law taken to force 
the production of. these records. Ev- 
ery paper has its files since its begin- 
ning.

But outside, of the quieting of the ag 
itation of the printing case, why did 
the county printers give three hundred 
dollars to the county. Is it to be sup- 
posed that these "satisfactory" and 
"exonerated" printers would: refund 
the money of the county. Why did 
not they refund it all since they had 
become into the spirit of repentance. 
Even in repentance there is profit. 
By the payment of three hundred dol- 
lars the two principals in the printing 
cases evaded trial for the payment ot 
nearly three thousand dollars: in dam- 
ages to the county, ;.s seen below Mr. 
McKenzle evaded trial for nearly fif- 
teen hundred dollars and Lanman for 
tyelve hundred and fifty dollars. The

The fact that the county board of 
Commissioners resolved the use of 
brevier in some special instances does 
not affect the county printing graft 
case the fraction of a hair. On Dec- 
ember the fifteenth eighteen ninety-six 
the county commissioners as shown on 
page 583 of the commissioners min- 
utes of that date entered the following 
upon the books: "On motion the coun- 
ty auditor was instructed to advertise 
for bids for'tbe county printing for the 
year 1897. the commissioner proceed- 
ings to bo printed in solid brevier, ex- 
cept the bills audited which shall be 
In solid nonpariel, school notices to 
be In solid nonpariel and all other mat 
ler published y the commissioner to 
be in solid brevier." 

This resolution in no way effects the 
case in hand. The charge as preferr- 
ed by public printer Johnson was not 
in any way affected by tho size of the 
type but the way In the typo was meas 
ured. The lay mind will understand- 
that it a two foot rule Is substituted 
for a yardstick in the measurement 
oi merchandise unknown to the buyer, 
the buyer is defrauded. In the printing 
cases the measurement of a small con- 
densed and hence more valuable type 
was substituted in the measurement 
of far larger and roomier type. Was 
or was not this done intentionally? 
Ask the storekeeper about the two foot 
rule. The relationship is the same. 

We do not say that new complica- 
tions have arisen in the printing case 
byXie dismissal ot the defendants in 
a damage suit for $4000 by the pay- 
ment of a mere pittance to the county 
of $725. No new complications have 
arisen. Whatever o(ppears to have 

been a complication to the voter is 
not new. It existed in the election of 
previous years.

After toeing treated to some of the 
beat "weather that was ever experienc- 
ed in this country the weather man 
yesterday turned tricks on the en- 
tire northwest and for t!he past twen- 
ty four hours one of the fiercest of 
'blizzards held sway. It is estimate! 
that at least six inches of the 'beau- 
tiful fell mostly during the night and 
with the intense wind that was 'blow- 
ing the air was simply filled with 
snow. Only those who were forced 
to be on the street: and in .ne open 
can fully appreciate 'being in 'by a 
warm coal fire. 

All trains arriving and leaving this 
point were delayed from one hour to 
three and a half. The N. P. from tie 
cities was three and one half hours 
late while the G. N. from the same 
direction was behind time two and a 
half hours. Both the Fargo and 'Be- 
mldji trains arrived an hour late 
while the Greenbush started a little 
more than en hour behind schedule 
time. The train from Grand Forks 
was about two hours late but no train 
was held for it. The. train for St 
Paul was composed of 10 cars and 
it was quite evident that the engine 
was taxed to Its utmost in coming 
against the wind. 

The telegraph wires also suffered 
from the wind storm all the vires 
belonging to the G. N. between this 
city and Fargo were down as were 
those on the St Vincent line. J. F 
Telke the line man lor the G. N. left 
this morning on the north line where 
he will fix up the wires. The passen- 
ger will have to 'be held while all re- 
" pairs are being made which will also 
delay train3. 

The Western "Union suffered some 
what by wires ibelng down and now 
they have no direct connections with 
the Twin Cities all messages having 
to co thru Fargo. 

The 'Northwestern Telephone re- 
port that none of their wires were at 
fected toy the storm they being able 
to get all points this morning. 

In the city no particular damage 
has been reported. Some of the side 
welks are nearly impassible which 
inconveniences the general public 
very much. 

In North Dakota 

No. 10 on the G. N. was 95 minutes 
late hut No. 4 on the N. P. due at 
10.55 was three hours late The storm 
was general. It was snowing last 
night as lar north as Grand Forks 
and farther west and east While 
conditions were decided blizzardly the 
warm weather did much to lessen the 
fierceness of the storm.

The price of provisions has been 
soaring these many days. .They were 
gathered and as the season advanced 
high-priced when the harvest was 
some of the vegetables reached prices 
that are prohibitive to householders 
of moderate incomes.

width. These spaces provide for--the 
reception of another heading ''Morn- 
ing" instead of "Daily" when the 
city run. on the -press is thru with. 
We have papers before us delivered 
dn Fosston and East Grand Forks 
bearing Itlhe legend 'the "Crookston 
Morning Times" which same -papers 
are the same as the evening edition 
printed here with no change ecept in 
the heading. The "morning edition" 
leajves Cf-ookston on Ithe 9 o'clock 
train the evening before. 

The Crookston Daily Journal which 
does not go under the false pretenses 
of a morning edition has a county 
■mailing list surpassing that of any 
other paper in Polk county one half.

BE A HARD ONE FOR LOG- 
GING 

ICE IS ROTTEN — NO FROSTS IN 

THE SWAMPS — MUCH 

EXPENSE 

If the word of one of the loggers 
that arrived in the city today is to oc 
taken as authority the coming season 
will, be difficult one for the lumber- 
men of the north country.. Opera- 
tions are already going on' far in 
the northern swamps and much com- 
plaint is heard therefrom. The out- 
look at the beginning of the fall was 
the best of years, but the late Indian 
summer took all the frost out oi the 
ground leaving it mushy and incapa- 
ble of holding up any weight. In Oct 
ober the ground froze to a depth of 
several inches. The coming of indian 
summer melted this freeze out and 
tlie slight covering of the snow crusts 
a bed of earth that is imiK>ssible to 
the lumber man. 

Many attempts have been made to 
condnct tile horses requisite for the 
iwinte:r work Into the swamps but 
such efforts are surouhded by all the 
difficulties of nature. Horses are nec- 
essary for the making of roads as well 
as the usual labor of the lumbering. 
Any shortening of the season for 
logging by the difficulties of the wea- 
ther will have a very great Influence 
on the lumber .business of the coming 
year. Any slight fluctuation of the 
length of the season has Its influence 
on the amount of lumber that is turn- 
ed out to the mills. The enormous 
expense of overcoming these difficult- 
ies will have its Influence on the price 
of lumber. ■ - * -. 

In event the advance of the sea- 
son will not. allow the use of- horses 
the labor of men must be used for the 
building of roads. Before the actual 
work of making a road commences 
the snow must be thoroughly packed. 
In the absence "f horses this must be' 
nndertaken by men, which means an 1 
expenditure- of hundreds of dollars. 

The ice on the lakes where the wa- 
ter route' nUisfTfS'nscd for the' trans-' 
portatlon of the cut lumber Is reported 
as very rotten and not able to upnold 
the Immense weight of the logs. This 
condition only needs the comIng : of 
the cold weather but from Immediate 
experience the warmth may continue 
for some time yet.

THE FINDING OF PETE MARTEN- 
SON WITH HIS hEAD BLOWN 
OFF BECOMES MYSTERY 



MARE MONEY 



According to the latest reports 
from Thief River Falls concerning the 
death of Pete . Martenson ten; miles 
east of that city in the town of Clov- 
er Leaf much mystery has arisen from 
the peculiar circumstances that sur- 
round his death. The gruesome af- 
fair occurred last Friday and on Sat- 
urday the word was brought into the 
authorities in Thief River Falls. The 
report spread in Thief River Falls 
was that the homesteader had attemp 
ted to kill ibis wife and a six year 
old niece who lived with tnem and 
had afterwards committed suicide. 
Coroner Blair and County Attorney 
Gernio of Red Lake Falls and Or. 
Tupper of Thief River made a lap 
to the scene of the tragedy. 

They found the man lying at full 
length on the uoor of the house, dead 
with the top of 3iis head blown off. 
A shotgun was lying on his breast, 
the muzzle of it being near his head. 
The gun was a broken one the stock 
being broken off and one trigger being 
useless. However one lock was all 
right and the barrel on that aide con- 
tained an empty shell. A pool of 
blood about two feet across was on 
the floor near the man and a hole in 



.he coMing showed whtf-e another 
■hot had been discharged. 

According to the- woman's testimony 
she and the girl got up sometime in 
the forenoon and each discovered the 
other had a wound on the head, and 
neither of them, remembered how they 
were hurt. They found Martenson 
lying on the floor as above described 
Ti.e ■ woman built the fire and got 
1 reakfaat and some time in the after- 
noon went to a neighbor and reported 
that her husband had committed sui- 
cide.. She sent them after the little 
girl, who was found in the log house 
having become afraid to stay in the 
house with the dead man. When 
the authorities found the man there 
were some newspapers over his face 
Poth the woman and the little girl 
declare they do not know how the pa- 
pers' came to be there. The myster- 
iouspart of .the whole affair Is . at 
neither the woman nor the girl seem 
to know anything about It. They do 
not remember, when they saw the man 
last,: say they had no knowledge of 
how, they themselves came to oe huri 

According to common report the 
little girl had been u bone or conten- 
tion between the husband and wife, 
the man maintaining that the girl's 
father who lives In St. Paul ought to 
ray $4 per week for her support and 
the woman opposing the proposition.

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Chicago Chronicle:— The authori- 
ties and people of Norway upon 
November the 25th received the new 
king they had -chosen .to reign, but 
hardly to -rule, over them. He was 
received with notable pomp and cere- 
imony largely of a maritime character 
wlhich is an altogether appropriate 
thing, since the Danish prince who is 
to be king has had his chief training 
in the Danish navy while Norway pos- 
sesses and successfully conducts a 
commercial marine larger in propor- 
tion to its population -than any other 
country in -the world. 

Norway has had a curious (history. 
Until about the opening of the seventh 
century we know nothing of it save 
only that there were savage people 
there, with, small territorial chieftains 
who called themselves kings or earls. 
During about 250 years, ending in the 
latter half of the ninth- century there 
are vague glimpses of the country ga- 
thered from the beginnings of the ten 
dency toward consolidation of small 
chieftaincies. There was a Finnish 
adventurer who welded several of 
them together as early as the fourth 
century, but sudh movements grew 
only slowly in numbers and did not 
endure until Harold tlhe 'Fair-haired 
early in the second half of the ninth 
century conquered all the petty earls 
and Norway for the first time emerged 
into authentic history. 
• Harold's consolidation was one of 
the world-shaping events, one of those 
which greatly influenced tlhe flow of 
history. Without it -there could, have 
■been no such Great Britain and North 
•America as the world has known and 
knows. Many chiefs could not resist 
Harold's power' would not submit, and 
taking such followers as adhered to 
them, they set out each- for -himself 
becoming the formidable sea kings 
who narried the coasts even to Con- 
stantinople overran Spain,and France 
and Italy built up an empire in the 
Mediterranean region conquered Ice- 
land, discovered Greenland and prob- 
ably our continent tho they left- no 
lasting trace here. 

But, though they abandoned Ameri- 
ca, those of them wiho. settled down 
In- Normandy' laid there the founda- 
tion on which expanded the colossal 
dominions of the 'English speaking 
race of today a governing people that 
couM never have been at all without 
the lnfnslon o. Norse Wood that aban- 
doned its own country ^.rather than 
sabmlt to a conqueror even of its own 
rate.- 

9lds Mfflgtom carved out by Bar-. 
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old's sword lasted 500 years. Then 
its king married a Danish princess 
and their . son became king of Den- 
mark before his father died and at 
the father's death the Kingdom of 
■Norway strangely enough, followed 
the man who should (have been its 
king had he not already been by vir- 
tue of his mother king of Denmark, 
of which Norway became a sort of ap- 
pendage. e 

For moTe than 400 years the country 
remained in this s/tuation hound to a 
•kingdom smaller than herself till the 
Napoleonic convulsion tore it loose 
and. cast It into tihe arms of Sweden 
where it 'has never been content 

Now, after 525 years of semiservl- 
tude It sets up for itself again and 
places at its ceremonial head a descen 
dant of the Danism kings who were 
themselves official successors in Den- 
mark of the Norwegian kings during 
fonr centuries. It seems a queer no- 
tion that this new king should take 
the name of the next successive num- 
ber of the king of Norway who mar- 
ried the Danisn princess (giving a 
king to Denmark) and died in 1380 
and whose grandson was deposed from 
the Danish throne in 1439— as it suc- 
cession to the crown by election were 
equivalent to dynastic succession by 
blood. 

Charles of Denmark now of Norway 
Is to be called Haakon VTI— or Haco 
as it was formerly called — as if suc- 
cessor by inheritance to Haco VI, 
the king who married the wrong wo- 
man, for Norway, and then lived too 
Jong. .If he had but died before his 
little boy became king of Denmark 
how different might have been the 
fate of Norway 

The trim, mild-looking average-ap- 
pearing Haco VII who looks in his 
portraits as if he might be a prosper- 
ous tradesman, is a 'widely different 
figure from those of the stern warrior 
Norse chieftains and kings of a thou- 
sand years ago, clad in mail, dreaded 
from Dublin to Constantinople and 
from the Baltic to mid-Africa, who 
poured into the veins of Europe a tre? 
mendous energy that dominates both 
Europe and America today. 

He does not. strike one as of the 
same heroic race but he may make 
good king enough, and Americans will 
wish 'him the clear eye to see that 
he has assumed the scepter oer a dem 
ocracy by blood and tradition which 
yet was' the parent of the "haughty 
Norman" .who has never yet voluntar- 
ily laid down .either nword or scepter.

Dispatches from the representative 
halls in Washington tell of the de- 
mand yesterday of over ?100,u00- now- 
overdue! under the Steenerson act- of 
1904 to; the Red Lake Indians. The 
ninth district statesman made mis 
demand! from the Indian office and or- 
der was issued by them for the pay- 
ment as provided 

The Steenerson act of 1904 mode 
the provisions that the monies deriv. 
ed from' the sale of the Indians lands 
would be paid to the Indians. The 
first payment of not over J3O0.O00 wiw 
to be paid within ninety days after 
the sale of the land and the balance 
was toibe paid in fifteen annual, in- 
stallments beginning in October: 3 f 
the year following that in which the 
first payment was made. Under this 
act then there was due to the Red 
Lake Indians a ipayment in October 
of this j year This payment was not 
made, j 

The contention of the Secretary of 
the Interior in holding back the mon- 
ey is that under the act he is enable., 
to do so. A part of the money is 
held for the minor children of the 
Indians! and the secretary claims Wat 
if the money was paid to the adult 
Indians: they -would use it up them- 
selves, iperhaps squander it, and the 
minor children -would not get the 
use of it. In this matter the secretary 
has been assuming a guardianship 
over the children of the Indians. It 
is understood that the secretary -will 
continue to hold the minors' money, 
but in accordance with the order se- 
cured from the Indian depalrtmen. 
over ?i00,00O will be paid to the Red 
Lake Indians within the next two 
months'. This will be good news to 
the Indians as they have made sever- 
al trips to this city during the fall 
from the reservation for the purpose 
of setting forth their views to ■ Mr. 
Steenerson.

The story that has been generally 
circulated that the crops were poor 
the past year and that there would 
be hard times in the northwest the 
coming winter will look rather small 
when one knows the real circumstan- 
ces which exist in this section of tne 
country. Capt. S. H. , Jenks superin- 
tendent of the Northern division of 
the G. N. yesterday made the state- 
ment that' there had by far been more 
wheat handled this year by the G. N. 
system than ever before. Mr. Jenks 
has been a resident of this section 
since the very early days and has 
watched the developments with a very 
keen interest. He is credited with 
having taken the first wheat into St. 
Paul that was ever raised in the Red 
River Valley and for that matter the 
whole northwest. He was then em- 
ployed as^a brakeman on the system 
and says that the cereal was some: 
what of a curiosity and that along the 
line the cars were opened and looked 
into by the citizens of the small towns 
who had never thought that wheat 
could be raised here v 

Mr. Jenks is authority for the state- 
ment that there was in all 111,000,000 
bushels of wheat handled by the G. N. 
this fall most of which came from 
the Dakotas and Minnesota. This 
is 6,000,000 bushels more than were 
ever handled before by the G. N. The 
next largest crop was 10,500,000 bush- 
els. 

Of course there were not so many 
farmers in the wheat raising section 
at that time hut nevertheless the 
great margin this year will outaverage 
the increase. 

It is possible that this sectfen in 
the immediate vicinity of thli? city 
suffered from too much rain but it 
was only to a slight extent of territory 
The little town of Warren itself ship- 
ped the immense amount of 200,000 
bushels which smashes all the previ- 
ous records.

LAY. MOVEMENT OF THE 

COAL' 

If the cold days o£ the winter are 
many in the winter that coming on, 
coal users thruout the entire north- 
west are warned to look out for a 
scarcity of the blac. diamonds. Owing 
to certain commercial conditions the 
shipments of coal from the east "will 
have to come over -the railroads nec- 
essfitating immense freight charges 
and a continued scarcity of the article 
The main consideration that has *n 
f.uenced this pending famine is the 
conditions in the Lake port at Duluth 
The coal supply of the northwest re- 
lies greatly on the shipments into the 
Superior haroor which is then frelg-t 
ed by short rail into the northwest. 
Commercial agents point to. the small 
supply, of coal that now remains in 
the Duluth docks and to the oorrespon 
oing small supply that the dealers 
thruout the country have been enabled 
to lay by. ' The docks at Duluth being 
filled has prevented further shipments 
owing to the lack: of storage room. 
Again the immense grain shipments 
from the west !have taken all the roll- 
ing stock of the railroads :o the res-' 
cue. 

The railroads have been tied up 
practically all summer. Even before 
the grain movement began, the conges 
tion of freight traffic was considerable 
and not nearly the proper amount ot 
coal has been sent by rail from the' 
Head of the Lakes to the country to 
the West and the northwest which is 
so dependent upon this port for its 
fuel. 

While it is true that coal shipments 
are on their way into Dulutn these 
shipments only amount to some fifty 
thousand tons, a mere drop in the 
bucket of the northwest coal markets 
The railroads will be eveu more de- 
layed under prevailing weather con- 
ditions in the Lake port for the recent 
blizzards have buried the Duluth yards 
under huge snow drifts. Dispatcives 
from Duluth and Superior tell of or- 
ders that have been piling up in the 
city and remain as yet unfilled. Even 
this coal cannot he moved until it is 
practically mined taga|in under it tie 
snow drifts.

For the 
other one-fifth it was prescribed that 
the people of this city should add that 
amount (twenty-four nundred dollars) 
How did this succeed? When the di- 
rectors met in special session it was 
not found that Crookston had over- 
subscribed her amount. To, the con- 
trary it was discovered that if two 
hundred dollars were not forthcoming 
the attempt to build for Crookston an 
institution of grace and profit to the 
city would become consigned to obliv- 
ion. And what would become of the 
individual contributions that were 
made? And brought to this city in 
the total of nearly ten thousand dol- 
lars? Would this he handed back to 
these original subscribers with these 
words that Crookston could not raise 
her share of the monies? Pride and 
business and all advices raise in pow- 
erful negative.

STATE ENGINEER GEO. RALPH 

SAYS HE THINKS WORK WILL 

BE DONE 

State drainage engineer Geo. Ralph 
returned last week from his crew 
which is- working In Aitkin county on 
the survey of the state swamp lands, 
and when seen by a Journal represen- 
tative in regard to the recent state- 
ment that was published in the Twin 
Cities that the work would have to 
he discontinued for the .present sea- 
son at least he" said: "I don't think 
that the work will he stopped as was 
published .by the papers over the 
state. This is the only time of the 
year that the work can be done and 
if it is stopped now it will cause a 
great delay in getting it completed. 
There will be a meeting of the State 
Drainage Board at the Capitol on the 
22nd of this month when the matter 
will he taken up and disposed of. 

Mr. 'Ralph reports that the work is 
progressing very satisfactory. He 
now has a very iarge crew at work 
in Aitkin county which is one of the 
largest counties in the state contain- 
ing over 200,000 acres itself. Most of 
the engineers which he has in his 
crew are from the city. He has been 
at work now for over three months 
and an Immense amount of woTk has 
been accomplished. Mr. Ralph will 
attend the meeting of tie drainage 
board at which many matters of in- 
terest will be taken up.

With 
the announcement of the figures on 
the number of eligible voters the 
work of the census bureau comes to 
a close. 

Those of a voting age in the state 
numbered 574,839. The bureau has 
not ascertained how many oi these 
are legal voters but only if they are 
of the proper age. The voting popula 
tion in Crookston is 2,203 and the coun 
ty of Polk is 10,820 of the latter num- 
ber but 5,328 ballots were cast in the 
1004 election. From the tables issued 
it is evident that a largo number of 
voting age have not taken out their 
second papers yet. The total number 
of votes cast In 1904 by males and 
counted was 332.G92 which is only 5li 
per cent of the number of voters 
shown by the census figures. /

ORY OF RED RIVER 

SEVEN AND ONE HALF MONTHS 
SURPASSES FORMER RECORD 
SEVEN DAYS \ 

On November the 25th last the nav- 
igation of tho Red Rlvor of tho North 
closed down for tho year of 1905. Tho 
"Grand Forks" tho big river freight 
boat, on that day pulled its last loau 
I against the winter currents to Us rest 
ing placo below Grand Forks brllgo 
and settled down for tho long winter 
wait. Tho navigation season for 1905 
opened on Apn 4 121b. and from that 
day for seven months and a half tho 
propellers havo guided tho boats of 
the East Grand Forks transportation 
Company up and down tho river with 
their immense loads of wheat from tho 
country above. 

The season has been a remarkable 
one Inasmuch as the steamer Grand 
Forks was ico bound down the river 
about twenty miles and all hopes of 
wintering at -its old quarters off East 
Grand Forks had been abandoned'. 
This occurred In the latter part of 
October and everything had been ar- 
ranged for leaving tho boat thero. Tho 
crew had returned to the city when 
tho weather became warm again and 
It was but a few days botoro tho rlvor 
was clear of Ice and remained so un- 
til the closo ot tho season. 

Tho 1904 season was also a record 
breaker It closing on Nov. 17 During 
the year about 400,000 bushels of grain 
havo been hauled to tho river port, 
75,000 bushels of tills were hauled 
there In the early spring, it being the 
remainder of tho crop of 1904. The 
other 325,000 bushels were hauled in 
this fall. This is a very small ship- 
ment as tho year's crop along tho riv- 
er was very light. Similar conditions 
prevailed in 19*1 except that tho larg- 
er part of the grain hauled that year 
was brought up In the spring of the 
year it helng left ov< r from 1903 crop. 
During 1903 700,000 bushels were haul 
ed in and marketed here. 

Besides tue grain hauled thero wero 
2,000 cords of wood brought into tho 
city and to Drayton. This is also a 
record. The former record was 1,900 
cords homed for 1904 while In 1903 
but 1500 cords hauled. 

Next year additional barges will bo 
built by- the company as several of 
those now in commission aro consid- 
ered unsafe. It will also bo necessary 
to make longer trips next year owing 
to the appearance of the Soo railroad 
In the northern transportation field. 
This will make It necessary for the 
Transportation company to go tarth-jr 
north for grain but it is not expected 
that the business ot the company will 
be hurt to any extent although In tho 
vicinity ot Oslo It wil. bo divided with 
the Oslo elevators. 

There will not be as large an am- 
ount of grain hauled next spring as 
there was this year as the late fall 
season gave the company an Oppor- 
tunity to clean out almost every bush- 
el of tho wheat.

He made a 
clean breast of the whole matter to 
the court Acknowledged his name

" He would very likely have been :;en 
tenced on the same day but for the 
fact that the court is waiting for the 
officials to endeavor to trace the mon- 
ey that he stole.

Yesterday afternoon the county au- 
ditor made up his semiannual state- 
ment of the county and state monies 
that lie in the county treasury ready 
for distribution to the proper funds 
thruout the county and to the state. 
The year that has just passed repre- 
sents the largest collection of taxes 
that has ever been made in this coun- 
ty since the beginning. The county 
treasurer reports that a greater vol- 
ume of business has passed upon his 
books than in the years that have 
gone. 

The abstract of the November state 
ment shows that there Ib now in the 
treasuries of the county $112913.76, 
$20701.99 of which will be devoted to 
the expenses of the administration of 
the county government. The state 
tax return is $4,021.05 at the rate of 
1.5 mills with an addition from the 
recent, sale of the delinquent lands or 
5206.15 making a total of $4227.20. 

The school tax of the year on a rate 
of 1.23 mills will amount to $3297.27 
which with the addition of the delin- 
quent monies received from- previous 
years will amount to $3458.82. 

The Polk county township and vil- 
lage and cities fund will receive this 
year a grand total of nearly 35,000 
while the school taxes available for 
the use of tie Bchools -will amount to 
nearly $30,000. In view of the sales 
that have been made this year and 
the efforts that have been made to 
clear up all the old bills of the coun- 
ty the penalty and interest and cost 
collected on the delinquent tax sales 
will amount to $5,665.94. The raising 
ot the big amount is due entirely to 
the efforts or tne county officers and 
represents a big surplus amount, an 
unusual element in the county monies. 
Out of this penalty and intesest and 
cost the cities and the villages will 
receive that which comes from within 
their limits and the balance will be 
divided equally between the county 
revenue and the current school fund. 
In the sale of absolute property the 
state and schools taxes that were col- 
lected under tne new law. were $17.85 
and under the old law $83.90, a total 
of $101.75. The treasurer states that 
the delinquent tax receipts for this 
year are three times what they have 
been for any previous year. 

One of the prominent items in the 
statement is of course the ditch ^nrt 
which shows a sum of monies in Its* 
treasuries amounting to nearly sixteen 
thousand dollars. While this does 
not sho«' any increase over previous 
years it shows the even maintenance 
of the fund. :

With such a verdict as this did the 
courts of the law on the legal issue 
of the taxing power of the city uphold 
those who taking advantage of the

This decision of the court comes as 
a climax to a long period of discus- 
sion which has heid the city adminis- 
tration in its throes for a score of 
months. 'The question has been a 
burning one and only til this year has 
it been submitted to the courts. 

Today on the Clerk of Court's tahle 
there are fifteen documents bearing 
the same story thruout of the excess 
tax. The fifteen persons who debated 
the authority of the City Fathers to 
tax them in excess are as follows: :

SUPREME COURT OF UNITED 
STATES DECIDES IMPORT- 
ANT LAND CASE 



Yesterday the supreme court f theQ 
United States reversed the decisioa 
of the Minnesota supreme court in the 
case of Sjolli vs Dreschell The case 
had Its origin in a controversy over a 
tract of land in Otter Tail county 
Minn., claimed by Sjolli under the 
homestead laws and by Dreschell un- 
der a transfer from -the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway company, and the de- 
cision was favorable tosSjolli. The 
land was within the limits of selec- ■ 
tions filed by the railroad company, 
which, were never approved but the 
court held that the mere filing of in- 
demnity selections by the company 
did not have the effect of excluding 
them from occupying under the pre- 
emption, or homestead laws.

State- Superintendent Oiseii Communicates the Re- 
quirements for the Stare Aid Funds.

The 
letter- comes as a rei ly to a communi- 
cation by Mr. Casey inquiring into 
the matter of tne aid for the schools 
of PolU county. Superintendent Olsen 
i/.ated that no school under any con- 
dition would receive any of the aid 
fund if all the requirements of Bulle- 
■ tiu No. :; (issued some time ago) 
were not lived up to by the school de- 
siring the aid. 

.Bulletin No. :J rer.ds substantially 
as follows. 

A chimney must be built from the 
ground up, resting on a good founda- 
tion. The flue should be 1G inches oy 
24 inches and the walls not less than 
6 .inches thick. Build in at floor a 
vent register 20 inches by 24 inches 
standard pattern complete with valves 
Above this build in a small tight door 
with wire rest for holding a lamp in- 
side. Build in two galvanized iron 
ducts each G inches by 12 Inches with 
registers complete at. floor. The ducts 
to continue the height of the chim- 
ney. 

•Mr. Olsen's letter to Supt. Casey 
reads as follows: 

St. Paul Dec, 9, 1905. 

Supt. Thomas Casey, Crookston, 
•Minn. Dear Sir: Your valued fav- 
or of the 7th inst., in regard to the 
heating and ventilation of school, 
houses in district applying for the spe 
cial aid, it at hand and noted. In ans- 
wer to the same I beg to say — 

That the department has tried to 



indicate definitely in Bulletin No. U 
what is expected of this class ot 
i-cncols in regard to heating and ven- 
tilating. The simplest and easiest 
j/lan proposed is that set forth on 
page 10 in the bulletin. Unless, some 
c i the other and more expensive plans 
are followed, it is necessary that the 
plan as explained on pages 1G to 18 
be properly put in. 

"There are districts that ' attsnfpt 
makeshifts alleging that they will 
iieat and ventilate, in order to save 
money. It, must be understood by 
these districts that as the state of 
Minnesota is very generous in award- 
ing special state aid to districts pro- 
viding in every way adequate school 
facilities, it is the duty of this depart- 
ment to enforce the spirit of the law 
and to protect the children from un- 
sanitary condition'-;. 

A heating and ventilating plait can- 
not be planned and constructed satis- 
factorily except by a thoroughly train- 
ed heating engineer. There are so 
many things to be considered in con- 
sidered in connection with its plan- 
ning and installation, that the ordin- 
ary tinner has not the expert know- 
ledge nor the requisite experience for 
the work. "Where districts attempt 
to depart from the requirements of 
the bulletin in almost every case the 
heating and ventilation system is a 
failure, and the special aid must he 
withheld. 

I note what you say concerning the 
Manuel-Smith system of heating anu 
ventilating. I have- personally teste 
the workings of this system in rural 
schools and find it satisfactory. From 
my acquaintance with the members 
of this firm I believe that they, are 
conscientious and will in good faith 
carry out their contracts with districts 



I- think it advisable, in districts wish 
ing to qualify in this behalf for spec- 
ial aid, either to have the -Manuel- 
Smith system installed or to havejthe 
heating and, ventilating, as explained 
in the bulletin on page 1G-18. The 
time has now come when it will be 
impossible for this department to dis- 
tribute special state aid to those !dis- 
tricts that fail to comply with the re- 
quirements for the purpose of trying 
to save a few dollars 

Further answering your letter, I ;beg 
to say that under the circumstances 
described, we extend the time ■ for 
the installation of proper heating and 
ventilating plants for sixty days from 
December 1st.

THE $20,000 DAMAGE 

SUIT 

JURY DISAGREED AFTER BEING 

IN SESSION ALL LAST 

NIGHT 

In the case of Mamalis vs. the Great 
Northern railroad which went to the 
jury last evening at about G o'clock 
after being in session all night Uey 
reported to tne judge that they were 
unable to agree and were dismissed. 
On motion of the Attorneys for the de 
fendant a .verdict for the ' defendant 
was then directed to be entered by 
Judge Watts The case was for ?2u,- 
000 damages alleged to have been sus 
tained by the plaintiff while in the 
employ of the G. N. near Towner. The 
case was undoubtedly one of the hard 
est fought that will come up. at this 
term of the court. J. A. Sorlie repre- 
sented, the plaintitf who is a Greek 
while Attorney Countryman with oth- 
er legal .. ats looked after the com- 
pany's interests. 

The plaintiff alleges that in handling 
a hand car he sustained injuries that 
were the direct cause of the amputa- 
tion of his leg. He had to be carried 
into the court room and presented a 
very pitiable sight. An intrepeter wa s 
needed a great part of the time in tak 
ing the testimony of the Greeks who 
were his fellow workmen. 

To outsiders watching the case the 
directed verdict comes as somewhat 
of a surprise. 

The decision means that if the case 
is to be fought it will have to be tak- 
en to a higher court and it was to keep 
it out of the supreme court tha,t the 
case was brought here instead' of be- 
ing tried in North Dakota. 

In the case a legal point arose which 
is of the greater importance and inter- 
est to the attorneys and general pub- 
lic of North Dakota. By over ruling 
the motion of the defense which claim 
ed that tue fellow servant law that 
was passed by the state legislature in 
1903 Judge Watts held that the law 
did not conflict with the constitution 
of the United States. The decision in 
the case. carries. with it ah immense 
amount of importance especially with 
attorneys from' across the river, xue 
question of the constitutionality of 
the law was never before questioned 
until Attorney Countryman from St. 
Paul in answering the complaint of 
the plaintiff made that claim. 
Case Against the City 

The case entitled J. E. Carpei.'er 
and Arthur Prudhomme vs. The Ciiy 
of Crookston is called for this after- 
noon in the district court. The controv 
ersy is overlan alley that was estab- 
lished thru the property owned by the 
plaintiffs. They claim that they did 
not receive a fair price at the hands of 
the board of appraisers. The . case 
will contain some very fine points of 
law but will be tried by a jury. Chil- 
gren and Rowe represent the plaintiffs 
while L. E. Gossman looks after the 
city's end of the deal. 

Went to the Jury 

The case of Hans Setlstad vs. Christ 
Sauve was up for trial this morning. 
In the action the plaintiff endeavors 
to collect $100 which he claims that 
he has coming for services that were 
rendered the defendant by his son. 
The defendant claims that the boy was 
hired to work ior nis board and clothes 
and be allowed to attend school. It 
seems that the affair Is rather mixed 
up. The attorneys completed their 
work and the case was given to the 
jury just before dinner., 

Plead not Guilty 

Fred Stearns indicted for . horse 
stealing and who was just captured 
in Nebraska was taken before the 
court and entered a plea of not guilty 
His case was set for next Tuesday 
the 21st of December. He stated that 
he had an attorney to defend himself. 

Warrants were also issued tor the ar 
rest of Modus Overby and Bjorge on 
the same charge. It is alleged that 
there has been more drunkenness 
since the saloons were voted out than 
there was before and the citizens as 
well as the county attorney are de- 
termined to stop the same. All six of 
the men will De brought to this city 
and tried on the charges while depu- 
ties will be left in charge of their 
places.

IMAGE AND PERSONAL 
SUES 



In v:m of the d:scuss;o-i thai 
developed itseif in certain parts of 
■the slate it Is well to note tho atten- 
tion which Barnard of Cass, President 
of the State Drainage League, devoted 
to the discussion of the outlet that 
would bo chosen for the surplus wa- 
ters of northern Minnesota under the 
system of drainage proposed by prac- 
tical engineers. With the reservoir 
system which seems to be holding its 
own in Dakota and the various meth- 
ods that are being proposed by ama 
teurs in northern Minnesota, people 
■generally may think that the league 
does not know just what It is going 
to do and hold it to some disrespect on 
that account.. 

"It was feared that dumping the 
drainage water into the Mississippi" 
says Mr. Barnard "would cause more 
disastrous floods. As a matter of fact 
only one-tenth of the submerged land 
1$ tributary to the Mississippi. The 
water from the lands of the north- 
w.ostoni counties would flow Into the 
Red Ri'er of the North; those of tne 
extreme northern countie| into the 
Lake of the Woods; those north of 
the divide into the Rainy River and 
others into tne St. Lonis river and 
thence to Lake Superior. 

"A. growing demand for drainage 
of the state land is to he noted how- 
eyer, and I am very glad of this. 
The press generally is advocating it 
Two or three papers in the northern 
part are, t understand, doing a little 
knocking but this mainly is because 
they do not bear any particular love 
toward Mr. Hayes secretary and my- 
self. This big work is of too great 
importance towa.nl tine settlement, de- 
velopment and. progress of Minnesota 
to permit of any small personal feel- 
ings entering it. 

"The work of educating the right 
mei t* the need of drainage is about 
oyer for the winter. The task has 
fcee» a tedious and difficult one. The 
•work of education will hare to be con- 
timed next ssrnmer in the southern 
part of the state. It will be necessary 
to obtain nn act ef tie legislature per- 
mittiag an appropriation for the state 
to: irain its 6,«0»,OW acres of school 
Janis. It is a g««d business proposi- 
tion to make valueless lands valuable 
At &c price paid per acre for state 
lands in November the school tund 
■would receive at least $40,000,000 if 
the state swamp lands were reclaimed 
The school funds are dlstributerf on a 
per capita basis and the largest popu- 
lation is in the southern part of the 
etato." 

The remirns that are made by the 
president In regard t« the knocking 
of some of the nerth country papers 
boars well on iae condition of tne 
Question in the nor._ country. There 
are many pors>i»al feelings becoming 
involved I* If There seems to be an 
eternal hammering against a "lobby" 
in Wasiington before any such propos 
ition has bee» pushed. In this way 
the fight that is being made for drain- 
age (and wnicn fight will require the 
combined sentiment of the north) is 
becoming tno object of ridicule among 
those people In the nation whose sup- 
port we most directly need. It is easy 
to realize the attitude of people about 
us when they see any dissension aris- 
ing in our midst over personal 111 
feeling and in the face of a matter 
which we proclaim so loudly to he the 
unanimous opinion of the north. 

The use of the drainage league ex- 
ists in the educational features of its 
work as Mr. Barnsra states in thr 
last piragra;.h of the above and tne 
discussion of the "lobby" with the 
eternal personal animus that per- 
meates every article of tihe ituockers 
is entirely out of place. It is to be 
hoped that the personal issue will 
©ease, especially when the matter at 
tho present s.atus concerns the whole 
people. When drainage is further on 
. its way toward its goal and less Is 
resting on the knocking that may go 
on among the ranks, then the people 
of tihe north country will consign the 
Geld to the scurrilism and slush of 
jiersonal antagonism and hate. At 
tne present time it is the duty of tne 
people to discourage the prevalence of 
this. This matter is important. 

The fact of the State Drainage 
League is one of the potent factors 
Utat by its campaigns has brought 
drainage to the attention of the indiv- 
idual -people Further than that dt 
has brought the attention of the peo- 
ple to a focus on the one way In whloh 
drainage of vne north country can be 
realized. Organized effort cannot ex- 
ist without organized aim. The pres- 
ence of such a body with Its attention 
devoted directly to the advantage of 
the rapid and useful arrival could bet- 
ter handle the educational end of it 
the drainage question is essential to 
-they would put them at the head of 
the league.

THE COUNTY LIGHT PLANT 



Citizens thruout the county should 
devote their attention to the manner 
In which the county commissioners 
are pushing the matter of the electric 
light plant In the court house. The 
installation of one o£ these plants al- 
ong with the heating and ventilation 
system would make the court house 
absolutely independent of all without 
its grounds, and in a directly positive 
manner admit of the highest devel- 
opment of economy for the taxpayers 
of the county. The electric light 
plant can be economically Installed 
and can be economically maintained 
by the head janitor of the court house 
without additional help. Prom the 
presence of the electrical plan: In the 
court house also many other avenues 
of convenience could be opened that 
otherwise would be expensive and un- 
governable. 

Farmers themselves who have been 
tho part of many of the co-operative 
enterprises thruout the country will 
realize that in county ownership of 
the properties that the county uses 
there will exist much margin for pro- 
fit to the county^ The county should 
assimilate all the profit it is able. The 
fact that there will be employed in 
the county buildings men to overlook 
the heating and various other institu- 
tions in the building on the hill who 
can take care of the -plant without 
any additional help appeals directly 
to those that have the economy of 
the administration at heart.

The season of Indigestion 



While the wide prevalence of the ia 
talities that are occuring of late on 
the railroads of he north country may 
be due greatly to tie weather condi- 
tions there is much doubt If the men 
that the railroads are able to obtain 
are of the best class. The very care- 
lessness that prevails in the matter 
of human life certainly does not ex- 
ist on a road which being in a more 
settled and established community 
..as better men at the throttle of the 
engine. During the past few days the 
number o£ deaths that have occurred 
on the rails rise into considerable fig- 
ures Yesterday the columns of this 
paper chronicled the fatality to three 
men in local territory. 

Certainly it is not the fault of the 
railroad directly. Every one of the 
fatalities occur at the expense of .the 
railway corporation. Damage suits 
always ensue. The accidents are due 
to the inability to secure the better 
class of engineers and trainmen rath- 
er than the neglect of securing better 
help. 

However in some of the cases it 
appears that even the bad condition 
of the weather and the negligence or 
the trainmen do not especially and di- 
rectly contribute to the death of the 
many of the men that are killed by 
the cars. It is not to be doubted but 
that there is a great range of mechan- 
ical signals that could be introduced 
to better and more safely facilitate 
the handling of trains that pass by the 
way. The institution of mechanical 
signals in the east on the eastern lines 
gives proof of the high value of tnese 
additions to any roads In the country.

ON AGAIN 



SUPREME COURT REVERSES THE 

FINDINGS OF THE LOWER 

TRIBUNAL 

NEW TRIAL ORDERED IN SENSA- 
TIONAL SUIT OF' SHEVLIN . 

BROTHERS 



Yesterday afternoon in the rooms 
of Judge Jaggard in the supreme court 
in St. Paul the sensational suit 01 Ed- 
win Shevlin against his brother Thorn 
as, the Minneapolis millionaire lum- 
berman was acted on .and as a result 
the findings of the lower court in fa- 
vor of Thomas Shevlin were reversed 
and the case will have to be tried 
again. 

The decision was made so on the 
grounds that undue influence was ex- 
ercised over the transfer of stock in 
the Crookston- Lumber Company own- 
ed by Edwin Shevlin to his brother 
Thomas Shevlin. Tne litigation of 
the two brothers, which has aired so 
much of the iamily troubles of the 
Shevlins grew out of the transfer of 
200 shares of stock in the Crookston 
Lumber Company to Thomas Shevlin 
in 1903 for a consideration of $70,- 
000, ?20,000 of which was in cash 

Edwin C. Shevlin then and for some 
years before was incapacitated by 
over indulgence in drink, and this his 
brother it is claimed took advantage 
of in forcing him to sell. Both had 
married sisters and Thomas Shevlin's 
forced purchase of the stock, it was 
said, was in defiance of his brother's 
wife's wishes, that the transaction be 
deferred until her husband was in bet- 
ter shape to know what lie was doing 

The younger Shevlin after disposing 
of his stock to .his brother went East 
and according to the testimony woke 
up one morning in a sanitarium only 
to realize that he had been as he al- 
leged swindled. Edward Shevlin aided 
by his wife began suit for the cancel- 
lation of the contract between his 
brother and himself and a new ac- 
counting of the business claiming that 
instead of $70,000 his holdings were 
worth anywhere from $112,000 to 
$286,000. The suit tried in the Henne- 
pin district court was unusually sen- 
sational in that it Drought to light a 
number of the Shevlin family failings. 

Edwin Shevlin was shown to nave 
suffered a fracture of the /skull when 
quite young whicn temporarily affect- 
ed his reason. Later he became ad- 
dicted to. the drink habit. Thomas 
Shevlin it was shown was at all times 
the master hand and this fact the 
brother claimed led Thomas to take ad 
vantage of his unsound condition.

That Halvor Steenerson is confront 
ed with the new merit system for the 
regulation of presidential postmasters 
is causing the ninth district repres- 
entative in Washington some trouble 
In view of the expiration of the term 
of some of the postmasters in this dis 
tvict in the very near future, the ninth 
district statesman would like to have 
something to say concerning the fill- 
ing of those vacancies. Yesterday he 
appeared in the rooms of Mr Hitch- 
cock first assistant postmaster gener- 
al and a long talk over the matter was 
the result. The postmaster general 
explained carefully that these offices 
were only filled on the merit system 
providing for the retention of post- 
masters that filled all the duties of 
their offices in a meritorious manner. 

Now there will' be changes only in 
the case of inefficiency or for other 
good reasons Mr. Steenerson denoted 
his dissatisfaction with the interview 
to his colleagues in the house and will 
have a talk with the Postmaster Gen- 
eral Cortelyou today. 
. It is understood that the efforts or 
Mr. Steenerson come in the behalf of 
certain of the citizens in the district 
who are anxious to secure the public 
office and whom the congressman 
thinks can handle the job to the best 
satisfaction. 

At the general land office today Mr. 
Steenerson inquired regarding the ap- 
proval of the official survey of the two 
northeasterly townships, In Kittson 
county Minnesota. There are about 
one hundred squatters in these town- 
ships who awaiting to file a ssoon as 
approval of surveys is made.The land 
office promised it would take the mat- 
ter up and dispose of it as soon as 
possible possibly within a week. 

Owing to the fact that there are 
fifty three vacancies in the naval ac- 
ademy to be filled by Senators and 
193 to be filled by the house the north 
west statesmen will have an appoint- 
ment to tender to meritorious famil- 
ies in their state. Senators Clapp and 
Nelson wnl each have one to fill and 
Mr. Steenerson will have 'one position 
for which to find a place. That there 
will be an overwhelming call for this 
position goes without saying. The 
well known office rush does not dir- 
ect itself against the President alone.

The 
offense was committed on the 10th 
and the short time' taken to bring the 
offender to justice is considered very 
short. Conrad is a young fellow who 
gave his age in court as 19 who lives 
in one of the mill company : houses 
in the southern part of the city. He 
came here some time ago from. St. 
James and has been working about 
the. town since. 

He has no relatives here and don't 
claim any place as his home being an 
orphan. 

The fact that he broke three seals 
and only secured about fifty cents 
worth of goods, which was snuff, 
seems rather unimportant but never- 
theless the crime for breaking the 
seals stands just as prominent In the 
eyes of the law and ne will probably, 
get just as heavy a sentence as if he 
had taken goods to a much ; greater 
value. 

He was bound over to await the ac-

Ne- 
gotiations are now being made with 
the Crookston Power company for a 
better service and also a better rate 
and if it can be agreed upon by tlie- 
parties the plant proposition may be 
dropped Commissioner Steenerson 
when seen this morning stated that U 
the company could not offer a better 
proposition that the latter would be 
very likely taken up at their next 
meet'ng and a plant installed. Unless 
the light company reduces materially 
their exacting rates the light plant 
may be installed. 



The county commissioners continue 
their work today the most of which 
was of the routine order. The most- 
important matter that will be brought 
up -wi.i be the Teport of a committee 
consisting of -aessrs Clements, Eck- 
lund and Driscoll who have been look- 
ing to the advisability of putting In 
an electric light plant at the court 
house to furnish light for the jail and 
court house. The matter has been 
looked up by them and their report 
will be read before adjourning this 
evening. 

It is thought that they will report 
favorably to the proposlton and that 
the Polk county administration will 
soon have economical light which will 
come from their own plant. 

The bid of Larson and Carpenter to 
urnish coal for heating the jail and 
court house was rejected and it is 
quite probable that wood will be used 
exclusively instead. 

A hearing was granted on a school 
petition signed by a number of the 
freeholders of District number 19 to 
have more territory added to property 
that is taxed in that district. 

It is quite probable that the com- 
missioners will finish their work this 
afternoon anC be able to adjourn this 
evening. 

The commissioners extended the 
time for the completion of the county 
bridge that is being built over judic- 
al ditch number one on the road to 
Fisher till December 31st. It seems 
that the pile jcould not be driven till 
tne ground had frozen and that put the 
rest of the work correspondingly back. 
Mr. Tully has the contract for the 
work.

Representative Steenerson expects 
to get, sometime today to make a 
short speech on the insurance ques- 
tion. <He Is opposed to government 
supervision first on the ground that 
there is no constitutional authority for 
it, and, second that it will work injury 
to the state revenues with Minnesota 
as a concrete example of the latter. 

"State supervision meets all the re- 
quirements of the- situation," said 'Mr. 
Steenerson in outlining his views to- 
day. "Allowing Insurance companies 
incorporated in other states to do busi 
ness in Minnesota is merely a matter 
of comity and state laws can and nave 
been framed to enable state Insurance 
■officers to arrive at the facts as to the 
condition and stability of these com- 
panies. 

"In my judgment the only way the 
federaj government can reach these 
companies is by taxation, as proposed 
by Chairman Payne of the ways and 
means committee 

"Even if we could enact a law pro- 
viding for government supervision I 
doubt if it would be efficacious. We 
have laws prohibiting the granting of 
rebates we have laws for governing 
of the national banks and yet banks 
are going to the wall every day. 

"Let the states look after the insur- 
ance companies as they do at present 
and the government get what power 
it can out of a taxation measure."

For long years the city of Crooks- 
ton has been one of the most pros- 
perous cities of the northwest. Every 
natural resource which when she 
started were many has been cultivat- 
ed to the highest point possible to 
modern civilization. Chief among 

these excellences from which the citi- 
zens of the growing city have dlrawn 
the pleasures and happiness of life 
Is the fertility of her fruitful soils 
and the immense- reservoirs of pure 
water that underlie but a. short dist- 
ance below -the surface of the earth, 
her most populated districts and 
wards. 

One day the artesian well was the 
common possession of the people of 
Crookston. It Is one of the most sat- 
isfactory sources of water which is 
pure that has come down to us." ' It 
experienced no machinery of adulter- 
ation in dark cellars with impure 
6limes. It wells by the force of na- 
ture alone from the stratas of the 
earth and comes sparkling with all 
the delightful effervescence of nat- 
ure's purity to the use of man. Such 
was the artesian well pfl Crookston. 
That time is past. . The artesian well 
has become in Crookston a matter of 
history 

The soils that underlie the city are 
most pecullarl- adapted for the stor- 
age of water. According ,to the esti- 
mates of expert engineers, and ac- 
cording to actual tests instituted by 
the City Water Works Power and 
Light Company In the spring of 1903 
the volume , bf water that stores it- 
self in these subterranean lakes 
equals two hundred and fifty thousand 
gallons. Substratas of clay and grav- 
ol catch the water that filters thru 
from vast distances, holds it in a leaf 
.like lake that stretches unaffected un- 
der the 'bed of the river from Samp- 
sons addition into the very heart of 
the city and; far out east and south 
miles into the country. Prior to the 
spring of 1903 this leaf like lake was 
a source of abundant supply to the 
Inhabitants of the city. It is calcul- 
ated that three hundred and fifty 
wells drew t -ielr source ot supply from 
It and supplied water for drinking and 
cooking purposes practically to the en 
tire city and surrounding country. 
This beautiful gift of nature has been

Straightway the C. W. W. P. & L. Co., 
started their men at work and a larg- 
er—a six foot pipe was started toward 
the underground waters. Not only 
this, but immense reservoirs were con 
structed for the reception of the water 
and these were pumped full until the 
huge cu,pllke stratas beneath were

SHOULD WORK 



OPINION OF MANY THAT LIFE IN 
THE COUNTY JAIL IS AN EASY 



SEEMS THAT SOME TRANSIENTS 

DESIRE TO BE "FED BY THE 

COUNTY- 



It Is the opinion of many Crookston 
citizens that the lot of the Polk coun- 
ty prisoner ia not of the character 
that will teach them a lesson as it 
really should. Not that Polk county 
is radically different from other coun- 
ties on this subject as the duties of * 
the sheriff are plainly enumerated 
and there is no option for him. He is 
allowed so muoh per prisoner for the 
food that is given him and he natur- 
ally gives t \them the best that the 
■money allows, under ordinary cl'i* 
cumstances. • j 

There are some who "blow" into 
cities in the very late fall when it is 
decidedly cold and with no money 
and not the least desire for work they 
resort to the county jail for a place 
of shelter thru the cold months. For 
the crime of stealing less than $25 
the justice court has jurisdiction and 
the most that they can give a man 
is ninety days in the county jail which 
is just enough, if given the full dose 
to take the "unfortunate man" thru 
the cold months He has a warm 
place, well lighted and ventilated, suf- 
ficient food and better clothes than 
he usually wears and for all these 
reasons why should some of the most 
degraded, not consider the*lot just 
what they are looking for. 

The suggestion has 'been made tw 
the old rock system he inauguratea 
and that the prisoners be given a 
touch of work while they are confined 
This would be something on tho plan 
of the state institutions and just about 
one dose of three months of that life 
would doubtless stop much of this 
petty larceny that is going on every 
winter. There is a demand for the 
crushed rock in a city this size so that 
the work would be of some use in tho 
end to the county.

The report of the annual meeting 
of the Fire departments of Minnesota 
that was held at Litchfield last sum- 
mer just arrived in the city and con 
those who ure interested in the gen- 
tains many valuable statistics for 
eral progress of the state. It covers 
the whole state and includes figures 
for cities and villalges having fire 
departments. The space that relates 
to Crookston is very interesting and 
instructive altho there are a few min- 
or mistakes. It shows that the prem- 
iums that were paid in this city am- 
ounted to $34,449.12 " and the total 
losses paid $21,280.52 which appear 
so large on account of the fire in the 
Fournet block and other large ones. 
It places the population at 6500 which 
was too small a figure at the time 
that the book was compiled. The tit- 
al valuation in the city is placed at 
$1,500,000 the annual cost of the fire 
department to the city $1200 which is 
somewhat too large. The valuation 
of the fire apparatus is placed at 
$6500. There were 24 fires in the city 
some of which were rather serious. 
It places the number of fire men on 
the department as 24 while there are 
at present time 22 some having left 
the city since that time.
